Upon a careful examination of the books of the present Auditor, the 
committee take pleasure in stating, that they are kept with the greatest 
care and accuracy. The books of the Auditor and Treasurer correspond 
in every particular; andthe manner in which they have been kept, reflects 
credit upon those officers. Since the last biennial examination made of 
the accounts of those officers, there have been two examinations made of 
the books in the Auditor’s Office, one by a committee appointed by the 
General Assembly, in the year 1844, to settle the accounts of diram H. 
Baber, and the other by a committee appointed by the Governor to settle 
the accounts of William Monroe, late Auditor. Your committee have not 
_ thought it necessary or proper to examine into the correctness of those set- 
tlements, but in their examination, have taken it for granted that the action 
of those committees was correct. | ; x

The undersigned would respectfully submit to the General Assembly, 
the propriety of providing by law for the redemption of Coupons on 
State bonds, which may be taken in by the Bank, so that the Treasurer 
may be relieved from the responsibility, and the Bank from the expense, 
which must be incurred by the one or the other, without some further 
provision of law. 

The Auditor of Public Accounts does not consider himself authorized- 
to draw warrants upon the Treasurer for sech Coupons uniil they are pre- 
gented at his office; hence the Bank must incur the expense and hazard of 
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their transmission and presentation, or the Treasurer must, on his own res- 
ponsibility, check upon the Bank, without a warrant from the Auditor, . 
when there are funds tæ bis credit in Bank, for the amount appearing to be 
due, and thus himself hazard the loss. ' 
The Coupons being made redeemable at the Bank, the Bank is unwil- 
ling to incur the hazard and expense of their presentation at the office of 
the -A uditor, and the Treasurer ought not to be subjected to this hazard. 
The undersigned would further respectfully observe, that in his report 
to the last General Assembly, he called their attention to a deficit of his 
predecessor, A. McClellan, Esq., amounting to the sum of three thousand 
one hundred and eighteen dollars and seventy-eight cents, which had been 
erroneously charged against the undersigned, and for which,he appears upon 
the books of the Auditor’s office, to be still liable. The report of the 
committee who settled with the Auditór and Treasurer at the same time 
recommended the passagé of an act to release the undersigned from this 
sea liability, but from some cause, no such act seems to have been 
assed. 
The undersigned would therefore again respectfully ask the General 
Assembly to pass an act au.horizing the Auditor to place theabove sum : 
to his credit.

J| On the 20th March, 1845. the Governor, in eorifortnity with the provisions 
of “An act to authorize the Govérnorof the State of Missouri to borrow mop- 
ey, approved. March 14, 1845, abtained from the Branch of the Bank at Jack- 
son a loan of $20,000, and issued the bonds of the State, numbers ote and 
two, for.$10,000. cach. On the. 19th May, 1845, another: loan, of $15,000, 
was obtained from the Branch of the Bank at Palmyra, and bond number three, 
for $1 5,000, was issued, At the maturity of these bonds, a8 there was not in 
the Treasury of the State funds sufficient for their payment, they. were taken

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An act of the last General Assembly authorized the Governor of the 
State to exscute and self the bonds of the State, to an amountnotex- 
ceeding the amouiüt of such bonds of the State as bear interest at the 
rate of ten per cent. per annum, and were redeemable in the year i846. 
Under thisác!, two hundred and fifty-three bonds of one thousand dollars: 
each wereissued and placed in the hands of the Governor. -Since making 
out the foregoing exhibit of State bonis, it has bean ascertained at thisof- 
fice, that three of the bonds held by the Governor have becn sold, at an 
interest of eight per cent. and the proceeds applied to the payment of six 
of the ten per cent. five hundred dollar boads, which are ‘cancelled and 
filed in the Auditor’s Office.

The State debt, exclusive. of the surplus revenue deposited with the 
State, is nine hundred and fifty-seven thousand two hundred and sixty-one 
dollars, being the exact amount for which the State has executed her 
bonds, as exhibited in the foregoing statement. - 

The State holds in bank stock paid for by the proceeds arising from the 
sale of State bonds, four hundred and two thousand dollars —one hundred 
and twenty-nioe thousand seven hundred and thirty six dollars and forty 
cents, being held in trust for the Seminary and State School Funds, and 
two hundred and seventy-two thousand two hundred and sixty-three dollars 
and sixty cents, being owned by the State in her own right. If this stock 
should be considered equivalent to an. equal amount of money, and if the. 
amount held by the State in her own right should be deducted from the 
State debt of nine hundred and fifty-seven thousand two hundred andsixty- 
one doilars, as above presented, there will then be-left of that debt six 
hundred and eighty-four thousand vine hundred and ninety-seven dollars 
and fortv cents, . ' 

The revenue from taxes, received at the Treasury within the two fiscal 
years ending on the 30th September last, with the loan of thirty-five 
thousand dollars by the branches of the Bank at Jackson and Palmyra, 
included, has been adequate to the payment of all the ordinary expenses of 
the Government, and leaves a balance sufficient for the payment of all the 
interests that is due on the scven, eight, and ten per cent. bonds. The inter- 
est on the five and a half and six per cent. bonds, issued on account of 
bank stock subscribed by the State, has been paid by the Dank to the first 
of October last, as appears by an account of the Bank to that date; and - 
after crediting the State with the dividends declared on her stock, and the 
_ bonus on the stock. owned by individuals, the State was debtor te the Bank 
on the-first of October last, in thesam of ninety-five thousand and ninety-. 
two dollars and seventy-two cents, for interest paid by the Bank, and for 
interest on debt due the Bank. For the pivment of this sum, and the 
loan to the State by the branches at Palmyra and Jackson, amounting to- 
gether to one hundredand thirty thousand and ninety-two dollars and? 
seventy-two eents, there are no funds in the Treasury. It rests with the 
General Assemb'y, to provide the means for the payment of this debt. 

The interest onthe State debt, exclusive of tho interest on the loan of 
thirty-five.thousand dollars by the branches at Jackson and Palmyra, is 
. nearly seventy-three thousand dollars per annum. — The amount of. divi- 
dends declared by the Bank within ihe last two fiscal years on the stock . 
owned by the State, including the bonus on thestock owned by individuals, * 
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is about thiity thousand dollars—or fifteen thousahd dollars per anrum. If 
dividends of an egal amount, should be:declared withiw the next two years, 
and applied as the Jaw directs, to the payment of interest on the State debt, 
there will then be left fifty-eight thousand, dollars of interest to be paid 
annually out of the ordinary revenue, which it is estimated will not exceed 
at the present rate of taxation, one hundred and: sixty-five thousand dol- 
lars per annum, This will leave one hundred and seven thousand dollars 

- to meet the ordinary annual expenses of the Government, which, accor- 

. ding to the best estimate the Auditor has been enabled to make, will 
amount to not less than one hundred and twenty thousand. dollars—leav- 
ing an annual deficit of thirteen thousand dollars. The General Assembly 
will doubtless see the necessity of providing for such permanent increase 
of the revenue as will enable the State to meet her liabilities. .

- If, from this, the county -reve- 
nue should -be deducted, which itis supposed will amount to three-fifthsof ~ 
the sum collected, there will be left the sum of $4036 66-the total amount 
of net revenue received by the State from the sales in October, 1845. . 

- The taxes due upon lands advertised to be sold in October, 1846, amount: 
to $47059 47, being $16,282 37 more than was due on lands at the sales 
in October, 1845. [Itis not believed, however, that there will be anyin- 
crease in the revenue, from this source, in 1846, over 1845. -- The proba- 
bility is that there will be a decrease. "The lands advertised to'be sold in 
October, 1846, are, to a great extent, the same lands that were struck off 
to the State, at the sales in October, 1845, for want of bidders; the taxes, 
interest, and costs upon.them having been doubled, they must bring twice 
as much in October, 1846, as they were offered for in October, 1845, or 
they cannot be sold, but must again be struck off to the State by the Col- 
lectors. In addition to this,the same causes, whatever they were, that op- 
erated to prevent sales in 1845, will it is not to be doubted, operate with 
equal force, to prevent them in 1846. : 

In view of these facts, itis presumed that only a limited amount of these 
lands will be sold to individualsat the sales in October next, and conse- 
quently, that the revenue from this source will be less in 1846- than in 


1845. Ln

To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 
The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit the following 
REPORT: 


By the report of the Inspeciors of the Penitentiary to the last General 
Assembly, it appears that there were then 178 convicts in the Penitentiary, 
for the confinement of which there were but 80: ceils. Those cells were 
designed for the confinement of two prisoners in each, being seven by 

___ fourteen feet. The evils attending this plan were early perceived, and when 
from the number of convicts, it became necessary to confine three, or 
more, in one ceil, all hope of effecting the reformation of the prisoners, or 
of ensuring their security, waslost. ‘To remedy these evils, the General 
Assembly, at the session of 1842~3, passed an act authorizing the Inspec- 
tors to contract with the Lessees for the erection of an additional block of 
cells, adapted to the confinement of single convicts. . 

It appears that some difficulty attended the construction of that act; in 
addition to which, in the opinion of the late board of Inspectors, its pro- 

— visions were insufficient to meet the wants of the prison. In their report 
to the last General Assembly, they recommended the passage of an act to 
authorize the erection of a block of 300 cells; the extension of the exterior 

— walls of the prison so as to include one-third more space; the conversion 
of the Warden’s house into a female prison; with other improvements of 
lessimportance. "The General Assembly having failed to pass the propos- 

. ed law, and having left the act of 28th February, 1843, unrepealed, the 

.  preseüt board of Inspectors were warranted in believing that the provis- 
ions of the act were deemed amply sufficient, for all the immediate wants 
of the prison. It was manifest that an additional block of cells was ne- 

-cessáry, and as the Inspectors believe that, if not to the letter, they could 
in the spirit, carry out the provisions of the act of Feb. 43, on the 27th 
May, 1845, they Informed the Lessees that they would receive a proposi- 
tion for the erection of a block of cells, as authorized by that act. 

The seeining difficulty presented. by the act of Feb. '43, consists in its 
directing the block of cells to conform in size and outward appearance as 
nearly as practicable to the block last erected. + This provision was found 
to be inconsistent with the succeeding clause of the same section, which 
requires the proposed block to be three stories high, and the cells adapted 
to single convicts. The last block is but two stories high, and the cells 
seven by fourteen feet. The cellsin the proposed block would be not more 
than seven and a half by four and a half feet. There could not then be 
any conformity in size or outward appearance. The Inspectors could not 
hésitate ‘to sacrifice provisions of no importance to those all-important 
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—the promotion of the health, security and comfort of the prisoners, 
Desiring, however, to conform as nearly as practicable to the plan of the 
last block, the Inspectors considered first a proposition to erect a block of 
120 cells upon the general plan of thelast block. Indeed they had agreed 
to a contract with the lesees for the erection of such a block at the price -— 
‘of eighteen thousand nine hundred and thirty-six dollars; but upon more 
mature deliberation, and at the earnest solicitation of the lessees. the In- 
spectors determined still further to modify the plan, and to adopt that 
which the best experience of other States has approved. They according- 
]y,on the 24th day of June, 1845, concluded with the lessees the contract, 
. a copy of which is hereto annexed, by reference to which, the General 
' Assembly will readily perceive the advantages of the plan adopted, over- 
that of the block last erected. Experience has shown that the cells last 
erected are neither conducive to tbe comfort, nor security of the prison- 
ers. On the cohtrary, the outer walls are so constructed, that the-win- 
dows are ever liableto be broken by hail, or the ice or snow from the roof; 
the cells areinsecure, and itis with difficulty they can be kept dry or 
warm. The manifest advantages of the plan adopted over that of the 
last block are such, that it need only beseen, for them to be appreciated. 
The actual additional cost of the plan adopted, over that proposed, was 
_ estimated at notless than $4,000, but the lessees considered the advantages | 
ained would fally compensate for the reduced price. l MM 
The block last erected, containing but 40 cells, and capable of contain- 
ing but 80 prisoners, cost the State, as the Inspectors are informed, about 
sixteen thousand dollars; while the one now being erected, will contain 
120 cells, of a plan and workmanship infinitely superior, and will cost but 
20,000 dollars. - 
This block is so constructed that if, at any future period, it should be- 
come necessary to increase the number of cells, an'addition may be made 
at comparatively little expense. The Inspectors would, however, suggests 
that with the block last erected, and the one now being erected, it is con- 
fidently believed there will be cells enough for the confinement of all con- 
victs who will, atany time, for many years, bein the Penitentiary. ^. 
The block last erected, might, at little expense, be made very comforta- 
ble, while the cells, being large, would contain 80 prisoners. These cells 
might be used for the confinemeat of prisoners, who, having but a little | 
time to remain, would not be likely to escape; or of those who bad given 
. evidence of a reformation,'or by good conduct, entitled themselves to seme 
indulgence. The privilege of companionshipis very dear to a prisoner; 
and where only thc well disposed are confined together, it is calculated to 
benefit them. Thecells now being erected, will be secure, and ‘should be 
used for the confinement of all who could not be safely trusted. It is not 
. believed that there will, at any one time, for many years, be more than 
200 prisoners in the Penitentiary; for which number the last and new 
block will be amply sufficient. : 
The block first erected, might, npon the completion of the new block, 
be converted into a work-shop. The lessces would doubtless make this 
change at their own expense. es 2 
The Inspectors engaged Mr. G. A. Parsons, a man of integrity, and & 
skillful and experienced mason, to superintend the execution of the work, 
and allowed him the sum of one dollar and fifty cents for each day on 
which he should be employed. It was deemed better to engage him thus, 
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shan by the year,as it was possible the work might, from accident, or some 
other cause, be for a time suspended. It has thus far progressed rapidly; 


the outer walls, the brick and stone work of the first tier of cells, and the — 


stone work of the second tier, being already completed. | 

By the third section of the act uuder which the contract was made, it is 
provided that “the amount of the work when done shall be placed to the 
credit of the lessees with the State, to be paid out of their rentas the same 
shall become due.” It wasaccordingly provided inthe contract: “Nor 
shall said lessees be entitled to claim any thing for any work to be done 
under this contract, until all of said work shall be done and completed; 
‘hat is, the entire block of cells; and: be approved and received by the 


nspectors. And when so completed and received by the Inspectors, said _ 


essees shall receive a credit of twenty thousand dollars with the State, to 

be paid out of the rent as the same shall hereafter become due from said 

lessees to the State.” ; 
By a strict construction of the act, and the contract, the lessees could 


not perhaps claim to set off the work already done against tha rent now : 


due. But it is conceived that inasmuch as the lessees have in good faith 
gone on to execute the work, and as the work already done is at least 
equal in value tothe amount of rent due, it would be no more than just 
that thev should not be required to pay rent, at least until the expiration 
of the time limited for the completion of the work. The Inspectors 
would accordingly respectfully. suggest the passage of a resolution to that 
end. Shouid such a resolution be adopted, there will be no settlement to 
make with the lessees until the next session ot the General Assembly. 

In June, 1845, the lessees requested the Inspectors to permit the exteri- 
or eastern wall of*the prison to be removed 7¥ feet further east, or, at all 
events, to say that they would not interfere to prevent such extension. 

The inspectors could not, without a violation of law, grant such permis- 
sion. They were too well satisfied that an extension of the walls was not 
necessary, but believe that there is ample room within the walls. The 
Inspectors, at their first meeting after the adjournment of the last General 
Assembly, found that the prison had been used as a lumber-yard by the 
lessees, for which purpose there was not perhaps suffücient room. But as 
the Inspectors were of opinion that the prison was not designed for such 
purpose, they required the lumber not in use to he removed from the inte- 
riorof thé prison, and are satisfied that there is now ample room for 
all the legitimate purposes of the prison. 

The Inspectors regret being compelled to say, that sufficient efforts are 
not made to keep the prison yard or cells clean or dry. The old privy 
had long beena positive nuisance, but the lessees seemed unwilling to fill 
up the old and dig a new pit, unless the Inspectors would agree that the 
costshould be paid by the State. To this the Inspectors could not agree, 
as the entire benefit would accrue to the lessses, and the work could in no 
way beof advantage tothe State. The lessees, at length, driven by ne- 
cessity, constructed a pit at their own expense. The Inspectors have en- 
deavored to induce the lessees to keep the yard free from the refuse from 
the shops, and by repairing and protecting the windows of the cells, to keep 
them dry and clean. They have succeeded in effecting some change for 
the better, but the condition of the prison must ever depend upon the of. 
ficers who have itincharge. Jt would besupposed that interest would 
induce the lessees to pursue that course which would render the convicts 
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cleanly, orderly, submissive and willing laborers, rather than sickly, surly, 
filthy slaves. But so long as they are regerded as mere slaves, the only 
end looked to, gain from their labor, any effort to ameliorate their condi- 
tion on the part of the Inspectors, is too apt to be regarded as an improper 
interference, and bence they can do but little. l 

B. W. D. Moore, Physician to the Penitentiary up to May last, having 
gone with the volunteers uhder Gen. Kearney; the Inspectors are unable 
to give a satisfactory report of the health of prisoners up to that time. 

The annexec report of Dr. A. P. Dorriss, will show the condition of the 
prison since that time. During the year 1845, there were six deaths, and 
a gooddeal of sickness. ‘The most common diseases are scurvy, dysen- — 
tery, rheumatic and similar affections. The chief causes of disease, in the 
Opinion of physicians, are improper diet and damp'cells. It is believed that 
the physicians have been diligent in the discharge of their duties, but it is 
p not in their power to secure to the sick suitable diet, proper attention, or 

comfortable cells, ail of which are as necessary as medicine. 
The late board of Inspectors, under the provisions of the act of 28th 
February, 1843, had a large and commodious building erected by the less- 
ees, the upper room of which was designed for a hospital, and the lower 
for a dining room. After its completion, however, it was thought by the 
, . lessees to be not sufficiently secure for a hospital; and, as the then Inspec- 
i ters seemed to concur in this opinion. it was not used as a hospital, but as 
a lumber room and a work-shop. Finding it applied to this purpose, the 
present inspectors were not disposed to interfere without adequate reason. 
Asthe work had been completed and paid for, it was doubted whether the 
Iaspectors had the powerto make it secure. During the past summer, 
finding that the lessees had continued to neglect the repairs of the cells, 
aud that prisoners dangerously ill were exposed to the rain, which, beating 
through the windows, flooded the cells, and thoroughly wetted not only 
their bedding but even the sick persons themselves, the Inspectors felt it to 
be their duty to require the sick to be placed in the hospital. Although it 
might to some extent be insecure, it was thought better that the lessees 
should even be subjected to the expense of an additional guard, than the 
sick to such suffering. At the earnest solicitation of the lessees—the 
number of the sick not being very large—the Inspectors consented that 
they might, for the time, be placed in a room over the guard room, which 
was represented as secure, and in which the Inspectors were assured the 
sick should be properly attended. 

It is now known, that the lessees have entirely failed to comply with 
their promise, and that the sick-are still confined in cold, damp cells. As 
the most effectual means of remedying this evil, the Inspectors respectful — 
ly ask the attention of the General Assembly to this matter. They are 
of opinion that itis all important to the proper care of the sick, that the 
hospital be at once applied to the purpose for which it was erected. Ifne- 
cessary,it would be better that the Inspectors be authorized 1o have it made 
secure. This could be done at but little expense, it being only necessary 
to have bars placed across the windows. A guard should bealways kept 
in the room; and with a sufficient guard in the yard there coluld be no 
danger of an escape. To confine a sick person in a close, damp cell, and 
co mpel his fellow-prisoner, after a day's hard labor, to act as nurse during 
the night, ought not to be permitted. 

It is made the duty of the Inspectors to report the quality and quantity 
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of the food-and clothing furnished to the convicts. Now, that the prison 
is leased, it is difficult for the Inspectors to do this. There have been some ^ 
complaints of clothing, but it is believed that sufficient clothing, of plain, . 
strong materials, is generally furnished. The usual food is bread, Indian 
corn, bacon—occasionally fresh meat—rye coffee, with sugar or milk, 
once a day; and during the summer, vegetables twoor three times a week. 
There have been frequent complaints of the food given to the convicts, and 
the Inspectors regret that they have to say they were too often well found- 
ed. During the past summer, the Inspectors were led to investigate some 
of those complaints, and from the testimony: of the officers who give out 
the provisions, and who were called before the Inspectors, it appeared 
that, for some four or five weeks, all the meat given to the convicts had : 
been injured. 

From the nature of the business in which the lessees have fur the last 
two years extensively engaged—that of packing pork—they have frequent- 
ly on hand a large amount of taintedbacon. This they must give to the 
convicts or lose. The former course seems to be preferred. The Inspec- 
tors, immediately upon finding the sort of food given to the convicts, re- 
quired sound meat to be given them; and the lessees promised to comply 
with their orders. "The Inspectors are satisfied that the convicts are too 
much confined to salted meat, and have repeatedly urged upon the lessees 
the more frequent use of vegetables. It isnot doubted, if this could be 
brought about, there would be fewer cases of scurvy—the most common 
disease among the convicts. The convicts are usually men of most vig- 
orous constitutions, and it is believed that with proper care, there would 
scarcely ever be acase of sickness among them. 

By the 11th section of the act to lease the Penitentiary, the lessees are 
prohibited from inflicting corporal punishment upon the convicts, except 
by consent of the Inspectors. It is not clear what kind of punishment 
was intended to be prohibited by the act, asitis hard to conceive of any 
punishment which would not strictly be corporal punishment. It is pre- 


sumed, however, that the Legislature contemplated alone, punishment by _ 


whipping. With this view of the law, the Inspectors became satisfied 
immediately upon entering upon the discharge of the duties of their of- 
fice, that this law had long been disregarded by the lessees and officers of 
the prison. As it was doubted whether this would be regarded as a material 
violation of the contract, within the meaning of the act to lease the Peniten- 
tiary, and as experience had shown the difficulties of a proceeding under 
that act to have the lease declared void, and as this is the only means inthe . 
power of the Inspectors to enforce the law, they determined simply to call 
the attention of the lessees to the act—leave to them the responsibility of 
its violation—and report such cases as might come to their knowledge, to 
the General Assembly. ‘The Inspectors have called upon the lessees and 
overseer to state the names and number of those punished without the 
consent of the Inspectors, and find that no record is kept of the punish- 
ments inflicted. Itappears that no general rule has been adopted by the. 
lessees, but punishment is inflicted at the discretion of the lessees or chief 
werseer. The only mode of punishment adopted for the two last years has 
Jeen by stripes; witha leathern strap for lesser, with a cow.skin for such 
as are deemed of a higher grade of offences. It is out of the power of the 
Inspectors to state the names or number of those. punished. At one 
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time, on Sunday, about thirty were whipped with the leathern -strap for 
talking. i | 
In but one instance in the last two years has punishment been inflicted 
by permission of the Inspectors. In the summer of 1845, G. W. Green, 
a convict, struck the chief overseer, and one of the Inspectors being pres- 
ent, by his permission, Green received about twenty-five lashes with a cow- 
skin. In no other case has apphesntion been made to the Inspectors for 
permission to punish any prisoner—but the punishments inflicted have been —— 
Without their consent. : 
It is not in the power of ihe Inspectors to control, to any extent, the dis- 
cipline of the prison. This must depend upon the officers who have it in 
charge, and upon them alone. [t will be seen that comparatively but few 
escapes have been made within the last two years. Four have eseaped by 
scaling the walls. This is not to be attributed to any insufliciency in the 
height of the walls, but to the neglect of the officers, or to the want of 
guards—the escape in cach case having been effectedin the day time. 
Experience has shown that a wall cannot be builtso high but that it may 
be scaled by those who have time, opportunity, and a sufficient motive. 
A sufficient number of competent, trustworthy guards, is the best wall, and 
their expense far less than the loss of valuable prisoners, or the cost of re- 
taking them. Eight have escaped from the quarries at which they were 
working. The Inspectors are not inclined to attribute these escapes to 
any neglect of the guard, but believe that they will inevitably occur so 
long as the convicts are permitted to be taken out of the walls and to a 
distance from the prison, The right so to employ the convicts is claimed 
by the lessees, under the act to lease the Penitentiary; and as a difference 
of opinion exists as to the true meaning of that act, the Inspectors would 
respectfully suggest to the General Assembly the necessity of rendering 
its intention so clear that all diiliculty be for the future removed. — — 

By the 4th section, it is provided that the lessees “shall have the same 
control and authority over the Penitentiary, ashas heretofore been pos- 
sessed by law by the warden thereof, except the power of working the convicts 
outside of the wall, unlessit be for the obtaining of materials to erect 
buildings within the walls, or in making and erecting any building or im- 
provement connected with the Penitentiary on the Penitentiary grounds, 
or to be used in carrying on the Penitentiary.” 

The 12th section declares: “The convicts shall at all times be kept nnd - 
worked within the walls, and the keepers shall not, at any time, permit 
any convict to goorbe outside the walls, undereny pretext whatsoever, 
with this exception—that if said keepers shall be engaged in makikg or ` 
erecting any buildiug or improvement connected with the Penitentiary, or 
to be used in carrying it on, they may take a portion of the convicts out- 
side of the walls, io assist in erecting such buildings, provided they be on 
the Penitentiary grounds, but for no other purpose., 

. The lessees insist that, if engaged in the erection of any building within 
the Penitentiary or on the Penitentiary grounds, they have the right to 
take the convicts outside the walls, and beyond the Penitentiary grounds, 
for procuring materials to agsist in the erection of such building. On the 
other hand, it is said, that this construction cannot be correct, as it would 
authorize the lessees to take the convicts even to St. Louis, or to the Iron 
mines, to procure the irou used about the building; 4nd such could never 
have been the intention of the Legislature. The 12th section seems clear- 
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ly to confine the permission, only, to the taking the convicts outside the 
walls to assist in the erection of buildings on the Penitentiary grounds, so 
that they may keep in those limits. It would be better for the State and 
for the lessees that all doubt on this subject should be removed. 

The Rev. W. H. Lewis continued to act as chaplain until September 
last, when the Rev. S. C. Hedges was appointed, the Rev. Mr. Lewis be- 
ing about to leave the county. The Generel Assembly is respectfully re- 
ferred to their reports, hereto annexed, from which will be seen the means 
adopted for, and the hope of the reformation of the convicts. In the 
words of an intelligent convict—“it is hard for an honest man to asso- 
ciate with thieves and felons and not become polluted.” The only hope 
of reforming the hardened convict is in prudent, firm, yet kind treatment 
and religious instruction. 

The lessees are prohibited by law from working the convicts on the 
Sabbath—complaints having been made to the Inspectors of the violation 
of this law, enquiry was made, and it was found that they are compelled 
on every Sunday to repair the steam engine and clean out the boilers. This 
requires four or five hours labor. On two or three other occasions, they 
have been engaged in work, the early completion of which was desired.. 
The Inspectors did not conceive that they had sufficient power to prevent 
this violation of law. 

The lessees are required by their lease to manufacture principally the 
staples of the country—particularly hemp and tobacco. As yet, they 
have not engaged in the manufacture of tobacco. Their chief business 
for the last two years has been the packing of pork—the manufacture of 
hemp—barrels and waggons. l 

The annexed table will shew the number and names of convicts now in 
the Penitentiary—the number employed in the several branches of busi- 
ness, &c. mE 

With few exceptions, the pardons were granted upon the recommenda- 


tion of the Inspectors. A much larger portion of them being merely to ~ 


remove the disabilities imposed by law, and asa stimulusto further refor- 
mation. 

Only one female is confined in the prison; she is a rnulatto. 

Of 150 convicts confined in the prison at the last general examination, 
had by the Inspectors, 68 had used very little ardent Spirits, 54 never used 
itat all, and only 28 had ever used it to excess. 

On the llth day of November, of this present year, Messrs. Blaine & 
Tompkins, partners and joint lessees of the Penitentiary, having an inter- 
est of five-eights in the lease, informed the Inspectors that they had taken 
into partnership, Mr. Robert D. McKee, and desired that he might be per- 
mitted to take out of their share, somuch as would give him an interest 
of one tenth in the whole lease. The Inspectors being personally ac- 
quainted with Mr. McKee, and perceiving no .valid objection to this ar- 
rangement, gave their consent accordingly. The business of the lessees is 
now conducted under the name of Price, McKee & Co.

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Since makiug the foregoing report, the lessees of the Penitentiary have 
asked the Inspectors to permit doors to be cut between three of the cellsin 
the old block, so that they may be used as a temporary hospital. The In. 
spectors having referred the whole matter to the General Assembly, and 
its session being at hand, declined considering this proposition, and would 
now again respectfully ask the carly attention of the General Assembly to 


this subject.

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AGREEMENT between the Inspectors of the Penitentiary, and Brown 
Price & Co., for building a Block of Cells. 


This agreement, made this 24th June, A. D. 1845, between Brown: 
Price & Co.,as Lessees of the Penitentiary of the State of Missouri, of 
the one part, and William Monroe, Peter G. Glover, and Benjamin F. 
Stringfellow, as Inspectors of the Penitentiary, on the part of the State 
of Missouri, and under and by virtue of the authority in them vested by 
an act entitled “An act to authorize improvements in the Penitentiary,” 
Approved, Feb. 28th, 1542, of the other part, witnesseth: That the said 
Lessees, for the consideration hereinafter mentioned, bind themselves to 
erect within the walls of said Penitentiary, at such place as shall be selee- 
ted by said Inspectors, between the large gate in the western wall and 
the southern well, a block of cells, of the following description, viz: Said 
block to contain two rows of cells, with twenty cells in each row, in each 
story—to be three stories high, so as to contain in all one hundred and 
twenty cells, to be of the following dimensions: Seven and a half feet long 
and four and a half feet wide inthe clear, with a partition wall between 
said two rows of cells, running the whole length of the building, and as 
high as said bl ock or cells, to be built of good hard brick above’the foun- 
dation. The outer and middle walls of said cells to be eighteen inches 
thick. Between each cell, lengthwise, there is tobe a partition wall of 
brick above the foundation, thirteen inches thick; the aforesaid cells to 
have brick arches sprung over them of the very best of brick, and the 
. arches to be thirteen inches thick at the top. The foundation of all the 
walls to be of stone; the thickness of the foundation of the exterior and 
middle walls to be two and a half feet, let three feet into the ground at the 
lowest part thereof; the foundation of the partition walls to be two feet 
thick and let two feet into the ground at the lowest part thereof, as afore- 
said; the foundation of all the walls upon which brick walls are to be 
erected, to be raised to a common level before commencing the brick work 
thereon. The exterior and middle walls of said block of cells to be of 
` good, hard, well burned bricks above the foundation, and to be eighteen 
inches thick, as aforesaid, from the stone work to the top of the walls res- 
pectively. The partition walls to be thirteen inches thick. There is to 
be a door in each cell; around said doors there shall be stone jams, caps 
and sills; the jams to be five feet high, the stone to be eighteen inches 
wide and tw: ive inches thick; the capsand sills to be eighteen inches 
wide, one fout thick and proper length; the outside edges and half of the 
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faces of the jams, caps and sills to be dressed true and suitable for hanging, 
opening and shutting the doors; the sleepers of the floors for cells to be 
ten inches wide, of proportionable thickness, ata distance of two feet 
from centre to centre. Floors of cells to be well laid of sea- 
soned oak plank, two inches thick. The doors of the cells to open out- 
ward and fronting a wall that is to inclose said block of cells,.to be here- 
inafter more particularly described; the doors to said cells are to be five 
feet by two feet in the clear, with shutters of bar iron; bars to be one and 
ahalf inches wide, and half an inch thick, and to cross each other soas to 
leave an open space between the bars, of two inches square, to be well 
rivited together. The shutters to be hung with strong wrought iron hin- 
ges, to extend atleast fifteen inches across the’ door, and to be securely 
riveted thereto. Each door to be fastened with a strong lock or other 
secure fastening, to be approved by the Inspectors. Each cell to be plas- 
tered with a coat and skim. "The roof to be constructed of materials of 
thesame kind. Timbers to be of the same size and quality for those used 
. in the block of cells last built, varying however in length, width and 
thickness, as may be necessary in consequence of the increased width of 
theroof of the aforesaid block of cells, now to be erected. "The sheet- 
ing of the roof to be of well seasoned pine plank, not less than three- 
fourths of an inch thick, well tongued and: grooved. The roof to be of 
the same pitch of that on the cells last erected, to be covered in the same 
manner with lead. and and tin of the best quality. Around the said block 
of cells the Lessees aforesaid bind themselves to builda stone wall; the 
foundation of said wall to be three and a half feet thick, and, be let in the 
ground three feet below the lowest part of thesurface of the. ground, and 
the foundation to be three and a half feet thick, to the top of the highest 
part of the ground, then two and a haif feet thick to the square of the 
cells. Twelve feet from the ground, windows are to be inserted of the. 
following size: Every fifteenfeet around said wall; the windows to be ten 
feet high and four feet wide, or large enough to contain forty lights of 
glass, ten by twelve inches; the windows to be grated with oneand a half 
inch round iron withatleast three cross bars of four inch iron to each 
window, with good caps and sills. The space between the outer walls 
and the cell walls, to be ten feet in the clear and paved with good, hard, 
well burned brick. . Fhe roof of said cells to extend over on the outer 
walls that enclose said block of cells. The outer walls to have good eve 
stone to receive the roof, with necessary parapet walls and a sufficient num- 
ber of tin gutters of the best quality of tin and workmanship to convey 
the water from the roof ofsaid building. There shall be a door in the 
west end of said outer wall of said block of cells, four feet wide, and 
seven feet high, made of iron bars; the iron to be oneanda half inches 
wide, with as many cross bars as may be considered necessary by the In- 
spectors or superintendant; as also the size of the cross bars, also a strong, 
substantial wooden shutter to shut over the iron door when necessary; ` 
also suitahle cap and sill to the aforesaid door, and secured by a good 
strong lock, suitable and calculated for prison doors. ‘There shall be two 
flights of stair steps, starting at some point within the space between the 
outer wall inclosing the block of cells and cell walls, soas to reach the 
gallaries in front of the second and third tiersof cells. The aforesaid 
gallaries to be built and finished in the same manner as in the block of ` 
cells last built; the cast iron arms that the floors of the gallaries rest upon, 
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to reach through the wail, and if it should be necessary to leave more than 
two flights of stairs, the lessees bind themselves to build whatever is ne- 
cessary to make the job good andsubstantial; and so with the job through- 
out. There shall be joists on the cell walls reaching across on .the outer 
wall of stone at the square of the building, at such distance apart as will 
be convenient to laih to; all of which to be lathed-and plastered with two. 
coats and skim. The work about this building is all to be done of the 
very best mateiials and in workmanlike manner: no salmon brick to be 
used; all to be hard inside and out; the stone to be of suitable size to make 
a strong wail, and the timbers, iron, and, in fact, materials of every descrip- 
tion, to be such as arc suitable and right for prison buildings. 

The building to be completed in three years from this, for. the price and 
sum of twenty thousand dollars. The Lessees to furnish every thing in 
relation to the building, (materials of all kinds.) The building to be erec- 
ted under the direction of a superintendant, to be by the directors here- 
after appointed. The superintendant shall always have free ingress to 
and egrees from said Penitentiary, and access to said work; and it is fur- 
ther agreed that if said Lessees at any time refuse or fail to do any part of 
said work, or to use any materisls therefor in accordance with this con- 
tract, in the opinion o£ said superinténdant, it shall be right, and the duty 
of said superintendant to siop the execution of said work, and make report 
thereof to the inspectors; if said Lessees fail or refuse to do said work, or- 
furnish materials as required by the Inspectors;-said Inspectors shall have 
full power to disonnul this contract and prevent the further execution of 
any part of said work by said Lessees. And said Lessees shall not be enti- 
tled to claim any compensation under this contract for any work which 
may have beén done at tne time of disannulling this contract; nor shall 
said Lessees be entitled to claim any thing for any work done by them un- 
der this contract, until all of said work shall be done and completed; that 
is, the entire block of cells, and be approved and received by the Inspec- 
tors; and when completed and received as aforesaid, -the said Lessees 
shall receive a credit of twenty thousand dollars with the State, to be 
paid out of therent,as the same shallhereafter become due from said 
Lesseesto the State. The large windows iu the outer walls to-have caps 
and sills of stone suitable and of sufficient size to receive the grating iron 
bars to be let into the caps and sills three and a halfinches, and to be four 
inches apart. The cross bars to be letinto large rock on the jams four in- 
ches. "The Lessees bind themselves to put as many stoves as will be ne- 
cessary to warm the entire block of cells, the Inspectors to be the judges 
`- of the number of stoves necessary. And they further bind themselves to 
preserve the building and be accountable for the block of cells in the same 
manner, to the same extent as they are in the original contract for the oth- 
er two biocks of cells. There shall be a flue from each cell, running to 
the top of the wall of the cells; the manner of building, size, &c. shall 
be left entirely with the superintendant. The Lessees also bind them- 


selves to furnish the necessary number of large lamps, to light properly E 


the space between the outer walls and the cell walls. Every thing provi- 
ded in this contractto be done by the Lessees, to— be executed without 
other charge thau the twenty thousand dollars herein specified, or in other 
words, the twenty thousand dollars to pay for the completion of all the 
work and materials aboutssaid block of cells. In testimony where-

Their deportment, during religious service, was always good, and 
they are in the habit of paying strict attention to preaching, Several 
have made a profession of the Christian Religion, and I have confidence 
in their piety. 
I believe the means employed for their improvement, exert a salutary 
influence, and are productive of good. .

REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


Jerrerson Crry, Nov. 10th, 1816. 

GENTLEMEN: : 

Your communication of this date, making inquiries of me relative 
to the health of the Penitentiary, has just been received. In reply, T have 
to stato, that F was appointed hy Moses, Brown, Price & Co, Physician to 
the Prison, on the 22nd of May. ISH; and, thot since that time, no death 
has occurred among the convicts. The general health of the prisoners 
has been good. Durinethe summer months, the average number on the 
sick list. each day, was about twelve. The diseases to which the convicts 
have heen most liabie, since I have heen the attending physici n, have 
been the intermitting an: remitting fevers. T have not heen able to dis- 
cover any local cause for the prevale»c^ of sickness ofa fi brile character. 

There have heen several cases of acute and chronic rheumatism, which 

T thnk, in some instances, were produced by want of warm clothi-@ on 
the approach of cold weather. Many of the cenvie's who have been in the 
habit of wearing warm apporrel previous to their confinement, are uni- 
formlv on the sick list. when anv saddes change takes place in the weath- 
er. Jn allsuch cases, I have recommended the wearing of fFinnel. 

Duri-g the summer months, the scurvy, diarrhoea and dvcentary. prevail 
to some extent among the prisoners. The scurvy was doubtlessly attribü-- 
table to the free use of salted meat, which, when long continued, almost 
invariably produces this di:sesse. 

I think the diarrhoea and dysentary have been produced, in most cases, 
by improper diet—such food as disngrees with the patient's stomach and 
bowels. at that particulartimo. Ìt is proper to state, that in all such cases 
I have recommended the necessary change of diet. 

Having briefly answered the enquiries von meke “J have thoucht it un- 
necessary to make any suggestions, as they may be readily drawn from 

‘the above statements and opinions.

To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri : 


The undersigned, a joint committee, appointed by his Excellency, the 
Governor of the State, to examine into the general state and condition 
of the Bank of the State of Missouri and its branches, resyectfully sub- 
mit the following

In conformity w'`th the suggestions of the Governor, the committee met 
at Saint Louis on the fifth day of October, and entered upon the discharge 
of theduties imposed upon them by the forty-third section of the act char- 
tering said Dank. E | 

The committee first proceeded to count the money on har.d, and to com- 
pare it carefully with a statement furnished by the Casher, setting out the 
general condition of the Bank on the 8th day of October, all of which 
they found to be coreect; the cash on hand agreeing with the statement 
furnished, which is hereunto annexed and madea part of this report, 

The expense account was examined for the two list years, and the prop- 
er vouchers furnished for the several items therein charged, which is also 
annexed and madea part of this report. . 

A careful examination of the minutes of the Board of Directors was 
made, and such exiracts required to be furnished, as, ia t^e opinion of the 
committee, were of sufficient interest and importance to be taid before the 
Legislature; all of which will appear in the answers made by the Presi- 
dent aad directors of ihe Bank 10 a series of isterrog tories propounded 
by the committee, tou: hing the general state and cond.tion of the Bank, 
its management, profits, &c., &c., &c. l

By reference to exhibits B, C, D, furnished by the mother Bank, it 
will be seen that three dividends have been declared since the adjourn- 
ment of the last Legislature, to wit: 

For six months ending 30th June, 1845, three per cent. (including one 


half of one per cent. as bonus to the State) after placing one per cent. to 


the credit of contingent fund. - . 

For six months ending 31st December, 1845, four per cent., after placing 
to the credit of contingent fund one per cent. 

For six months ending 30th June; 1546, three aud one half per cent. 
after crediting contingent fund with one per cent. 

These dividends shew the Bank to be in a healthy condition, and it can 
scarcely be doubted, that if prudent councils prevail handsome profits 
will continue to be made. Neither the mother Bank nor any of its bran- 
ches have, for the last two years, dealt in any kind of money other than 
gold and silver, and their own paper, and it 1s to be hoped that such will 
continue to be the policy of the Dank and its branches.

It will be observed that the profits at Fayette and at Lexington are 
somewhat greater than the profits made by the other-branches. One 
cause of this, is the fact, if the committee have been rightly informed, 
that these two branches have been furnished with a greater amount of 
circulation than the others; and another circumstance in their favor is, the 
advantage they possess in location. Itseems however to the commi:tee, 
that the location of the branch at Palmyra is as favorable as either the 
one at Fayette, or the one at Lexington, and the committee have not been 
able to see why this branch should not have as much circulation as either 
one of the others. "n | | 

It wil also be observed, that the profits made by the branches, those 
of the Branch at Jackson are the smallest. This, in the opinion 

aof the committee, does not arise from any mismanagement or extrava- 
gance on the part of the officers of that branch, but more from its loca- 
tion and the want of commercial advantages, enjoyed by some of the 
other Branches. For, the committee feel it their duty to say, in justice 
to the officers of that Branch, that there is a degree of simplicity and 
economy observed in its administration, rarely to be found in the man- 
agement of such institutions. ]

“The following case is submitted to me for my opinion, as to whether it 
constitutes a contract binding the Dank: ‘ 


> 


It appears from the minutes of the Board of Directors, that on the 5th 
of January, Henry J. Clark was duly elected to serve as one of the Tel- 
lers of the Bank for one year, and untii his successor should be duly elect- 
ed and qualified. It was also ordered that the salaries of the several offi- 
cers, remain as at present (then) fixed." 

In pursuance of the election, Clark executed his bond, with two securi- 
ties, in the penal sum of $10,000, for the faithful discharge of the duties of 
said clerkship, for one year, from the 7th January, 1845, and until his suc- 
cessor should be duly chosen. Clark'ssalary was fixed on 6th|July, '43, at 


$1,400, and has remained unchanged from that time until the said 7th 
January, 1845, 


The question is, whether, on the above state of facts, the Bank is bound 
to pay Clark the above sum” of $1,400, on his performing his duties as 
Teller faithfully for one year? I think the Bank is bound. The 16th sec- 
tion of the Charter authorizing the employment of such clerks, &c. as 
shall be necessary for the transaction of the business of the Bank, and —— 
since the decision of the majority of the Supreme court, (Tompkins. 
Judge, dissenting,) in the case of D. Marks vs. the Bank of the State of 
Missouri, page 316, of 8 vol. of Mo. Rep.) Ithink that, although the 
contract in this case is not signed by the President and countersigned and 
- attested by the Cashier, asis required in certain cases by the 28th section 
of the Charter, yet it is still obligatory upon the Bank. For, in this case, 
the majority of the Court did not consider the contract that Marks attemp- . 
ted to set up against the Dank, at all affected by the circumstance that it - 
was not signed by the President and countersigned by the Cashier.

“The following opinion of the Bank Attorney, relative to the question 
submitted to him on the 7th inst., was laid before the Board: 


“To the President and Directors of the Bank of the State of Missouri, at St. | 


Louis: 


“Gentiemen: The Cashier has submitted to me the following questions, 
for my written opinion: 


“Ist. Can the Board of Directors, under the Charter of the Bank, dele- 
gate to a less number than (5) that specified under the 23d section, the 
power to transact business either in discounting notes or bills of exchange. 

“2nd. In the 26th rule of the By-Laws authorizing the Board of Direc- 
to elect two of their body, who, with the President, (any two constituting 
a quorum,) have power to pass upon bilis of exchange, offered for discount 
in accordance with the powers granted under the Charter. 


“By the Ist. section of the Charter, the holders of the capital stock are 
empowered “to ordain, establish, and put in execution such by-laws, ordi- 
nances, and regulations, as shall seem necessary and convenient for the 
government and management of said Bank." The same section proceds 


UM MUT 
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to enact that “the said Bank shall be governed by a President and twelve 
Directors.” Thus, the above named power of establishing, and putting in 
execution such by laws as may be necessary and convenient forthe govern- 
ment of the Bank, would seem already to be vested in the President and 
Directors. Indeed, this isthe only section of the Chartér~that vests the 
general control of the business and operations of the Bank in the Presi- 
dent and Directors. Ona careful examination of the Charter and its 
amendments, I have not been able to find any provision prohibiting the 
President and Directors to delegate to a less number than five, the power 
to transact business, in either discounting notes or bills of exchange, nor, 
indeed, any provision, vesting the particular power, in so many words, in 


. the Board cf Directors. Still, I deem it unquestionable, that this power 


isembraecd in the comprehensive provision of the first section—‘and 

generally to do aud execute all acis, matters and things, which a corpora- 

tion may lawfully execute.” Nor do I find that the delegating the power 

above referred to, to a less number than five, is repugnant ‘to the consti- 

tution and laws of the United States, orof this State." I think, there- 
fore, that the power, so to delegate, exists by the Charter, in the President 

and Directors. And the first section, as we have already seen, expressly 

gives the power to delegate, and to exercise the delegated authority, by 
by-laws, if the Board shall deem it necessary and convenient. It seems, 
therefore, to me, to follow, as a necessary consequence, that the said 26th 
rule of the By-Laws, is also in accordance with the powers granted under 
the Charter. Tor the fact, that the Board have enacted the By-Law, is 

the best, and highest evidence, that it “seemed to them necessary and con- 
venient for the government of the Bank;” and this seems to be the rule of 
enactment provided by the Charter, qualified only by the limitation of not 
being contrary to the constitution and laws of tte United States, or, of. 
this State. 

«I therefore, answer both questions, copied above, affirmatively. 

It seems to me, that any other construction, would well-nigh stop the 
operations of the Bank. For, then, there would be scarcely any thing, in, 
the most ordinary routine of the daily business of the corporation, that 
could be legaily done, without the actually calling togcther the quorum of 
the Board, in order to procure its sanction. And it seems to me, that no 
man can read the first section of the Charter, without being satisfied that 
the Legislature meant to confer on the corporation, such general powers, 
to be executed and carried cut-in such manner, and by such agencies, as 
should most perfectly answer theend of conducting the business of the 
Bank successfully and harmoniously. .

Gentlemen: —Under the instructions of the Board of Directors of 
the Branch of the Bank of the State of Missouri, located at Jackson, Mo., 
permit me to submit the following answers, to the foregoing iaterrogato- 
. ries: | 

First. With respect to the probable loss on our suspended list. We 
caunot, of course, speak with certainty, but from the best information, at 
present, our loss upon the suspended debt cannot exceed from one to two 
hundred dollars. As to the second branch of the interrogatory, no part 
of our suspended debt has-been charged to “Profit and Loss." 

Secondly. But twooflicersare employed by the Bank; a Cashier and 
Clerk; noservants. The salary of the President, is three hundred dollars;

To Messers. Extison, Jacxsox, and Ray, Bank Examining Committee: 


Gentlemen :—In reply to vour several interragatories, propounded’ un- 
der date of 27th ultimo, touching the condition and general management of 
this branch, the following replies are respectfully submitted: _ 

1. From the best information which can be obtained in referrence to the 
suspended debt, it is believed that the whole amount is collectable; and that 
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there will be no loss whatever upon thatitem of our resources. .In June, 
last, under an order of the Board, the sim of $1,070 00, then suspended, 
was charged, as lost debt, to profit and loss—which ‘covered thé whole 
amount of debts due the Bank which have been lost through its entire 
business up to that and the present time. 

2. The only real estate held. by this branch, in addition to the banking 
house and lot, is one hundred and sixty acres of land, purchased at $750, 
for the purpose of better securing a debt due it. The policy of the Board 
has been, to hold no real estate, except in cases requiring its acquisition 
in order to prevent the loss of debts, 

3. The net semi annual profits of this branch, since the first July, 1844, | 
is as follows, viz: | l i 

For the half-year ending December 31st, 1844, . 7 per cent. 


For the half-year ending June 30th, 1245, 6i per cent.

The Board intrust all collections of the 
Bank to their attorney, (W. A. Pall) whose pay depends upon the amount 
of collections made by him, and have regulated his commission as follows, - 
viz: For all collections within the counties of Boone, Howard, Randolph, 
Chariton, Cooper, and Saline, three per cent.; for collections out of the 
above counties, five per cent. ,

Legislature, requiring a reduction of the salaries of Bank officers. 


Wepnespay, March 12, 1846. 


Doct. Lowry offered the following preamble and resolution, viz: 

“Whereas, the Legislature, now in session, passed resolutions of instruc- 
tions to diminish the compensation of the Cashier and other officers of the 
bank, approved 27th February ult., anu now deposited in the archiyes of 
this Branch,—and whereas the Board of Directors has been officially advis- 
ed of this fact, by James L. Minor, Secretary of State—and whereas, the 
said resolutions of instructions repeals the 16th section of the bank char- 
ter, so far as that section gives power to the President and Directors to reg- 
ulate the pay of officers,” 

e Therefore, Resolved by the Board of Directors, that, from and after the 
reception of the said resolutions of instructions, that the compensation of 
the Cashier of this Branch be reduced to $800 per annum, and that the 
compensation of the presiding officer, and Clerk, each be reduced to $50: 
per annum as mentioned in the said resolutions of instructions." 

The preamble and resolution were considered out of order by the Board 
but at the request of Dr. Lowry, f»r the purpose of defining his position 
on this question, were ordered to be entered on the minute book.

Dr. Scott offered the following resoiution: : 

Resolved, that a committee of three be appointed by the President with in-

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why this Board-have deemed it-inexpedient to carry out the resolution of 
instructions of the last: Legislature, and that the said committee report the 
following reduction in the salaries of its officers: The saiary of the Pres- 
ident to be fixed at $100. The Cashier at $1,200, and the Clerk at $800 
ayear. (Messrs. Scott, Hall, and Birch committee.) i 

Mr. Hall moved a division of the resolution—Dr. Scott called for the 
yeas and nays, which were—Yeas--Messrs. Birch, Hall, Morrison, Jack- 
son and Lowry—5. Nays—Messrs. Scott and Jeter—2. The vote was 
now taken on the first clause of the resolution, which was adopted. Yeas

‘Dr. Scott, chairman of the committee appointed -at the last regular 
meeting of the Board, submitted the following report, which, on motion 
. of Mr. Morrison, was adopted—all the members of the Board present; 
Dr. Lowry only dissenting: 

REPORT. 

The committee to whom was referred the consileration of the instruc- 
.. tons to the Directors on the part of the State, of the Branch Bank at 
Fayette, to reduce thesalaries of its officers—set out the following rea- 
sons-for not complying with said instructions: The intention of the Le- 
gislature was evidently to curtail the expenses of the Bank, so thata large 
profit should be realized by the State. The opinion of this committee is that 
the profits of the bank are dspendent, to a much greater degree, on the 
capacity and efficiency of its officers, thin upon the diminution of its ex- 
penses to the extent proposed by the instructions. That the services ot 
competent officers can only be secured by a fair aud liberal compensation, 
and that to hazard the loss of those we now have, by a reduction to the 
extent proposed by the instructions, of their salaries, though a liberal 
compliance with the instructions, would beadverse tothe object they 
were intended to effect. A thorough knowledge of the business of the 
- Bank, a devotion to its interest and success, a general acquaintance with 
the circumstances and character of those doing business with it, a famil- 
iarity with the signatures of individuals, a facility in detecting base money 
and forgeries; all these go to make the qualifications of a good bank 
officer. These, our present officers eminently possess, and it would not 
be possible to replace them, with officers in any way well qualified. With 
new oflicers, experience would be acquired at the expense of the Bank, 

and its loss would be far greater than any profit which would accrue from 
". 8 diminished compensation. | 

The Board moreover, feel perfectly satisfied that the business which has 
been carried on by this Bank for the past six months, cannot be attended to 
. by inexperienced officers, and that the effect of a change in the officers, 
would bea necessity to create additional officers, thereby increasing the ex- 
penses to about the extent proposed by the instructions. The dividend 
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made by this Branch for the last six months, (comprising the time which — 
the present Directors have controlled the institution). on the capital inves- 
ted at this point, has been over 6 per cent.; at the same time that the cap- 

ital of the State invested in this branch is yielding about 13 per cent. per 

annum to the State—the Branch, it is also believed. is sufficiently carrying 

out the objects of its creation, by extending facilities to business. These 

effects, this Board attribute ina great measure to the ability, zeal, and ac- 

tivity of their salaried officers. They believe that without the co-opera- 

tion of these officers, neither the stockholders nor the community would 

have derived the same advantage from this Branch. 

This Board cannot believe that the Legislature, in view of these effects, 
would be disposed to strike at the source from which these advantagesflow, 
and discourage zealous and faithful servants, at the time when their effi- 
ciency is greatest, by diminishing their compensation, and hazard the loss 
of officers who have proved themselves so faithful. This Board are of the 


opinion that these considerations were not fully contemplated by the Le- 


gislature, they belive that, as faitful directors, aiming to carry out the spir- 
it, rather than the letter of the instructions, their duty prescribes that the 
compensation of the officers should not be reduced to the rates fixed by 
the resolutions.

Mr. Birch, from the same committee, offered the following minority re- 
port, which was ordered to be spread upon the minute book: 


~ REPORT. . 


The undersigned was appointed a member of a committee, to report 
to the Board, on the subject of the resolutions of the last General As- ` 
sembly, in relation to the salaries of the officers of the bank. The reso- 
lutions of the Legislature are addressed to the State Directors, and the 
undersigned being a director on the part of the private stockholders, had 
some doubt of the propriety of serving, but come to the conclusion that - 
harmonious action was desirable, and therefore, entered upon the discharge 
of the duty assigned. On the second day of the present month, a major- 
ity of the committee reported, but the report was not sustained. Subse- 
quently, anothez committee was appointed, with instructions to report 
the reasons of the Board, for refusing to comply with the instructions of 
the Legisiature in relation to salaries. The undersigned was again ap- 
pointed; and objections to serving, in connexion with the subject address- - 
ed to the State Directors, are again waived, for the reasons heretofore sta- 
ted. Itis impossible for a committee, or any member thereof, to state the 
reasons which influence any body of men, in their action. In the present 
case it cannot be done, without stating circumstances which the records of 
the Branch will not sustain; and therefore, such statements would be vio- 
lative of free and confidcitial intercourse at the “board, and consequently, 
improper. 

What follows therefore, will not be my conception of the reasons which 
influenced the Board in disobeying the instructions, but. my own opinions, 
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without reference to those of others; and the concurrence of any portion 
of the Board, can only be inferred upon the principle that different gentle- 
men frequently arrive at the same conclusion, from an investigation of the 
same facts and circumstances. 

The State is a large share-holder in the Bank. "The people constitute 
the State.. The members of the Legislature are the representatives of the 
people;and upon questions of government, in connexion with other depart- 
ments, the concentrated power ofthe State. By the charter of the Bank, 
the General Assembly, every two years, elect the directors on the part of 
the State, and upon a superficial view of the question, the State directors 
would seem to be an emanation from the people, bound to obey their will, 
as expressed by the Legislative, and Executive departments. But ‘he 
charter of the Bank is a contract betweeu the State and individuals; and 
there being no provision for amendment, without the consent of all the con- 
tracting parties, it follows that the State Directors are bound by the char- 
. ter, which they are sworn to support, and notthe Assembly, The charter 
makes it the duty of the directors to employ certain officers, and pay them . 
a fair compensation; and to obey ‘he Legislature, in a rate of salaries either 
higher or lower than was deemed reasonable, would be a violation of oath. 
The Legislature, therefore, has nothing to do with the question; and the 
refusal of the Board to obey their instructions, may be referred to an indis- 
position to sacrifice conscience and judgment, to the counter opinion of 
eighty, or one hundred gentlemen, acting in a highly responsible but differ- 
ent capacity. 

Upon the general question of salary, my opinion has been long since 
formed, and will probably undergo no material change. It is the interest of 
the people to fill the public stations of the country with responsible, honest, 
and competent men. The services of such can only be secured by the 
payment of salaries equivalent to the results of individual enterprise. In 
our Board, the Cashier receives a salary of fourteen bundred dollars per 
annum, and the Clerk eight hundred and fifty dollars. They are under 
bonds of near one hundred thousand dollars, and perform all the labor of 
the institution, in and out of doors; without extra compensation for travel 
when ordered by the Board. These salaries are not too high. Two men of 
sufficient responsibility to remain: continually under heavy bonds, and of 
sufficient capacity and industry to keep up an active business of near half 
a million of dollars, could probably earn a much larger sum in private busi- 
ness; and wliether or not, the opinion is confidently entertained that compe- 
tent and faithful men cannot be procured for smaller sums. But in this . 
. matter I represent the private stockholders alone. tis their interest to. 
haye their property uuder the control of officers of the first order of indus- 
try and talent, and to such they are abundantly willing to pay fair salaries. 
Lam, therefore, opposed to any reduction, and shall centinue of the same 
opinion, so long as the busiuess of the Branch is conducted on the principles 
of activity and energy, which now govern the Board.

There has been no portion ef the 
suspended debt account charged to account of profit and loss. 
Jnd. The Bank ownsno real estate but the banking house, and lot 
on which it stands. 
ord. To tiis interegatory, I refer you to the Cashier's statement, marked 
A. (4) 
4th. This Dank has discounted no note by a less number than five; we 
have, howcver, purchased bills of exchange by en Exchange Committee of 
a less number. Our med for doing so, we found in the action of the 
mother Bank; the by-laws of which authorize the President to appoint an 
Exchange Committee from the Board of Directors, monthly, and of a less 
number than five; whose duty it was to pass T bills offered between the 
regular meetings of the Board, and to report to the Board all bills so passed 
by them. Our further authority for so doing, is the first section of the Bank 
Charter, which authorizes the Board of Directors to “establish and put in 
execution, such by laws, ordinances and regulations, as shall-seem necessary 
and convenient for ithe government and management of said Bank.” We 
also consulted our Bank Attorney, Henderson Young, Esq., whose written

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. opinion coincided fully with our own, and which I beg leave to enclose, 
as a further answer to your interrogatory. 

oth. I refer you to Cashier's statement, marked B, (4) 

6th. The largest amount at any one time invested in bills of exchange, 
was one hundred und four thousand, two hundred and thirty-nine dol- 
lars, and thirty-three cents. For further particulars, I refer you to Cash- 

. ier’s statement, marked C (4) 

7th.- A Cashier, one Clerk, and a Bank Attorney, are all the officers in 
this Bank, except the President and Directors. At the commencement 
of the operations of;this Bank, the Cashieir was paid oue tbousand dollars, 
the Clerk eight hundred dollars, and the President four hundred dollars 
perannum. The Bink sttorney is paid fitty dollars per annum for advice 
and wr'tten opinions when required, and three per cent. on all collections 
made in this judicial circuit, aud five per cent. out. :On the I8th day of 
February, 1816, F. Y: Ewing, then Clerk of this Bank, resigned his office, 
and F. P. Gaines wasappointed in his place, at which time the Clerk's 
salary was reduced to six hund-ed doilirs per annum. On the first day of ` 
May, 1346, the salary of the Cashier was raised to twelve hundred dollars, 
the Clerk’s to eight hundred dotlars, ‘and the Presideut’s to five hundred 
dollars per annum; at which they remain at this time. We have no ser- 
vants in this Bank; the above officers being required to perform all the 
duties and labor of its management. 

Sth. The Board of Directors of this Branca have taken no action upon 
the resolutions referred to. In fixing the compensation of its officers, we 
were governed by the sixteenth and twenty-sezond sections of the Bank 
Charter, which authorizes the payment of a reasonable compensation for 
their services. 

9th. The Directors of this Branch have had no preference in the dis- 
counting of notes, or purchase of bills of exchange, over the dealers with 
the Bank. The Directors have often spoken informally of the hardship 

of having to serve without compensation, but no proposition, appears upon 
the minute book, to allow themany, or to give them, or any one of them, 
any preference over any other person dealing with the Bank, nor have 

they hadany. All of which is most respectfully submitted.

To the President and Directors of the Branch Bank, at Lexington: he 


The question submitted for my consideration is, as I understand it, wheth- 
er it is necessary, according to the terms of the charter of the Bank, that’a 
Board of Directors, with a proper quorum, should be present for the pur- 
pose of buying and selling bills of exchange, or can this business be trans- 

. acted by the Bank, through a committee appointed for that purpose? — — 

The first section of the act creating the Bank, declares that there shall 
.be established, in the City of St. Louis, a banking company, to be called 
.the Bank of the State of Missouri, the capital stock of which shail be five 
millions of dollars, &c., and by the name and style, aforesaid, the holders of 

`- said capital stock, shall be, and are made capable in law, to have, purchase, 
. receive, &c., lands, &c., goods, chattels, and the same to sell, &c., and also 
. to ordain, establish and put in execution, such by-laws, ordinances and regu- 
lations, as shall seem necessary and convenient for the government and 
management of said Bank, not being contrary to the constitution of the U. 

. States or of this State, and generally, to do and execute all acts, matters . 
, and things, which a corporation, or body politic in law, may, and lawfully 
can execute, The act then declares that the bank shall be governed by a 
President and twelve Directors, and directs the mode of their appointment. 
The 33d and 34th sections of the act, provide the establishment of branches, 
and each branch is to be governed by a Presidedt and eight Directors, who 


are to hola their offices for the same time, and on the same terms as the 
President and Directors of the mother bank. 


It is manifest, that the corporation is a distinct body from the Directors, 
possessing all the general powers and attributes of an aggregate corpora- 
tion, and entitled to direct, and superintend the management of its own pro- 
perty, and the government of the institution, and to enact by-laws for this 
purpose; the Board of Directors, possess such authority as is delegated to 

: them, by the act, not as coastituting the corporation itself, but as its ex- 
press statute agent; the holders of the capital stock are the corporate body, 
and the Directors are created a Board to govern the corporation, according 
to the by-laws and regulations established for the government of the Bank; 
the Bank, being an aggregate corporation, is incapable of transacting its busi- 
ness in its collective capacity, and consequen!ly must necessarily commit the 

execution ofits business to officers and agents appointed for that purpose; the 
Board of Dizectors, as agents of the Bank, may enact such by-laws and re- 

- gulations, for the government of the Dank, as they may deem nécessary: and 
the President and Directors are expressly empowered by the 16th section 
of the 9th article to appoint such officers, clerk, agents and servants nnder 

_them,as-shall seem necessary for executing and transacting the business of 
the Bank; but it is suggested that a proper construction of the 23d section, 

. prohibits the Bank from buying bills of exchange, in any other manner than 
through a Board of Directors; this would be very inconvenient for the Bank; 
convenience, however, would be no reason for the exercise of a power not 
granted; but this is not a question of power, the right of the Bank to deal in 
buying and seliing bills of-exchange, cannot be doubted; the only doubt, is, 

"as to. the manner of exercising the power. The 23d section above referred 
-0, declares that “not leas than ‘five Directors shall constitute a Board for 
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the transaction of business,of whom the President shall always be one, ex- 
cept that in case of necessary absence, &c.” Itis obvious, that the Direc- 
tors, cannot.constitute a Board for the transaction of business, -with a less 
number than a proper quorum; I will agree that the Directors, as‘such can- 
not transact any business, only as a Board, and that, with a proper quo- 
rum; but it, by no means, follows, that all the-business to be executed by the. 
Bank, must be through a Board of its Directors; if such is the case, the pow- 
er vested in the President and Directors to appoint officers, clerks, agents 
and servants under them, to.execute and transact the business of the bank, 
would be entirely unavailing. I think this section only intends to declare 
the number of Directors necessary to constitute a Board, and does not re- 
strict the bank from having other agents to execute it business; the Direc- 
tors are merely the agents of the Bank and bave their appropriate duties as- 
signed them, but certainly the Bank must be allowed to have other oflicers 
and agents to execute its business; this right is expressly given by the 16th 
section, and must necessarily exist from the nature of the institution; the 
cashier, for instance, transacts and must transact business of vital import- 
ance to the bank. lt isa neccessary incident to all aggregate corporations . 
to have officers, agents and servants, to execute their business, and hence I. 
concluded, if the bank should find it convenient to have an exchange com- 
- mittee to pass upon bills exchange that may be offered for sale at the bank, 
it may do so withoui violating any portion of its charter.

-~ To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


I have the honor of herewith presenting to the Legislature the fourth, 
report of the Superintendent of Common Schools. 

It is conceded among the nations, both on the European and American. 
continent, that, for the members of a social compact to be free, and to fully 
appreciate the blessings which must ever emanate from liberal institutions 
and liberal legislation, the mind of the masses must be cultivated —must 
be enlightened. To this end, in both hemispheres, the ceaseless zeal ofthe 

- philanthropist, as well as the steady and persevering energies of the pa- 
triot, are constantly directed. 

In our own favored land, it istrue to the letter, that “the schoolmaster is 
abroad,” and that he is diligently laboring in his vocation. There is, per-. 
haps, no part of the world, where a greater proportion of the masses are 
taught, or where they are so well and usefully taught, as in some of the 
States of this confederacy. | | 

As yet, however, little more than a beginning—a bare commencement, 
in the great and benevolent system of “Common Schools” has been attain- 
ed in Missouri. Our State, herself, is the growth of yesterday—she hag 
but just sprung into existence; yet she is found actively engaged on sys- 
tems which will hereafter inure to the great benefit of unborn millions, 
who areto succeed us. Among these, and foremost, may be considered 
her efforts in the cause of universal education. 

The great advantages, derivable from such a source, to a community— 
a sovereignty—a State, has ceased to be termed the *mere rhapsody of 
the theorist—the utopia of the dreamer.” The energies of modern phi- 
lanthropy have reduced to practice, the hope of the wise and good among. 
the early sages. The day has long since gone by, when the condemned 
felon could shield himself from merited punishment by showing that he 
possessed the rare acquirements of reading and writing. The diffusion of 
ee has rendered obsolete, or abrogated, the prescriptive “benefit 
of clergy.” | l 

Alinoagt the cause of education has been justly fostered in our favored 
and flourishing republic, yet it should not be denied that but afew of the 
primary steps have been taken in a cause that is justly viewed as the great 
bulwark of human liberty. Our school system isstill in a state of incipe. 
lency, and must retrograde, unless it is cherished by the watchful solicitude. 
and prudent ehactments of the General Assembly. 


134 - APPENDIX. i 

Up to the present period, public expectation has not been disappointed 
in the anticipated benefits derivable from the system of common schools. 
Considerably more than half the counties in the State, in accordance with 
the provisions of the act to provide for the organization, support, and gov- 
ernment of common schools, have proceeded to organize and report to 
the proper officers. Many of the remainder of the counties ^re forward- 
ing their reperts, this year, fot the frst time. So fully alive to their true 
interests, are the people every where becoming, that we may, itis thought, 
naturally infer that, in two years from this time, the State school moneys 
' will be apportioned to the children in every county in Missouri. 

Under the apportionment of August, 1815, the sum of $16,481 70 was. 
distributed among the thirty-one thousand, six hundred and ninety-five 
children, which gave the small sum of fifty-two ceuts for each child be- 
tween the ages uf six and eighteen yeirs. The amount apporiioned in 
January, 1816, was somewhat larger, being 23,720 02, which was distrib- 
uted among forty thousand, eight hundred and ninety-six children, between 
she ages of six and twenty years. The sbare to each child was fifty-eight. 


cents, being an increase of six cents to each child, over the apportionment 
of 1845. | B eu 
-On the first, day of July last, the Bank of the State of Missouri declar- 
ed a dividend of three and a half percent., which gives for distribution 
in January next, fhesumof $20,118 38, which, if apportioned among 
the children now being reported, (numbering, it is supposed, more than 
fifty thousind,) will give to each child an amount much less than in either 
of ine two last preceding apportionments. It is presumable, however, 
that a dividend will be declared by the Bank, on the first of January, next. 
Should such be the case, and the dividend be as large as the last, then the - 
amount to be divided will exceed forty thousand dollars, and when appor- 
tioned, will yield to each child an amount larger.than has been heretofore 
accorded. BEEN 
' With us, the chief difficulty has consisted, not in our system of common 
schools, but in the uncertainty of procuring money. for dist:ibution, and 
the'small pittance obtained irregularly by means of bank dividends. «In 
the original investiture of State school moneys in bank stock, the General 
Assembly, it is fair to presume, did what, at that time, was deemed best for. — 
the common school fund. Experience is astern teacher, an eloquent mon- 
itor. Weknow, now, that the loss sustained by the investment of the 
school fund in bink stock has been very large. The common school fund 
amounts to about $572,000; of which, the sum of $515,518 83 was in- 
vested, in July, 1859; in the years 1840 and 1842, the severalsums of 24,- 
474 97, $13,139 11, and $17,538 05 were invested as stock in the Dank. 
The total amount of these several investitures, has yielded, in dividends, 
up to this time, the sum of $110,000. Had it been bearing an interest of 
eight per cent. for the same period, the accruing interest would have been 
nearly $300,000, almost three times as much as has been realized under 
the bank investiture. | 7 
It is confidently hoped, that, during the present session of the General 
Assembly, this important subject wiil fully receive the zttention and con- 
sideration which itso eminently merits; and that, if it be practicable, the 
State school fund bé withdrawn from the Bank, and investment made in 
such place and manner as to insure a fair and certain dividend. The call upon 
the attention of the General Assembly, on this subject, is one which bursts 


\ 
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forth from every hill top,;and resounds through every valley in our wide 
spread territory.’ -Fifty thousand children implore justice at your hands.— 
Will you let them plead in vain? E 
In the report of the Superintendent of Common Schools, made to the las 
General Assembly by the late Secretary of State, there occurs a paragraph: 
so obviously correct, in my view at least, that I cannot refrain from again 
layingit before the Legislature, in the clear and forcible language ot my 
predecessor. “A grant has been inade to the State of five hundred thou- 
sand acres of land, by the General Government, for purposes of internal 
improvements. Perhaps Congress would, on a proper representation, be- 
. induced to change the nature of this grant and bestow this princely domain 
on the common Schools of dur State. I'am induced to believe that no dif- 
ficulty will occur on this point, from the interest generally manifested by. 
the general governnmerit in the extension and encouragement of popular 
education, through its grants of each sixteenth section, the seminary lands, 
&c., for this purpose. l 
By an act of the last General Assembly, the proceeds arising from the sale: 
of these lands, are to be divided among the ninty-six counties of the State.. 
If all the lands were already sold and the money ready for distribution, each 
. county would be entitled to receive but a small fraction over six thousand 
dollars; a sum insufficient for the erection and compietion of a good court- 
house— much less, would it be sufficiently ample for making good and per- 
manent roads in different directions through a county, with the necessary 
bridges. If, when divided among the several counties, the share of each is 
too small to be of positive and permanent utility, it would be found to be as. 
much too insignificant when kept together, for the completion of any great 
work of improvement which shall pervade the State. Yet, how inadquate: 
soever this grant may be for the purposes intended, it will be readily admit- 
ted by all to be a significent addition to a fund created for the purpose of 
dispensing the lights and blessings of truth and knowledge, not only to the 
' present age, but through successive ages, to the remotest posterity. - 


-I cannot refrain from again introducing to the notice of the General As- 
sembly, the prevalent opinion, that a school for the education of young men 
to be employed hereafter as teachers, would be of almost incalculable ben- 
efit to our common school system. Several of our sister States have adop- 
ted the plan, and derive great and essential benefits from it; indeed, the 
advantages to be derived from having the youth of the State taught by men 


of known character and morals, are so obvious that it is not deemed neces- 
sary to advert to them. 


Our common school system is entitled to, and has, the respect and confi- - 
. dence of the public; yet the law, ia many of its provisions, is defective. I 
esteem it right and proper to mention this fact, in this place, that the atten- 
tion of the General.Assembly may thus be directed to the subject, and a 
corrective applied. "The opinicn is general, that the school law, as it is 
commonly called, is much too complicated. In order to understand it suffi- 
-ciently well for the most ordinary transactions, a thorough and absolute 
study is required, demanding a larger share of the time of the various offi- 
ccrs, (all of whom render their services gratuitously,) than can well be 


‘spared by them. Many of the provisions are so conflicting as to be totally 
irreconcilable. 
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Complaints from most of the counties which have organized school town- 
‘ships, are often made of the great difficulty which exists of understanding. 
a law so complex in its machinery, and so conflicting in many of its pro- 
visions. Se is | 
. The Superintendent of Common Schools is keeping witkiu the pale of 
his prescribed duty when he earnestly and respectfully suggests to the. 
General Assembly the propriety of making a thorough and complete revi- 
sion of the “Act to provide for the organization, support and government 
of Common Schools in the State of Missouri." 

The annexed tables are exhibits of the fourth and fifth apportionments 
of State School Moneys among the various counties which had legally or- 
ganized school townships, for the two last scholastic years. -

Sir:—In conformity with the organic law of the University of the State 
of Missouri, the Curators respectfully submit this their annual report in re- 
lation to the condition and prospects of the Institution. . 
In consequence of a change of the law fixing the time of the annual 
meeting, no report has been made by the Board since October, 1844. By 
referring to our report of that date, it will be seen that the aggregate in- 
.debtedness of the University was about $15,000, aside from some miscel- 
loncous items of small amount. Of this sum, there was owing to the builders 
of the University edifice, from the subscription fund, $3,625, and to the 
President and Professors, $6,108, from the increase of Seminary funds, 
_ The means in the hands of the Curators for the reduction of the debt to 
the builders, were, lst: The balance of the subscription fund. consisting 
partly of real estate, and partly of unpaid subscriptions, estimated in all at 

3,055; aud 2nd: A debt due from the Seminary fund, to the subscription 
und, for moneys advanced, amounting in principal and interest to $3,625; 
For payment of arrears of salary to the President and professors, the board 
could only look to the prospective increase of the Seminary fund invested 
in stock of the State Bank. As the Bank wa; then, and had been for a con- 
siderable period, applying its profits in repairing its capital, no dividends 
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were declared; the finances of the University were severely effected, and 
its revenue rendered indequate to meet even its current expenditures, - 

In this emergency, in order that the University might not be obliged to 
suspend operations, the Legislature, on application for-relief;at the last ses- _ 
sion, empowered the Curators to borrow of the Bank a sum deemed sufficient 
to enable the University to satisfy its creditors and to pass the crisis. The 
negotiation, however, failed, no loan was effected, and for the continued ex- 
istence of the Institution, the hoard was compelled further to rely on the 
self-denying fidelity of the faculty, and the praiseworthy forbearance of the 
builders. It is with unieigned gratification that the board are able to re- 
port a decided improvement of the finances of the University since that 
period; and if no untoward event happens, to look foi ward with hope. and 
confidence to the continued prosperity of the Institusion. The Bank has 
recommenced making semi-annual dividends of its. profits; and since the 
resumption, the annual increase of the Seminary fund has been at the rate 
of seven percent. per annum. The dividends have been.as follows, viz: 


In Juiy 1845, 3 per cent, $3,000 
In January 1816, 4 per cent, - 4,000 
In July 1846, ot per cent, 3,000 


Out of the proceeds, the board have been enabled, besides defraying the 
current expenses of-the Institution, to pay arrears of salary to the amount of* 
$2,834, and to replace_prineipal and interest, the sum advanced by the sub- 
scription fund, to the Seminary fuad. This latter item, together with addi- 
tional collections on the original subscription, and the proceeds of the sale 
of real estate, has been applied to the reduction of the debt due to the build- 
ers. The indebtedness of the University, at the date of this-report, may be 
stated as follows, to-wit: i a

The means in in the hands of the board applicable to 7 
the payment of warrants issued to the builders, are 
unsold real estate, estimated at ^ . 10,000

For the liquidation of other classes of indebtedness, the board have no 
means, save the prospective increase of the Seminary fund, and the proceeds 
of tuition. 

Should theincrease of Seminary fund continue hereafter to amountto seven 
en per cent. per annum, the board will be able to-apply more than $3,000 
annually in liquidation of the debt. It would seem however to be conso- 
nant with public justice, that those who have served tbe State as builders 
of the University edifice, and others, as dispensers of instruction in the 
same, should remain no longer unpaid. Application will theretore be made 
to the Legislature, at its next session, for some provision by appropriation or 
otherwise, by means of which long dela:ed justice may at length be done 
to the cred‘tors of the Universitys- mem p 

Since the date o: the last report, the board has made a valuable addition 
to the means of instruction by the purchase of chemical apparataus and 
specimens in minerology, at the cost of $1,600 00, and have provided for 
the gradual payment of the same from the proceeds of tuition. - 

It is the intention of tke board, after paymentof itsindebtedness and pro- 
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viding the indispensable machanery of instruction, to found a Library which 
shall be worthy of the State University, and adequate to the literary wants 
of the stüdents who may resort to it for the purposes ofeducation. Itisthe 
further purpose of the board, when the income of the Institution shall be 
disencu mbered, to furnish the interior of the edifice; to perfect the exterior, 
and detend it from damage; to improve and protect the grounds, and thus 
to adapt the physical arrangements of the institution more perlecily to the 
great end of discipline and study. . Of the success of the State University 
— "thus far, the Board speak with confidence, because they speak the unani- 
mous sentiment of the community. Commencing under all the difficulties 
and embarrassments of a new institution, in a new country, to say nothing 
of the opposing influences peculiar to its own history, it has even in its own 
. infancy asserted and maintained a singular maturity of character. Its 
discipline is mild, systematic and effective; its instructions are of a high or- 
der; its members are diligent in the prosecution of stady, regular in their 
attendance on their daily exercises, and compare favorably in manliness-of 
deportment with those ofthe older institutions of our land. 

The most gratifying as well as the most decisive evidence of the success 
of the Institution, is the testimony whicb the alumni, and the patrons of the 

| University uniformly bear to the skill and fidelity with which its affairs are 
administered. ‘The catalouge of students for the year just closed, exhibits 
an aggregate number of one hundred and eight, who fiave been in attend- 
auce on the instructions of the Faculty of Arts. In addition to the patro- 
nage of our own State, there are students from Wisconsin, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, Tennessee, Louisiana and Arkansas. The Board sees no 
reason to doubt that the steady increase of patronage which has marked 
its progress hitherto, will continue to characterize it for a long time to come; 
-and that the University of the State of Missouri, under a continued able 
and skilful administration, will be made to meet the intellectual wants of 
our own State, and command the patronage of other sections of our country. 
In order to a more perfect understanding of the internal economy of the 
Institution, the annual report of the President of the University, to the 
Board, is herewith transmitted and made a part of this report. 

The Board, at a meeting in February of the present year, estab!islted by 
ordinance a Faculty of Medicine, with permission to render their instruc- 
tions in the City of Saint Louis. Six Professorships were created, and the 
chairs were filled by men of tried ability. The Medical Department of the 
State University is already in successful operation. The catalogue for the 
term which closed on the first of March, exhibits an aggregate of ninty-two 
in attendance on the Medical Lectures Of this number, twenty-nine re- 
ceived the degree of M. D. Considering the advantages of its position, it 
cannot be doubted that this Department, under the fostering care of the 
State, will take rank among the more distinguished Medical Schools of our . 
land. All of which is respectfully submitted. — :

The President of the University, in obedience to the organic law of the 
Institution, submits his annual report, relative to matters specially commit: 
ted to his charge. 

Ist. Eprr1cE.— Aside from the wear inseparable from daily use, the Uni- 
versity building is in a state of preservation creditable to its occupants. 
Cases of wanton damage or of gross negligence on the part of the students, 
in their occupation of the building, have been of very rare occurrence. It 
is but just to the young gentleman in attendance on the instructions of the 
Institution, to say, that the efforts which have been made to implant and 
cultiv..tein their minds elevated sentiments of obligation in ieference to their 
treatment of the building and of public property generally, have been emi- 
nently successful. But four panes of glass have been broken, from the 
body of the building, during an occupation of more than three years, and 
the walls are generally free from the marks of the knife or pencil. All 
assembling, except for the purpose of study or recitation, all games and 
violent exercises within the University enclosure, are strictly prohibited; 
and I take pleasure in saying, that the students have rendered a very cheer- 
ful, and generally a very careful obedience to these salutary regulations. - 

The provision of locks for the outer doors, and the enclosing of the stairs 
leading to the octagon, have contributed essentially to the preservation of 
the building. : 

Occasional attention is required to the condition of the roof, in order to 
protect the edifice from the action of the weather. 

The fitting up of one-of the lecture rooms for an Examination Hall ‚and 
for other purposes, I would recommend to the attention of the Board, as 
an improvement of much importance, 

Time is adding to the evidence of the defective construction of the Presi- 
dent's house. Repuirs are to some extent calied for, though I believe none 
are immediately necessary to the preservation of the house. The finishing 
of the steps before the portico is deserving of attention. | 

2nd. Grounps.—All has been done for the imprevement of the University 
enclosure which the limited means in my hands have permitted. Since the 
date of my last report, much has been accomplished, and much that has 
been attempted has been impertectly executed, because the grounds have 
not beed suitably protected by fence or otherwise. — 

The organic law of the University empowers-the Board of Curators to 
alienate all their real estate, sive twenty acres for the University site. I 
would recommend the reduction of-tbe present enclosure to these dimen- 
sions, by continuing seventh street quite through the said enclosure to its 
south line, bearing a little westerly, in order tu include the weli within the 
premises. This would leave us a symmetrical area, of about twenty-two 
acres, with the main edifice in the centre, amply sufficient for all our pur- 
poses of use or ornament. "The eleven acreslying between the extension 
of seventh street, and the recent purchase of Professor Thomas, might be 
thrown into market, or retained as a separate enclosure at the pleasure of 
the Board. It is no more needful for University purposes than we need so 
much ground east of ninth street. 
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In addition to the two streets thus flanking the area, on the east and west, 
it has beea. proposed to open cross streets, on the northern and southern 
line,so as to furnish a continuous drive around the premises. This ar- 
rangement, in addi'ion to many other obvious advantages, would relieve 
the grounds from the claim of right of way, which has been hitherto prac- 
tically asserted over them. 

A plan for the improvement of the grounds, adopted by the Board some 
five years ago, contemplated the erection ofa dwelling similar to the Presi- 
dent’s house, on the left of the main edifice, and on the same line with 
them, and the connexion of the fronts by alight pailing. Although the 
erection of the dwelliag is, for the present, out of the question, I would 
recommend the erection of the paling during the coming autumn, 
if the finances of the Institution will permit. There isno item of im- 
. provement of the same grade of expense which would prove so decidedly 
ornamental. Bat in addition to this, the paling or othrer fence, in a line 
with the front of the building, is necessary to the successful plant. 
ing of trees in the. flank and rear of the University. I desire 
to make such plantation during the coming winter and spring. In this 
species of improvement, time is the principal agent, andthe loss of anoth- 
er year should not be incurred, if it can be avoided. 

* À portion of the ground back of the University, I have had in cultiva- 
tion two years past, with a view to remove the inequalities of the surfaée 
and prepare it for grass. The ground was left in a very rough state by the 
contractors, and another year of tillage may be expedient before seeding 
down. :- : 

With the éxception of the avenue from the porch of the building to 
the north line of the area, no grading of the grounds will, in my judg- 
ment, ever be necessary; and their im provement and ornament, even to x 
high point of be+uty, may be effected without involving undue expendi- 
ture. This subject will continue to receive all the attention which it shall 
be in my power to bestow. : 

3. APPARATUS.—No additions to the Philosophical apparatus hitherto, : 
reported, have been made at the expense of the University. A few pieces 
have been donated by the Trustees of the Bonne Femme College, which 
will find their uses in the instructions of the department. The Professor 
bas, at his own expense, repaired and improved his apparatus from time to 
time, for all of which it is just that he should be indemnified, when the 
Treasury shall be in better condition. 

By, the purchase of the Chemical apparatus and Cabinet belonging to 
the Professor of the Physical Sciences, that Department is in excellent 
condition for the discharge of its appropriate functions. The Cabinet is 
in process of being enriched by contiibutions from other coilections. It 
would be well for the friends of the University to bear this matter in mind 
in their intercourse with scientific men, in order to the more rapid accumul 
tion of specimens in the various departments of Physical Science. Es- 
pecially should every mineral and every geological formation in our own 
State, have its-representative in the collections belonging to the State 
University. - 

4. Liprary.—A donation of a few books, some of them rare and valu- 
able, has been made during the past year, by the Trustees of Bonne 
Femme College; and it gives me pleasure to afford the occasion, through 
the medium of this report, to place the fact of this liberality on the records 
of the University. 8 : 
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I have, since the date of my last report, had farther correspondence in 
reference to books, to which we are equitably entitled under several acts of 
Congress directing the distribution of volumes of public documents to the 
several chartered Coileges of our country. It is my beliefthat we may, by 
proper effort, secure our share of the benefits of theaction of Congress in 
(bis behalf. 

. It is desirable that the room destined for the Library, should be so far 
furnished with shelves, tables, &c., as to enable us to classify, arrange and 
preserve the few books we have now on hand, and such as hereafter may 
be added from time to time to the number. 

It should Le an early result of our returning financial prosperity, that a 
fund be provided for the gradual accumulation of a Library, which shall be 
cieditable to the institution. Nothing is more essential to the name and 
tbe character of a University, than that it should be eminently a repository 
of the literature and the learning of the past. — 

9. Instruction.—The Catalogue of the students for the year ending 
July 30th, 1846, exhibits the aggregate: of one hundred and ninety eght. 
Of these, about ninety were in attendance on the Lectures of the Medical 
Department of the University, and over one hundred have been, and most 
of them still are, connected with the classes, under the instruction of the 
Faculty of Arts. Of the latter, have been pursuing the full course, 
with a view to graduation, and have been pursuiug select portions of the 
c urse in connexion with the regular classes The Board will notice, by 
comparing this with former Ca.alogues, that the ratio of regular students 
to the whole number is increasing from year to year—a pleasing indication , 
that the University is gradually increasing from year to year—a pleasing 
indication that the University is gradually extending a taste for liberal ed- 
ucation throughout the community, and a growing appreciaiion of the 
higher cuiture which instructions offer to the young mind of our State and 
country. 

Each of the Collegiate classes is held to tnree daily recitations of one 
hour eich, or toalternate lectures and examinations of the same length. 
Perfect regularity in attendance on these exercises is required, andis my 
pleasure to say that absences are excecdingly rare. 

The daily sessions for the Preparatory Department ' have been holden- 
from 8 A. M. to 1 P. M. continuously. The Faculty propose hereafter to 
hold afternoon sessions for the benefit of the younger students, affording 
the Profes-ors the opportunity of suitable supervision overthe e'ementary 
studies of those who are destined to come under their instructions as mem- 
bers of the regular Collegiate Classes. It is but just to say, that under 
the faithful and judicious instructions of our "Tutor, the Preparatory De- 
partment is accomplishing.in a satisfactory manner, its specifie design; 
while the Collegiate Department is equally benefitted by securing the undi- 
vided attention of the Professors to the higher duties of their several 
professions. 

The studies of each session are concluded by a thorough examination 
of all the classes—an exercise of great value to the students, and of inter-^ 
est to their friends and the patrons of education. The more frequent at- 
tendance of members of the Board of Curators, on the public examina- 
tions, would be salutary, as matter of inducement to a more diligent and 
successful preparation for the occasion. 

Our courses of instruction are arranged in reference to the existing di-

o 28. Discresine.—The permanent records of the University, kept by the 
President, embody the numerical value, both of the Scholarship: and the 
JDeportment of each-student for each session.. The -perfection of Scholar- 
ship-is represented: by 100—a number towards which stuüents approxi- 
mate according to their several degrees of excellence. A low standing on 
this record is followed by admonition, and, if need be, by reduction to some 
' lower elass.. . . Lo mS NE Ur 

., In making up the account for Déportment, each student is credited at the 
beginning of each session by 100, and debited for absences and other de- 
linquencies and misdemeanors, in case they occur. If the original credit 
.be thus reduced „to 75, 50 and 25, successfully, notices are given to the pa- 
'rent or guardian; and if reduced to.0, the student is sent home for the bak 
. anceof the session, or for a longer period, at the discretion of the Faculty. 

At the close of the year, the record of standing of each.student, both in 
Scholarship and .Deportment, is transmitted to the parent or guardian. 

By the appeals. which this system is constantly makirg to the student's 
reason and'sense of character, he is taught self government; and by the 
notice to parents, domesiic influence, of the most salutary character are 
rendered subsidiary to the monitions of the Instructor. | 

It is believed, therefore, that the system of discipline which we have 
adopted, acting kindly, but at the same time constantly and efficiently, cou- 
pled.as it should be with much of informal advice and encouragement, 
„will work, ouv all the ends of.good government by processes which will 
save the feelings.and the character of the student. It aims to implant in 
the.minds of young men, that correciness and. elevation of sentiment, 
which will prompt toa habitual and willing obedience to lawi >- x. 

, The.execution of an efficient system of discipline in.a literary institu- 
tion, is, under the best conditions,a charge of great delicacy. and difficulty 
and. as such, demands the faithful. co-operation of colleagues, the steady 
and: indulgent support of the Board of Direction, and the sympathy and 
favor of the good citizen. j 

In this connexion it is proper to say, that the distribution of the young 
gentlemen of the institution among the families of cur citizens, where they 
are brought under the best social and domestic influences, is a conservate 
arrangement of great value. "The collection; of students in commons or 
large boarding houses, invariablv results in a debasement of manners aná 
morals, and in consequent disaster to the Institution. It is to be hoped that 
the accommodation of our students may not be abandoned to the mercina- 
ry, but that the disposition to subserve the best interests of the Institu- 
tion, in this behalf, may become and continue to be universal among our 
citizens. 

I deem it not improper, in this report, to pay a passing tribute to the 
memory of one who was an early and steady friend oi the University, and 
for several years an honored member of your body. Dr A W Rollins, died, as 
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he lived, á distinguished patron of education; and, in the charity he has 
founded, provided a living memorial to his name, in the cultivated intellect 
of those who, from generation to generation, shall be partakers of his 
bounty. It is not for us to forget, that the testament of the founder has 
connected the University with the execution and the advantages of the 
— trust. i 

In reviewing the history of the University, from the period when it be- 
gan to collect the crude elements of future growth, the results of the first 
five years, cannot be regarded as otherwise than auspicious. "Through em. 
barrassments of no ordinary character, calling for self-denying labors, it 
has gone steadily forward, and is now accomplishing, with gratifying suc- — 
cess the purposes for which it was founded.. It is sound in scholarship and 
discipline, and the financial cloud, which has so long darkened its horizon, 
is passing away, For all this, we may thank God and take courage. 

Entering on the administration of the Institution. with the full knowl- 
edge, that the pioneer, in a literary enterprise like this, lives not for himself 
but for posterity; that his path is one of difficulty and discouragement; I 
accept the omen of so auspicious a beginning; and, when, with the co-op- 
eration of able and faithful colleagues, I shall have accomplished my full 
mission iu this Institution, in laying broad and deep the foundation of its 
prosperity, I will hand over to my successor the more pleasing task of 
erecting a beautifuland durable superstructure. _

FROM THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI IN 
RELATION TO THE’ PART TAKEN BY THIS STATE IN 
THE MEXICAN WAR.

Executives DEPARTMENT, — 
City of Jefferson, January 10, T 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN: 

It was stated by the Exccutive, at the opening of the present 
session of the Legislature, that the part which our State had taken in the 
war now being waged between the government of the United States and- 
that of Mexico, and the action necessary to be had by the two houses up- 
on matters.connected with that subject, would form the material for a sep- 
arate message. l i : 

‘About the tenth of April last, the Executive left the seat of govern- 
ment with the view of visiting some of the large cities of the Union for 
the purpose of disposing of certain State bonds authorized to be sold byan - 
act ot the Legislature, and with the proceeds to redeem others which bore . 
a higher rate of interest. | 

While in the city of St. Louis, on his way south and eastward, as Com- 
mander-in-chief of the State, he reviewed the St. Louis Legion and a por- 
tion of the sixty-fourth regiment—a brave, gallant and well disciplined 
body of volunteers, capable of doing any cause good service, and an hon- 
or to any country. 

‘The review being over, the officers of the Legion and of the other 
troops reviewed, earnestly requested that, “if there was a war,and a place 
in it could be found for them, it should be procured.”  Believiag this to be 
no idle rcquest, and satisfied that both officers and men were willing and 
anxious to serve their country in case of necessity, of course the promise 
of a place was made by the Executive, on the conditions that we had a war, 
and that the place could be procured. l 

The Executive reached the city of New-Orleans about the first of May 
last, and was met by the news of the invasion of our territory by the 
Mexicans, and of the critical and perilous condition of our *Army of Oc- 
cupation” then stationed on the Rio Grande. l 

In his distressed condition, the General commanding our forces, had 
made a requisition upon the Governors of Texas and Louisiana for aid.— 
At that time, in the city of New Orleans, but few men seemed willing to 
enter the service, in part, if not mainly, because the Government had ne- 
glected to pay for previous services; and the enrollment of volunteers was, _ 
therefore, progressing but tardily. 

In the city of New Orleans it was then generally feared that our army 
` would be cut off before reinforcements could be sent to their aid, and in- 


telligence of such a disaster was hourly anticipated; yet no one could tell, 
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- andit wasimpossible to know how long our forces could resist the enemy 
or what body of mea sent to their relief might save them from destruction, 
if unable to effect their own deliverance. ^ mM 

In this state of the case, the Executive informed the gallant old General 
Gaines, who was then in tho city of New Orleans, that the State of Mis- 
souri could furnish a body of men in a few daysif their services could be 
accepted by the Government. The General replied that he had no pow- 
er to make a requisition for troops. but that it would be doing the country 
a service to anticipate a requisition from the War Department, by sending 
twelve hundred men to the scene of action in the shortest time practicable; 
and that be would make a request for that number, provided the Executive 
would see tlie President of the United Siates as soon-as possible, and pre- 
vail on bim to sanction the request by accepting the service of the troops. 

As before observed, the officers of the volunteer corps in St. Louis had 
been assured that, “if there was war, and a place in it could be found for 
them, it should be procured.” Here was a war, andteré was a place for 
them; and, in the judgment of the Executive, the honor and interest of 
their country, and, perhaps, the preservation of a portion of their country- 
men—“the Army of Occupation”—demanded that they should speedily oc- 
cupy it. "Although but one regiment, yet they might have changed the 
fate of the battle. In a close contest, it is impossible to tell which one hun- 
dred men will decide the result. f 

To order out so many men, under such circumstances, to be used so far 
from home, was assuming a heavy responsibility; but it was no time to 
count the cost when our fellow citizens were in danger of falling into the 
hands of afoe much superior in uumbers, and ovein the habit of disregard- 
ing all the usages of civilized warfare. The Executive felt well assured, 
too, that the call would be cheerfully met by the Missourians—that their 
patriotism would sanction the orders, no matter what the cost--and that 
the.state of facts which prompted the requisition would induce_the Presi- 
deni to accept the services of the troops. | 

It is true that the bravery and gallantry of our roops and officers ena- 
bled them to escape the dangers which threatened them; yet, it becomes 
men to speak of things as they are; and it is no! yet forgotten, and, by 
many competent to judge, still firmly- believed, thatif the Mexican com- 
mander had best consulted his own success, and had -attacked Point Isabel 
in its defenceless condition, with spiritand vigor, he might have carried the 
place, possessed himself of the provisions and munitions of war belonging: 
to ourarmy, already in nearly astarving condition at another point, and 
thus have defeated or starved out our whole force. unless they had' been 
aided by timely reinforcements. If this state of affairs, which then seemed 
to be the most probable, had really oceurred, too mach praise and grati- 
tude could not have been rendered Sy the country to the volunteers who 
generously marched at the first intimation of danger to the aid of their . 
countrymen. That our army escaped without their aid should not lesse 
their claims to the gratitude of their country. - "EX: 

'l'he call made by General Gaines was dated the fourth day of May last, 
and immediately on the receipt of it, orders were issued from the city of 
New Orleans to raise the twelve hundred men called for, and committed 
to the care of the Honorable Bryan Mullanphy, who reached the city of 
St. Louis on the eleventh of the same month, where the news produced 

great excitement, and the most patriotic enthusiasm prevailed in all clas- 
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, sé$;-ündthe city; ina few days, forwarded to New Orleans—-the place of 


rendézvous appointed—a large and efficient force to the support of 
our-army. It is believed: that’ Missouri had the honor of being the 
first State ‘north or east of Louisiana that forwarded a regiment to 
New Orleans for the Mexican war. The above troops, about seven 
hundred in number, were regularly mustered into the service of the 
United States by the officer thea commanding at Jefferson Barracks, and : 
were forwarded and maintained from that time at the expense of the 
United States Government. Before they were mustered into service, 
they bad been aided by liberal contributions from various patriotic citi- 
zens of.the State; but what the amount, and whether the money thus ad- 
vanced has been refunded to the contributors, the Executive has not been 
informed. ; 

Within a few days of the departure of these troops, seven other com- 

panies, from counties bordering on the Missouri river, reached the city of 
St. Louis, and asked to be mustered into the service of the United States, ` 
as part of the twelve hundred men called for by General Gaines. "These 
companies consisted of brave, hardy, energetic men, who marched at the 
first intimation of a call from their country, leaving their families, their 
farms, and other occupations, at the busiest season of the year, making no 
enquiry as to the legality of the call or the prospect of pay. Their only 
thought was to serve their country. 
-` On reaching St. Louis, these companies applied to the officer then com- 
manding at Jefferson Barracks, to be mustered into the service of the 
United States; but that officer refused to muster and forward them, for 
what reason, as they stood in the same condition with those already mus- 
tered into the service by the same officer under the same call, the Execu- 
tive has not been able to understand. It is stated, however, that tbe first 
portion of the troops raised under the call from General Gaines, was mus- 
tered into the service of the United States before the news of the safety 
‘of our army had reached the city of St. Louis, and that the seven compa- 
nies in question had reached St. Louis and applied to be mustered into 
the service after that news bad been received. If this was so, then it may 
have been a good reason for not mustering them into the service of the, 
United States, ifan interior officer has the right in any case to question the 
order of his superior. 

At the. time of issuing the order for the twelve hundred men, in antici- 
pation of a.call for more troops for the western or Santa Fe service, the 
adjutant general was instrueted, if a requisition was made by the War 
Department for troops to be forwarded 1n that direction, to comply with 
the order forthwith, waiting no further instructions from the Executive. 
He was further instructed to raise. forty companies for frontier defence, to 
be armed and held in readiness to march at a moment's warning, to repel 

«any attack or invasion made by Indians or others, in the absence of the 
regular troops from the various posts along the western border of the 
State. The forty companies above ordered, were promptly organized, and 
too much credit cannot be given to that portion of our volunteers for the 
-alacrity and. promptness with which they prepared to defend the State, 
. Without pay, or any offer of pay, and in fact, under the assurance that they 
would not be paid, unless called into actual service. l 
|... The Executive left ihe city of New Orleans about-the sixth of May, and 
reached the City of Washington on the fourteenth of the same month; 
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and, on the same evening, waited upon the President of the United States —__ 
and reported to him the request made by General Gaines for the twelve 
hundred men from Missouri, and the order of the Executive to have them 
raised and forwarded to New Orleans as early as practicable; and, also, 
under what circumstances the request was made and the order issued, and — 
asked that they might be received as troops of the United States. The 
»President, without hesitation, accepted the services of all that portion of 

the regiment which had left for the service before an order from the Exe- 
cutive could reach the adjutant gencral of the State, changing the direction 

of that portion.of the troops not gone, from Texas to Santa Fe. — — 

Iu the interview just referred to, tbe President informed the Executive 
of the passage of the act, on the evening before, the 13th of May, authoriz- — 
ing him to raise 50,000 volunteers, and appropriating $10,000,000 to de- 
fray expenses of the war; and also that he had, on the day before, made a 
requisition on the State of Missouri for a regiment of mounted men for the 

: Santa Fe service, which was then in the hands of a special messenger, and 
on the way tothe West. MEE 

After this interview, but on the same, evening, the Executive forwarded 
from the City of Washington, to the adjutant general. of the State, an or- 
der requiring him to raise the regiment called for. The requisition of the 
President, carried by a speciel messenger, reached the adjutant general on 
the cvening of one day, and the order of the Executive requiring him to 
fill the requisition, forwarded by mail, reached him the next morning. 
The adjutant general, however, had issued the orders to raise the 
regiment under the instructions issued from New Orleans, previously allud- 
ed to, before the instructions from Washington City reached him. This 
regiment was promptly raised and forwarded fo Fort Leavenworth—the 
place of rendezvous—and thence to Santa Fe, where they are still in service. 

Under advice from the War Department, that no more troops were then 
expected from Missouri, and anticipating no difficulty in the simple busi- .— - 
ness of raising and organizing troops in Missouri, the Executive proceeded 
to the Eastern cities on the original business of his mission; but, as the war 
with Mexico advanced, and as the prospect of a rupture with Great Britain 
on the Oregon question increased, the money market grew tighter, and the 
hope of selling the State bonds on any reasonable terms, if at all, seemed 
too remote to render any further effort at that time advisable. ‘The news 
also that still another regiment of volunteers had been required from Mis- 
souri, reached the Executive through the public press, and dastened his re- 
turn; Fut the business of raising that regiment, he found, on reaching home, 
entrusted to the Hon. Sterling Price, then a member of Congress. He 
found, also, Lieut. Gov. James Young at the Seat of Government, where 
he had been for some weeks promply and efficiently discharging the duties 
of Governor of the State, 

In the mean time, that portion of the troops which had been musterede 
into the service of the United States, under the call made by General 
Gaines, had been forwarded to the seat of war—a brave and gallant 
body of men—Americans, Germans, and other foreigners united. ‘These - 
troops enlisted for six months, ard became well disciplined, and prom- 
ised to do thcir country good service; but atthe end of three months, 
being unwilling to enlist for a tour of twelve months, as required by an 

' order uf the Government at that time, not having arranged their affairs 
at home to be absent from their business and families longer than six 
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months, they were paid off and honorably discharged, The same course 
was pursued with troops from other States. It was said to have been 
the intention to retain the service of the Missouii troops, so valuable was - 
that service deemed to be, for the balance of their enlistment; but thro’ 
some cause the order did not reach them in time; but of this the Execu- 
tive has no official information, and, therefore, does not speak of it asa 
matter of certainty. 

The first regiment of mounted volunteers had been orginized and 
were on their march to Santa Fe. The second regiment of mounted 
volunteers were being raised and preparing to march. Col. Kearney, 
who was authorized by instructions from the War Department to aug- 
ment his force, had left a requisition with one of our militia gonerals for 
five hundred footmen, which was not filled, as was supposed, in conse- 
quence of an aversion to the foot service in the Platte country, where 
the troops were ordered to be raised. About this time, a rumor reached 
us that the Mexicans were sending a large bedy of troops from Chihua- 
hua to Santa Fe, under the command of General Urrea, and that a strong 
resistance would be mode against the approach of our forces to that place. 
This fact induced the Executive to believe that a regiment of infantry 
should be forwarded to Santa Fe, and other circumstances strengthened 
this belief. 

The 16th of June, Col. Kearney wrote to the Executive from Fort 
Leavenworth as fellows: - “Major General Ward is now endeavoring to 
raise four or five compainies of iufantry. If he succeeds, I will receive 
and take them wi:h me. ‘I yesterday. received yours of the 30th ultimo 
from New-York. We cannot depend upon raising upwards of fifty vol- 
unteers from Bent’s Fort and the country around there. Gov. Armijo 
has been for months past preparing fora war with this country, and ex- 
_pecting an attack upon Santa Fe from this point. From what I can learn, 
I believe that he can bring 59090 Mexicans into the tield.” 

On the 2nd of July, Col. Kearney wrote irom his camp at Fish's Ferry 
` on the Kansas river, as follows: “I have with:me two companies ofin- 
fantry, one from Cole, the other from Platte county. I wish I had more; 
but I cannot consent at this late date to call upon you for them. The 
good of the yublic service would have been very much advanced, if the. 
requisition upon your Excellency, made by the Honorable the Secretary 
of War, in his letter to you of the third ultimo, had been so far modified 
as to have given me four-fifths of infantry.” * * * * * “With 
thanks for your offer to furnish more volunteers, if desired by me, I repeat, 
it is too late for me now to call for them. We will endeavor, and I trust 
successfully, to do without any more.” NE 

In this letter, Col. Kearney, does not speak with confidence of success 
in his expedition; but rather uses the language of a forlorn hope. He 
says “we will endeavor, and I trust successfully, to do without more” 
troops. In marching against an enemy at such a distance from home, it 
was unwise to move with a force less than one which gave him full con- 
fidence of success. He was marching with about seventeen handred 
men, regulars. and volunteers, all counted; and Col. Price’s regiment was 
to raise his force to only about twenty-seven hundred. Only fifty volun- 
teers could be expected from Bent’s Fort and around there, when the 
President himself had expected two or three hundred, as he informed the 
Executive in the interview previously alluded to. 
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On the 6th of July, under the belief that the rumor that. Urrea was 
moving from Chihuahua to Santa Fe, with from 3000.to 5000 troops to 
aid Armijo, who was able, as Col. Kearney supposed, to raise 5000 more, 
making, say 10,000 in all, was founded in truth, the Executive wrote as 
follows to the Secretary of War: 

«We understand that New Mexico intends to resist the forse which 
we are sending to that country. We have avery well sustained report 
also, and I am disposed to give it full credit, that General. Urrea is march- 
iag from Chihuahua to Santa Fe with from 3000 to 5000 troops. Col. 
Kearney has left for that country with a little less than ‘1700 men. Col. 
Price is to follow with 1000 more, making in all 2700, a few more or less. 
I am disposed to think that this force is too small for so important a ser- 
vice, and would suggest for your consideration, the propriety of sending 
500 or 1000 more footmen. ` But 198 have gone with Col. Kearney. I 
havelearned verbaily from several sources, that he wanted more footmen, 
and that he was making an effort to raise some from the Mormons. He 
made a requisition on one of our militia gencrals for five hundred foot- 
men from the north-west corner of our State, which at the last report had 
not been raised, and were not likely to be raised.” * * * * * Colonel 
Kearney was anxious that Col. Price’s requisition should be made up 
mainly ot footmen, but Col. Price preferred taking horsemen; and in ad- 
dition to his preference in the matter, his instructions required him to take — 
horsemen. Ithink 1000 foctmen ought to be forwarded. * * *-I believe 
any dependence on the Mormons very uncertain and dangerous, especially 
when united with the Missourians; but I submit all these matterrs for 
your better judgment." 

Again, on the 10th of July —four days afterwards—the Executive ad- 
dressed the Secretary of War as follows: 

“I wroteto youa few days since on the subject of raising more footmen 
for the Santa Fe expedition. 'Since.then I have reflected more upon the 
subject, and have conversed with some old and experienced men, acquain- 
ted with the country and the Mexican character, and they concur with me 
in theopinion advanced in my last letter." 

“In suggesting the propriety of sending an additional number of foot- 
men, of course I am acting from the information in my possession, 
and without any reference to the character of the war asitis now 
presented to you. : If that government has notalready done so, when the 
news of the settlement of the Oregon controversy reaches Mexico, I 
should expect her to sue for peace; in. which case further troops would 
not he wanted, unless it were to sustain General Kearney until the news of 
peace could reach him.” 

“Butif the war is not to be brought toa speedy close, as asort of 
guardian of the forces from Missouri and of the service in the West, I 
should not feel that I had discharged my duty tothe country, without 
urging the necessity of a superior force. To a point so remote, and 
where defeat would be attended with consequences so disastrous, it is 
wiser to send too many troops than not enough; provided, we do not send 
more than can be wellsubstituted. It is not wise to underrate the- prow- 
ess of our enemy, especially when the seat of war is so remote asto ren- 
der a defeat, in all probability, a total loss of our army." a» 

"Iam constantly i in the receipt of reports of new volunteer compa- 
nies, ready for any service that may be assigned them. I can pick a 
regiment of the best footmen in the Mu LL who 
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know how to handle and Keep their guns in order—men inured: to’ toil, 
fatigue, hardships, and all sorts of privations in life—men: anxious to enter 
the service, and ready.to march to the Pacific, or any where else they may . 
be cómmanded to go.” i ; 

“If you should deem me too urgent upon this subject, still Fam sure- 
you will be able to excuse me in consequence of the interest which I feel 
in the success of the expedition." Ee 

- Again, on thé 16th of July, the Executive wrote to the Secretary. of 
War as follows: 

“Since my last to you, written a few days back,I have received a letter 
from Col. Kearney, of which the enclosed is a copy. The Col. says he 
wishes he had more infantry, but that he will endeavor, **and he trusts 
successfully. to do without more.? My own opinion has not changed; nor 
is it too late to send a thousand footmen yet. This is the season when 

ae . s A 
they can be most easily raised. The mere fact that they were approach- 
ing, would have a powerful and beneficial influence upon the Mexicans, if 
they were disposed to resist our prcgress. A succession of forces might 
have even a better effect, thau if all our forces were forwarded in the same 
body. The fears of the people would magnify the approaching bodies in- 
to several times their numbers, and resistance would seem to be useless 
against a constantly augmenting army. If the Indians should take a part 
they will be apt to unite with the stronger, and to: operate against that 
which is apparently the weaker party. A succession of forces might have 
even a better effect upon them than upon the Mex cans;- arid: might induce 
them to co-operate with us against the Mexicans.” 

“But I urge this matter as if. the signs indicated a continuance ofthe war. 

- If there is a prospect of a speedy peace, that changes the matter, and may - 
render it expedient no! to fullow my suggestions. Whileitis right to force 
a peace as soon as possible, it is aiso right not to incur any unnecessary ex- 
pense. But it is wrong to expose our citizens and to endanger our army in 
order to save a few dollars expense. We best consult economy in sending 
‘a force sufficient to accomplish the work entrusted to them by the War 
Department.” - 

Tọ the first of these letters—that of the Gth of July—the Secretary. of 
War replied, on the 18th of July, before either.of the last two letters. had - 
reached him. The following is the reply of the Seéretary: 

‘Your letter of the Gthinst. has been received and laid before the Presi- 
dent, and | am instructed by him to make a requi:iion for one additional 
regiment of infantry: to be mustered into the service'of the United Siates 
at Independence, and sent forward with all possi»le despatch to join the for- 
ces under General Kearney. Should the call mentioned iw your letter, 
made by him on one of your militia generals, for five hundred footmen 
from the norihwest corner of Missouri, have been responded to, then you 
will only add a sufficient number to make with them one fail regiment of 
ten companies. agreeably to the organization heretofore furnished you.” 

This requisition was received oa the 34 of Aug..and inaboutone menth 
from that time, nin? out of the ten compinies to compose the regiment, 
were at Fort Leavenworth, and ready to be mustered into the service of 
the United States. In tne mean time five hundred Mormon troops, foot- 
men, had been added to Col. Kearney’s command; but it was believed 
that this rather endangered than strengthened his force—the hostility of the 
Mormons to the Missourians, and of the Missourians to the Mormons, be- 
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ing greater than that of either to the Mexicans. Had this:not been.so, 
-the-Executive might have assumed the responzibility of suspending the 
orders for one-half the last regiment, till further advised by the War De- 
partment. C an p x 

«On the Ist of August, Gen. Kearney wrote to the ‘War Department 
ifrom.DBent's Fort, giving assurance that he would be in possession of San- 
ta Fe bv the 20ih of that month, and that thé forees then with him, con- 
‘siderably less than his aggregate force, was sufficient .to overcome any 
force that might oppose him. zu l 

.Having advanced so near the enemy's country, and being with intelli- 
ogent men directly from Santa Fe, General Kearney had the opportunity 
then to be, and should have been, correctly informed upon his subject; 
and the result proved that in the main point he was not mistaken, because 
san the 20th he was in possession of Santa Fe; yet, if later information be 
correct, tho New Mexicans might have opposed him successfully, but for 
‘divisions among themselves. Besides a force much superior in numbers to 
our own, the character of iheir country gave the New Mexicans a decided 
-advantage over our forces, who were compelled to pass through narrow 
-defiles in approaching Santa Fe. á , ; 

On the iuformation of General Kearney, however, communicated from 
Bent’s Fort, and in consequence of the supposed danger and hazard of 
‘sending troops across the plains at that season of the year, and the trouble 
‘and expense of transport/ng provisions, an order was issued on the llth . 
of September, to muster out of service and honorably discharge the regi- 
ment of footmen forthe Santa Fe expedition, to the sore disappointment 

of many good and brave men and gallant officers. A better regiment: has 
not been raised during the war. These troops were all-paid off in full for 
heir services. : ME M 
With the information before us at the time, the Execulive believes it . 
: was right to raise the regiment; and with the information before the War 
Department at the time, he is not prepared to say it was wrong to dis- 
` wharge them. The result, however, thus far, has proved the discharge of 

the regiment to have been an expedient measure. If it was wrong to or- 
:ganize this regiment, the letters of the Executive to tbe Secretary of War 
.Shew that the blame is properly charged to the Executive. It was upon 
his advice that the requisition was made. He gave credence to a rumor, 
:and acted upon that and other information, which" proved-in part to be un- 
«founded. If he erred, all that he can answer, is, that the crror wasan 
-effort to serve his country. In war, however, we are often justifiable in 
-acting upon rumors, because it frequently happens that certain and positive 
«information cannot be had from an enemy's country. 

With ihis regiment of infantry, the business of raising troops for the 
last year was brought toa close. The whole number of troops raised for 
the Mexican service probably exceeded four thousand five hundred. ‘The 
Texas regiment numbered about 700; the first regiment of mounted :men | 
for Santa Fe about 1,000; the second about 1,000 more: the first regiment - 

.:9f foot for Santa Fe 'about 1,000;. the companies not forwarded to Texas 
„about 500; and the two extra battalions, one foot, the other horse, about 
:500 more. . Besides these troops for. Texas and Santa Fe, forty companies, 
varying from sixty to. ons hundred men each in number—3,000 to 4,000 in 
-all—were organized for frontier defence. And, in addition to these, it is 
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suppósed; that the ‘services of from four to six:thousand! more were tene; 
dered: to: the Executive for the Mexican war, making the. whole number: 
but litfle‘sliort of fifteen thousand men. LENS 

"There are seme incidental expenses that attended: the raising:and organe. 
izing these troops, which have not been paid; most, if not ull of which. 
the United: States Government will ultimately pay, if presented in a. pro- ` 
per shape. A portion of the accounts for these expenses-can be properly: 
cerlified, but another portion, in consequence of the absence of the offig 
cers-who. contracted the debts, cannot be properly certified until they: ree: 
turn from the Santa Fe expedition. As the whole: of these claims, howe: 
ever, cannot amount to very much, and as.the claimants are in want of 
their"money, the propriety of making an appropriation to. pay them off;is: 
respectfully récommended. . In the settlement of these claims, a compee 
tent. agént would havé. the accounts and certificates so arranged as to n» 
sure & speedy settlement of the accounts with the War Department, and 
_ the prompt return of the money advanced by the States Provision for the 
appointment of such an agent, is, therefore, respeettully recommendad. E 
— The expenses unpaid consist of provision accounts, ferriages, transpot» 
tation, a few express accounts, and others for materials furnished .the vol- 
untéers in fitting them out for the expedition, “fo. these: may. be added, 
whatever may be ailowed the seven companies forwarded to. St. Louis, 
under the order from General Gaines, and which were not mustered: intó: 
the service of the United. States, but returned home. it is believed that 
an appropriation of ten thdusand dollars would cover all of these claims, 

The seven companies jast alluded to, are clearly entitled to pay from 
the United States, and if it should be advanced by. the State, it must ulti- 
mately be refunded by’ the United States. These companiog;were fully: 
embraced: in the acceptance of the President. He. accep:ed all the troops 
-that had left when au order from’ the Executive, who Ww s then at Wash: 
ingtan City, could reach the Adjutant General of the. State, requiring him, 
to. change the direction of those not already gone, from ‘Texas to:ssanta: 
Fe. ‘These seven companies had gone from 80 to 180 miles on their way 
to. Texas, before it was~ practicable lor the order from the Executive to 
reach the Adjutant ‘eneral, which clearly places them within the:accep: 
tance of the President. . l 

In addition to this acceptance from the President, thereis an order from 
the War Department, which acceptedstheentire regiment called for by Gen. 
Gaines, and of course these seven companies as part of that regiment.— 
That order is dated May 22, 1546, and is from Adjutant General R. Jones, 
to Maj. Gen. E. P. Gaines, a copy of which was furnished the Executive - 
in the following words: 

“I am instructed by the Secretary of War, to say that the service of the 
volunteer regiment of foot of the State of Missouri, tendered by "Governor 
Edwards, and accepted by you at New. Orleans, about the 4th of May, 
have been accepted aad will be regarded as a portion of the force called 
into the serv ce of the United States, by tbe authority of the President.” 
This order is signed by Adjuthnt General Jones, and removes every shad- 
ow of a doubt as to the question whether the Uni:ed States accepted ihe 
servicess of these troops or not, and as to the obligation to pay fur their ser- 
_ vices. 

The claims of several officers whose duties have been mucn increased 
by the war, are respectfully recommended to the attention of the Legisla. 
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ture. ‘The Adjutant General, Military Secretary, and other portions of 
the staff of the Commander-in-chief, have performed important duties for. 
which they are entitled to remuneration. The case of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral and Military Secretary are particularly recommended to the attention 
of the Legislature. mE DE 

The Executive is not prepared to close this message without alluding to 
the hard fought battles of Palo Alto, Resaca de la Palma and Monterey. 
The ‘bravery and gallantry of the trocps and officers engaged in achieving 
these important victories, entitle them to the highest praise and the lasting 
remembrance of their countrymen, Nor can the Executive pass unnotic- 
ed, the conquest of New Mexico, bloodless, it is true, but not, therefore, 
the less honorable to those ~ho made it. In the opinion of many, he is the 
best commander who conquers his foe at the least expense to his own forces, 
while the victory, in which the best and bravest spirits of the country .are 
sacrificed, carries with ita loss which goes far to counterbalance the ad- 
vantages gained overthe adversary. -To tFeseachievments may be added 
the conquest of California, an event ranking in importance with the con- 
quest of New Mexico. l | 

It is gratifying to be able to add in conclusion, that the volunteers from 
Missouri, whether sent forward to the south or the west, as far as informa- 
tionhas becn received from them, have acted thcir part ina manner cred- 
itable to themselves and highly honorable to their State.

Teachers, 
and also of a plan ef Common School Education. .

Gentiemen:—The Senate and House resolutions, calling for the details 
of the plan of a school for the preparation of teachers, and also of a plan 


. of commun school education for the State, as early as they could be con- 


veniently prepared, were received in the begining of the session; out other 
imperative dutics, and the great d:füculty of compressing the details into 
a communication of reasonable length, have prevented me from giving the 
answers in time to be acted on at the present session. | 
` Another serious difficulty presented itself. Any plan which can be pre- 

pared, will require some funds to. put it in operation. ‘The State has an 
ample supply'of these, but none Gf them are in a condition to be easily 
commanded, having been placed where the Legislature wouid refuse to 
control them, or where, if the Legislature was disposed to take the manage- 
ment of them, another department of the government might interpose to 
prevent them from exercising that power. Under these circumstances, 
with the debts already hanging over the State, it has seemed difficult to 
move in the matter with much prospect of success. 

It is evident, since the rejectic n of the new constitution, which contained 
some of the most favorable features on the subject of common schools, 
and which features contributed so largely to the defeat of that instrument, 
that if we intend to encourage the cause of education for the future, we must 
do it on some plan which will.costs but little money; and the only plan of 
this character, presenting itself,is the school for the preparation of teachers, 
and even this will require funds to put it in operation. C 

In tbe plan of this school, it is proposed to combine several important 
principles, which, if they can be carried out successfully, must make the 
school itself successful; and, with the success of this school, all the common 
schools connected with it must succeed also, and that too, at nearly no ex- 
pense to the public, or to individuals, or to any other body, except to the 
school for the preparation of teachers.— The only aid required will be the 


- fund to put the school fer teachers in operation, the prominent feature of 


the plan being to make the students 1n this school work or pay for their: 
education as they are getting it, and then to make them pay for it again, 
by teaching the common schools, which send them to the school for teach- 
ers. This seems to be placing the whole burthen upon the students to be

prepared for teachers, and this is nearly true; but they will, not withstand- 
ing this, be the greatest gainers by the plan, and will, therefore, not com- 
plain but seek the situation. 

The principles proposed to be combined in the plan of the school for 
teachers, are these: Ist. Only such students as are somewhat advanced, 
and such as can be selected for their morals, capacity, and industrious ha- 
bits—such as will make their own expenses—should be received; 2nd, ‘The 
students should be required to work a given portion of their time, say one 
half, so as to make their expenses, and more if practicable, and to devote 
the other half to their studies; 3d, The best implements and the most im- 
proved machinery, should be placed in the hands of the students, so as to 
enable them in that half of their time devoted to labor, to make at least as 
much as by common labor, ordinary hands could make in the whole of their 
time; 4th, Every student, officer, teacher, and manager connected with the 
institution, should be interested in the profits of the labor; 5th, The ex- 
penses of teaching should be diminished, by placing a large number of 
;iudents under the same teacher, and by making the more advanced students- 
each the younger classes; 6th, Each student should be required to teach 
the common schoól of his own neighborhood a given length of time, in 
consideration of his being permitted to enter the school for teachers; 

As observed before, if these principles can be carried out successfully, 
then it follows that the school for the preparation of teachers must be suc- 
cessful, and that, too, measurably, without money—without charge upon 
any fund except that created by the institution itself, and the fund netes- 
sary to put itin operation. "The power to carry out these principles süc- 
cessfully, may be best determined by examining each one separately. 'Éhis 
will now be done. 7 

Ist. Only suchstudents as are somewhat advanced, and as cari be selected 
for their morals, capacity, studious and industrious habits—such as would 
make their own expenses—should be received in this school. Each town- 


ship wishing to do so, snould be allowed to send a student to this school - 


annually; but none should be.compelled to do so till the experiment is 
fairly tested, if then. The students should be selected by the votes of a_ 
majority of those having children in the district or township to educate. 
Of course, the natural disposition in most cases would be, to select the 
young man who was superior in capacity, good morals, studious habits, 
and willingness and ability to work. There would, at least be no 
difficulty in doing so; and if, in any case, a district or township should fail 
to do so, and should send a student of a wrong character, the power should 
exist to dismiss him promptly and to send him home. ~ 


9nd. The students should be required to work. The first principle re- 
quires the proper meterial to make teachers, and this requires the proper 


use of that material. No student should be permitted to enter this school - 


who has not been raised to work. The school is not intended to give to 
young men industrious habits. Its main objectis to prepare hard werking, 
industrious, and meritorious young men to teach the eommon schools of 
the country, and to fit them for the various other duties of life. Manual 
labor schools ean be sustained only by industrious, hardworking, and. moral 
men. They must always fail whére other classes are permitted to enter them. 
Labor is really painful to the effeminate, and such as havc been raised iü 
ease and idleness, while those who have been raised to work are benepfit- 
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ted by beingkept at ita. portion of every day. 1t promotes their health and 
strength and vigor of intellect, and preserves und strengthens their con- 
stitutions, and prolongs life. To confine boys accustomed to labor, even 
for afew years, in close rooms, without exercise, is to killthem off. A 
proper amount of labor is as necessary to them as wholesome food. All 


this being.so,.our second principle can be carried out in practice. The 


time allowed for study is ample. Half the time devoted to close and hard 
:mental-exercise is sufficient for men of the most vigorous constitutions. 

. 8rd. The best implement;, and the most improved machinery, should be 
„placed in the hands of.the students. This should be done to enable them 
"to apply their labor to the best advantage. Almost every man is now 
&yare of the great improvements in. machinery, and the vast amount of 
Jabor which a single hand can perform, with the aid of a few hundred dol- 
Jars.properly invested in the improved machinery of the age. Thus aided, 
one man will do, not only double the amount of common libor, but the 


wotk of twenty, perhaps of forty hands. None are better qualified to ° 


;manage machinery, or to manufacture successfully, than the young men 
selected from the different parts of the State, for their good morals, indus- 
trious habits, and superior capacity. Labor of this kind will be infinftely 
more profitable in such a school, than ordinary farming operations, which 
are now unprofitable under the most iudustrious and. skillful managers. 
But more is said here than was required. The principle is, that we must 
;place the best implements and machinery in the hands of the students. Of 
‘course there can be no cifliculty in this. 

4th. Every student, ófficer, teacher and manager, should be interested 
in the profits of the institution, and should be somewbat dependent on 
them. A certain amount of them should be set apart io censtitute a fund 
to meét the expenscs of the institution. ‘The overplus should be divided, 


according to some given rule, among the students, officers, teachers and 


others. -If the institution is properly managed, there must be a surplus 
after paying all reasonable expenses. The division of this surplus, as 


. above stated, would interest every peison connected with the institution in 
„having it properly managed. The profits of manufacturing various articles 


in this country, ought to be immense, and would be in every case where 
the business, was properly and skillfully managed. In each department of 
labor, of course, a skillful instructor and mechanic would be required. 

. 9th. A large numberof studen:s should be placed under the same teach- 
er; and the more advanced students should teach the younger classes. T'he 
best mode of imparting knowledge to young men, is by lecturing. By 
this mode, a man can teach as many as can come within the sound of .his 


‚voice, about as easily as he can teach.a common.class. The best learned," . 


and most interesting and eloquent men in the country, should be employed 


for this purpose. A few such men could instruct hundreds of students.— 


The plan of making the better advanced students instruct the younger 
classe:, might be successfuily adopted. An olderandan zdvanced student 


cannot be better employed than in instructing the younger classes.. As 
‘the object of this.school is to make teaches, this part of the plau would 
-be important, in fact, essential in preparing them. .By this part of the 
.plan, instead of a professor, with a large salary, for.every class et fifteen 
gr twenty students, on for every two or three hundred, might be.wade to 
answer the purposes well. These students,.as far.as they were. prepared 
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to instruct correctly, could impart their knowledge as accurately as the 
most learned nian. This part of the pian would produce an immense sav- 
ing. Of the success of this principle there can be no doubt. - -> 

6th. This principle requires the student to teach thé common school 

which sends him to the school for teachers, a given length of time. It 
may be doubted whether a student, after working and pay ing for his educa- 
tion as headvanced, woul t like afterwards to pay for it a second time, by 
teaching his own township school without pay, for any given period; but _ 
this would be a matier to be setiled before the student entered the school 
for the preparation of teachers. If necessary, bund and security might be 
required of him, or of some of his friends, that he would teach the town- 
ship school the stipulated time. The term of the school for teachers should 
be two or three years. Three years wouid be better for all the parties; 
beiter for the student, because he would be educated a year longer; letter 
for the school for teachers, because that would have his services a year 
longer; and because h's labor would te worth more in the third year than 
in either the first or the second; better for the township. because he wou'd 
be better quslfied to teach the township school, and berause that could 
send one more student fora term of three vears, than it would be proper 
to send for a term of two, in carrying out the plan of theschool. Six 
months would be about the proper time to require the prepared teachers 
to superintend the township schools; and this ought to be during the fail, 
winter aud spring months, The latter part of the spring, thé summer and 
the beginning of fail, shouid be employed in labor by the larger, among 
the male students of the common schools. The time spent in teaching 
would be no loss to the teacher. Xo young man engaged in acquiring an 
education, can be better employed than in teacling a common school, even 
without pay. While thus engaged, he reviews iis own studies, acquires 
additional knowledge, and learns to make a proper use and application of 
what he has acquired. Much of all this is known from experience and 
practical observation to be true. There would be no difficulty in procur- 
ing a sufficiency of young men at all times to keep the school full.. ` The 
inducements to enter it, would be sufficientiy strong to prevent any want 
of candidates fur admission. The proper books and maps, suitable appar- 
atus, competent teachers, learned ànd eloquent lecturers, a matured and 
. well digested system of instruction, comfortable grounds and buildings, the 

- necessary preparations for applying labor in the most profitable manner, 
ihe prospect of acquiring a useful tradé, or of becoming skilled in the use 
and management of machinery, steam power, aud the steam engine, or of 
acqui:ing more information in regard to agricultural pursuits, would’ be 


. strong attractions lor the class of young men wanted, however repugnant 


seme of these things might be to a different class of students. But these 
are only a small portion of the inducements which might be offered. The 
young men would be prepared for any of the duties-of life—they would 
be prepared to become justices of the peace, justices of the county' courts, 
sheriffs, clerks of the circuit and. county courts, ministers of the gospel, . 
members of the legislature, lieutenant governors, or governors, members — 
of congress, or officers of any other character, as well as mechanics and - 
farmers, or teachers of the common schools. And there are many ‘other 
inducements; but it is found necessary to omit many important details, in 
order to keep this communication within reasonable limits. 

itis by no means the intention to propose, at this time, that a sufficient 
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number of teachers should be prepared in this school to supply eath dis- 
trict school in the State. No doubt there are many wealthy neighborhoods 
where they would prefer selecting a class of teachers different from those 
educated in the school for teachers, and it should be' left optionary with 
those having children to educate to select such teachers‘as they preferred. 
But such districts or townships as preferred having their schools taught by 
the character of men prepared at this school, should be permitted'to do so. 
Each district or township school wishing to do so, should send one student 
annually. Each student should remaiu three years. We have‘now about . 
seven hundred schools. "Three students from each of these would: make . 
twenty-one hundred to be taught at the same time. The school; at this 
rate, would receive seven hundred students annually, and discharge: seven 
hundred ieachers. The namber might be increased to any extent; and if. 
the school was properly managed, the increase of numbers would diminish | 
proportionally the expense, and enlarge the profits of the institution. 

A brief notice of the expenses and the mode of meeting them in part, 
may begiven. Ist. The grounds on which to erect the buildings. These 
must be purchased with some public fund. But few would be needed. - 
Farming would be too unprofitable to be followed by such a school, ex- 
cept as an experiment. "The grounds could be improved and: ornamented: 
by the students. 

2nd. The buildings. In the beginning,-a few of these would have to be 
erected at public expense. The balance could be erected by the students, 
to e the increase of their operations and the encouragement of the 
schocl. : ; 
~ 8rd. Books, maps and apparatus. The first supply of these would have 

to be purchased at public expense; but books could be printed, not only 
for this school, but for all the common schools of the country, by the students, 
and at cheap rates, and: yet for handsome profits. In a short tin-e, much 
of the apparatus needed: might be made by the students themselves. The 
a and the balance of the apparatus, would be a charge upon some 
und. 

4th. The implements and machinery. This would be a heavy cost, and 
in the outset would have to be met by some publie fund. This cost might 
be met by the school after the first supply. A machine shop should be ad- 
ded to the institution. Tools of various kinds might be made by the students. 
At this time, we import almost every thing of the kind. Our scythes, 
reap-hoods, axes, hoes, shovels, spades, hames, scythe handles, pitch forks, 
plows, trace chains, and many other things, are imported and used in 
large amounts. Al! of these things, and many more, might be manufac- 
tured with profit if the mechanical ingenuity in the country was properly 
developed. 

Sth. The loss of labor to the parents. This would have to be a sacri- 
fice on their part, for the advancement of their sons. . Most pareats would | 
cheerfully pay for the education of their sons, and make a sacrifice of their 
time in addition, if they had the means and could spare them to pay for 
that education. If any should be unwilling to sacrifice the labor of their 
children, under such circumstances, they would of course refuse to let them 
be selected by their townships to be sent to the school for teachers. This 
loss of time, then, would be no expense to the institution, but a sacrifice 
on the part of parents for the benefit of their sons, made in order to place 
ve s 95 A 
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them in one of the best institutions of the country. It should DE one of the : d 
verv best in ail its departments. 

6th. The pay of teachers would bea heavy item of expense.: The bons j 
men and the best teachers should be procured.. No expense should’ bé > 
spared in procuring them. Whatever was iaught should be correctly taught 
and well taught. The young men sent to each the. district or township: - 
schools, should impart nothing but true knowledge. The farmer or the > 
mechanic—the shoemaker or the miller—the blacksmith or the carpenler— 
the spinner or the weaver—tne engineer or the machine maker, if properly. 
instructed himself, can impart knowledge as correctly as the lawyer or phys" 
sician, the merchant or divine. ‘There is now, and always will be good sense * 
enough, in most of our townships, to make them properly appreciate such :- 
men as teachers. In thenature of things, this must always be so in perhaps. 
nineteen out of twenty of all our townships. ~The mass of us must always * 
work for our bread; and this being so, it cannot be -disreputahle.to work. 
But the pay of the teachers must be an expense upon some fund, ` 

7th. The lodging of the students. This should be at the institution,.and- 
contiguous to their studies and labors. The ordinary evils of lodging stu- . 
dents. together would not exist in this institution. In the first place, they 
would be men selected for good morals and good habits; and, in and the. 
second place, after spending one half the day in hard study and the other 
half in hard labor, they would not find it difficult to sleep during the night. 
But as this is not intended as a school to correct the morals, manner or 
habits of young men, if any man, found deficient in either, he should be. 
promptly dismissed: and betore he had contaminated others. 

8th. The boarding. In so large a school the fare might be tolerably 
good, and yet the boarding made cheap. A portion of the. food, perhaps a 
large part ot it, might he raised by the students. It might create a smile 
to say that a mill should he attached to such a school, and-that that mill 
should be driven by steam powcr, and that power of steam, and the char- 
acter of the engine, and its use and management should be made one of 
the studies of the pupils, so that while they were making thcir bread they 
might be acquiring the most useful knowledge that cau “now be imparted 
to men for ths ordinary purposes of life;. and. yel the design is to say this 
very thing, because the use of steam power and of the steam engine is now 
becoming : so common and so well understood, and is found to be so valua- 
ble, that almost every man who is a mechanic or cullivates a large farm, 

should beas familiar with the use and management of an engine as with 

that of his own horse. The washing and cooking for one or two thousand 
students could be done mainly by steam and almost as cheap as for one or 
two hundred. Being plain boys, unaccustomed to the delicacies and luxu- 
ries of lite, they would be well content with a sufficiency of plain and 
wholesome food. 

9th. The clothing. This would be a large item ia the expense. A 
portion of it would be brought with the student; but this would not half 
equal the amount which should be furnished by the school and carried 
away with them at the end of their term; and, therefore, would 
not lessen thé expense. A manufactory of both cotton aud woolen cloth . 
and of hemp:should be connected with this institution for several pur poses: 
first, to make the material lor clothing; second, to instruct the students in 
the business of manufacturing; third, “as a means of introducing that busi- 
ness into thecountry; fourth, to instruct the students in the use of machinery; 
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fifth, to give them a wider field for studying the power of steam.atid the 
use and management of the steam engine; sixth, to enable ihem:/to make 
the means of.sustaining the institution; and seventh, to enable them to 
-make a profit for themselves, the officers, teachers and others of the insti- 
tution. : But this. is deviating froin or going beyond the effort to meet 
the expense for clothing. in making the material into ciothing, a further 
expense would be incurred under this head which would have iu be met. 
. It might.seem to be extending this plan too far, to say that a female in- 
stitution, upon the same principles, for the education of female teachers for 
the common schools, might be very well connected with the male school, 
and situated. but a tew rnilés distant from it. This could. be. made even. 
more profitable.than the male school; and each could be made to contri« 
‘bute to thé success of the other. The idea might prevail with some, that 
it would not be reputable in our females to work, and especially ina manu- 
factory, for an educatior; but allfoliv of this character would soon be'cu:ed. 
A residence of two or three years, in a well conducted manuiactory, with 
proper, boos and studies and suitable instructors, would place the young la- 
dies thus employed, so far in advance of their former assbciates,.in taste, 
intellect, manners, beauty.and business habits, that the situation -would 
afterwards be eagerly sought, instead of being shunned. It is: not uncom- 
‘mon for very well educated young ladies, in some of the caster Sfates, to 
spend the summer in teaching female schools, and the winter in spinning 
or weaviug.in.one of the large manufacturing establishments, The com- 
mon school for males should be taught in the winter, when the labor of 
—-amales is less in demand and less valuable; and that for females and small 
boys, in the summer, when they are subject to little exposure. Besides the 
"business of manufacturing, the female scheo! could be well employed in 
making: clothing for themselves, for the male school, and for sale 
generally. By this part of the plan, they would be*taught-one of the most 
essential duties which our female population has to perform; and almost 
every neighborhood in the State would in a few years have nat only plenty 
of female teachers, but plenty of female tailoresses, a character hardly less 
useful in many paris of the country than the female teachers. In, this way 
the expense of working the material into clothing for the maie school could 
be met and made a means of instruction,  . i ae E. PN 
~ It will be observed, that there is nothing compulsory in-this plan till the 
student enters the school, when a strict and rigid discipline must be kept 
up; but even this will bear light upon that character of men disposed to 
discharge their duties properly; and all others should be prompily dismissed. 
-No township is required to send a student unless it chooses, and no student 
is required to enter the school unless he seeks the situation, and no parent 
is required to dispense with the services of his son unless-he makes a vol- 
untarv sacrifice of them to advance the interest of bis son by having him 
educated. No doubt these situations would be sought by students mainly 
- ‘from the poorer families; but this would be an advantage both to the coun- 
‘try arid to the school; to the country because it would improve the condi- 
‘tion of the poor, ail to the school because the poor boy, accustomed to 
‘labor.at home, would work more cheerfully at school; and unaccustomed 
to ease, idleness or any of the luxuries of life, he would be better content 
with the ‘severities, the hard labor and rigid discipline of the school for 
teachers. And no matter how poor, if correctly educated. himself, he 
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could educate.others correctly. His learning would not be soiled by mix- - 
ing it with his labor or hringing it in contact with his poverty. 

This would be a proper school at which to give the student some mili- 
tary knowledge. ‘This would cause no loss of time—studies of this char- 

acter would aid them in other branches. A parade of an hour or two 
once in each week, and on public occasions, would be a recreation and a 
matter of amusement and pleasure rather than a labor and a Joss of time. 
In his term of three years, each student might be rendered competent to 
command a company, without missing the time spent in studying the dis- 
cipline of the soldier. The same course might be pursued 1n the common 
schools. There could be no better exercise for the boys; and no amuse- 
ment equal to it, or preferable to them could be invented. 

The proüts and beneficial results from this institution to the country 
would be immense. About seven hundred common schools are reported 
as being in operatien. These require seven hundred teachers, who are 
picked up as they can be found, many of them men of bad characters and 
worse qualifications; teaching errors which require double time and ex- 
pense to unteach them. Thesc schools report, say fifty thousand students, 
less than half of whom, however, may never enter the schools. To edu- 
cate this number half a year, at the rate say of $10 00 per year, would 
cost $250,000. Say fifty cents is paid on each student out of the proceeds 

-of the common school funds, and this expense would be reduced to $225,- ` 
000. Now, with this sum, which is expended annually, and no doubt 
much more in the educatiun of children in this State, the grounds, build- 
ings, books, maps and apparatus, implements and machinery—for such an 
institution as has been described, to turn out seven hundred teachers annu- 
ally, can be purchased and the institution pat in operation, and carried on 
afterwards, successfully, by its own labor. This would be a saving of 
$225,000 annually to the people. Such a school, under proper managers 
could begin on a smaller scale, and work its way upwards, with but little 
aid. But neither the full details of the plan, nor ofthe advantages of it to 
the country can be given in this communication. E 

The details of the plan for common schools asked for would be very 
mueh simplified by adopting the plan of establishing a school for teachers. 
All the machinery for the management of the school funds would become 
useless in the townships connecting themselves with the school for the pre- 
paration of teachers. The duties of the townships or school districts 
would be to prepare school houses, to select students to be sent to the 
schoo] for teachers, and to scnd their children to the common schools when 
they were taught. Most of theintricacy and complicated machinery of 
the common school system might be transferred to the school for the pre- 
paration of teachers, in regard to all the district and township schools 
which might choose to conncct themselves with that institution. 

If the plan here proposed, should seem to meet with any favor, the de- 

. tails in full can be given to the next Legislature, and with them the details 
of a plan for the common schools connected with the school for teachers. 
By that time, too, some means may be devised of putting the school in op- 
eration. It is time something effective was done. The subject of educa- 
tion is of higher importance than any other. The few cents distributed 
from the school funds accomplish but little. We want a system that will 
give a permanent school to each township at least one-half the year.— 
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it is helieved that the plan proposed with the aid and consent of the town- 
ships themselves, will accomplish this object.

JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE PENITENTIARY. - 
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To the General Assembly of the Stateof Missouri: 


... The joint committee on the Penitentiary respectfully report, that they 
-have examined the documents referred to them, and have investigated the 
manner in which the Penitentiary is conducted. The institution has here- 
tofore been less useful than was desirable, from the want of sufficient room 
-and an adequate number of cells for separate confinement of convicts, and 
other suitable buildings for carrying op the operations of the Penitentiary. 
The new range of cells now in progress, appears to be well planned and 
arranged, and, so faras the work has been done, it appears to have been 
executed’ in a substantial manner. When completed, it will enable the 
lessees to’ keep the convicts: in separate cells, and will contribute much to 
the preservation of order and discipline in the Penitentiary. The habit of 
crowding several convicts into the same cell at night, and at other time, 
when they are not engaged at labor, has a corrupting and demorahzing 
influence on them; enables them to form associations and conspiracies to 
escape, and plot mischief, and to concert plans for future depredations, 
after their release. By the completion of these cells, more room will be 
afforded in the other buildings for various necessary purposes. The area 
included within the outer walls of the Penitentiary, :s too small, and 
ought to be enlarged, At present, a large number of the convicts are en- 
gaged in the manufacture of hemp; but none of them are engaged in the 
manufacture of tobacco, as was contemplated by the act providing for 
leasing the Penitentiary. The reason given by the lessces for their failure 
to engage in the manufacture of tobacco, is, that they have not room 
withio the wallsto erect a factory for that purpose. To afford a remedy . 
for this evil, and to furnish sufficient room for other purposes, the commit — 
tee recommend that an extension of’ the wallsmay be made on the western 
side, so as to include the warden’s house. Between the present western: 
wall and Lafayette street, is a space of one. hundred arid sixteen feet 
which, if inclosed with a wall similar to the other outer walls of the Peni- 
- tentiary, would afford ample room for a tobacco factory and for many oth. 
er useful purposes, and would greatly facilitate the work and business car. 
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ried on by the convicts. The present western wall should be'retained, and 
the convicts should hever be kept in the outer inclosure, except when en- 
gaged at work under the actual supervision of the guarus. It is very de- 
sirable that a considerable number of convicts should be kept at the man- ` 
ufaciuresof tobacco, in order that ihe number engaged in the ordinary me- 
chanie trades may be diminished: To keep a large number of convicts 
engaged in the mechanic trades, brings them isto direct competition with 
the ordinary uselul mechanics of the country, and tends to degrade and 
injure those necessary branches of business, by introducing into the same 
a large number of degraded and dishonest persons. ‘This should be avoid- 
ed as lar as possible, and the extension of the outer walls will tend to di- 
minish this great evil. It is probable that the wall to enclose the entire 
space between — street and the present western wall, could be con- 
structed for about three thousand dollars, and it would be good policy to 
make an appropriation for that purpose. The extension-of the walls and 
the completion of the new range of culs, will enable the.lessees to con- 
duct the institution with more order, method, system and regularity; the 
promiscuous and demoralizing interéouise of the convicts may then be pre- 
vented, and there will be more eticouragement to attend to their moral im- 
provement ancreformation. The commitiee believethat in these particu- 
lars there is much necessity for improvement in the management of the 
institution, and that the aitention of the inspectors, lessees and officers of — 
the Penitentiary should be constantly directed to the reformation of the 
prisoners, and that that description of intercourse which tends to convert 
the institution into a school of vice and crime should be prohibited. A 
chaplain has been empioved, who regaleily preaches to the convicts, and 
who has discharged his duties with proper fidelity; but the committee be- 
lieve that stil further efforts should be mace te improve the moral condi- 
tion of the prisoners, ia order that, when released trom coufinement, they 
may be prepared and disposed to act as honest men, and not again engage 
in the perpctration of crime. t 
The conduct of the lessees has heen a subject of complaint, and has not 


been altogether irce from cause of censure; but they bave generally man- 
ested a disposition to manage the institution ina proper manner. 

Most of the cells appear to have been generally kept in a dry, healthful 
condition, but the committee Lave learned that for sc me time six or eight 
cells were in a wet, damp and unhealihy condition, in consequence of the 
windows being in bad repair. The ofiicers state that orders were given to 
the convicts tu repair the windows of their respective cells, and that time, 
materials and opportunity, were aflorded to them to do so, and most of 
them complied with the order, and kept their cells in proper repair and con- 
dition; but that in about ha.f a dezen instances the convicts failed to repair 
windews, and consequently the rain blew in, and the cells became damp 
and wet. It is highly probable that among such a collection of convicts, 
there will be some who will be so perverse and imprevident, as to fail to 
make such repairs, even when the same are necessary for their own health 
and camtort, bat it is the duty of the lessees at all times to keep the cells 
in a dry, healthful condition, aud -to enforce their orders to that éffect.— 
The yards, cells, and all the buildings, should be kept clean and dry, and 
proper attention to cleatiliness should be uniformly observed in relation: to 
the persons, clothing and lodging of the convicts, and orders to effect 
rhese objects should be made, and prompt and strict obediencethereto en- 
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- forced... On ohe occasion, a sick convict was exposed to rain, and his cell- 
rendered damp in consequérice of. the condition of the window, which he 
had failed.to repair; but such occurrences should not be tolerated by the 

. effcers. ^ — box i 

The. amount of sickness among the convicts during the past year 
does not appear to have been greater than among a similar number of 
citizens in the adjacent country; and the number of severe attacks of 
disease ‘has not been great. The hospital prepared at the expense of the 

. State, has been converted by the: lessees into workshops, and the sick 
have been kept in cells that are not weil calculated to render the condition 
of sick men:comtortable. The réason-for this is, that the Hospital is not 
strong enough«to keep prisoners safe. This.objection might be obviated, 
by providing the doors and windows of the hospital with strong iron bars 
and grating, and this should be done unléss some apartments suitable for 

-a hospital be prepared for the sick. Probably three of the larger cells 
could be connected by doo:s, and provided with proper means of ventila- 
tion, so as to answertihe purposes of a temporary hospital; but by the 
terms of the lease, the State is not bound to build any additional work- 
shops; and if: the extension of the walls above recommended should be 
made, it would be just and proper thaf the lessees should erest therein a 
suitable hospital in lieu of the building erected for that purpose by the 
State, and by them converted into workshops for their own use. The 
Penitentiary should be provided with a hospital that could at all times be 
properly warmed and ventilated,, and so constructed as .to be safe and 
easily guarded, and proper nurses And attendance for the sick should al- 
ways be farnished by the lessees, | Ii the outer wall be extended west-: 
wardly to Lafeyette street, a hospital may be so located und constructed. 
as to be convenient and comfortable, and in which the sick convicts can 
be easily guarded and attended. Itis the true interest of the lessees to 
pursue that course that will contribute to the health of the convicts; and gen- 
erally,such seems to have been their aim and purpose; but in a few instances 
there has been a failure to adopt the course. best calculated to effect that 
objecte. The common, rougn, strong fare of the Penitentiary is not suita-. 
ble for a sick man; and in all cases of sickness, a lighter diet should be 
furnished under the direction of the physician. | | 

Complaints havc been made in relation to:the ordinary food furnished 
-to the convicts. From tbe: inquiries made by the committee, they have 
been induced to believe that the food of the convicts is usually plain, 
rough, coarse and wholesome, and generally furnished in sufficient quan- 
tities; but there js reason to believe that- sometimes there has been a want 
of sufficient care in preparing and cooking it. During last spring and 
summer, the.convicts were fed principally on bacon, many pieces of which 
were partially spoiled and.unfit for use; “It appears. that orders were giv. 

- en to. those engaged in issuing and.preparing the food, that no unsound 
meat should be cooked. or given to the convicts, but that occasionally bad 
meat.was furnished (o them; but the officers testify that at all times there 
was a sufficient amount of sound, who'esome meat prepared and ready, 
and that they were always at liberty to make, compleint to an officer in at- 
tendance for that purpose, and to be furaished with wholesome food. The 
committee believe that there was no intentional design to furnish unsound 
food to the convicts, but that through inadvertence and negligence, such 
has been sometimes the case; and, they express the opinion that the utmost. 
vigilance and care should He exereised, to avoid such eronnds or complaint. 
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. The committee believe. thatin the spring and summer the health of thé: 
convicts, and the interest of the lessees, would be promoted, by farnish- ? 
ing the convicts.with a greater proportion of fresh meat, and vegetable: ' 
diet; and that although it is easier at that ssason to procure salted provis- : 
ions, yet the exclusive use of such food is apt to generate certain diseases 
that would not exist, if the convicts were furnished a more varieddiet, 

- The committee have made careful inquiry into the nature and extent : 
of the punishments inflicted on the prisoners, and find that corporeal pun- : 
ishments have been frequently inflicted during the last two years; but that- 
such punishments have not been unnecessarily cruel -or excessive. The: 
punishment has usually been inflicted with a leather strap; and for aggra- 
vated offences, with a rawhide. These punishments have been ioflicted at- ~ 
the discretion of the chief manager of the Penitentiary, without first ob- 
taining a specific order to that effect from the Inspectors. The commit- 
-ee have been informed that more than two years ago, the lessees,applied . 
to the inspectors to prescribe some specific rule in relation to the infliction 
of corporeal punishment, and that they were informed by two ofthe In- 
spectors, that they cou!d not prescribe any general rule which would suit 
all cases, but that the lessees would have to exercise a sound discretion in 
that particular, and inflict corporea! punishments in cases. where such 
punishment might be deemed necessary to the maintenance of proper ore — 
der and discipline, aad be responsible for any excessive or improper exer-- 
cise of that power. d 

The committee are free to express the opinion that proper order and . 
discipline cannot be maintained and enforced among the convicts, with- 
out the infliction of corporeal punishment, and that itis essential to the 
proper government of the Penitentiary, that the convicts should know 
that they are liable to be thus pun'shed, in case of disobedience or mis- 
conduct. Stillthis mode of punishment should not be used indiscrimin- 
ately or.excessively, and the officers should be held to a proper responsi- 
bility for its exercise. The committee believe, that the officers of the 
Penitentiary, should be required to keep a record of all corporeal puhish- 
ments, showing the name of a convict, the name of the officer ordering 
and inflicting the punishment, the nature and aggravation of the offence, 
and the nature and extent of the punishment; which record shall be ex- 
amined by the Inspectors every week and oftener if necessary. The 
present law requires the consent of the Inspectors te be obtained before: 
‘any corporeal punishment car be inflicted; but it x frequently difficult.or 
inconvenient to obtain a meeting of the Inspectors to give such consent. 
at the time needed; and it would probably be expedient to repeal this pro- - 
vision or to provide that it shall be suflicient to obiain the consent of one 
of the Inspectors before corporeal punishment can be inflicted. i 
The committee deem it desirable that the Penitentiary should be more. 

frequently visited by the Inspectors, and that there ought to be harmoni-: 
ous action and co-operation between all the Inspectors and the lessees and: 
officers of the Penitentiary, in order to carry it on successfully, and to: 
cause it to accomplish the objects of itscreation, the punishment of crime: 
and the reformation of the criminal without excessive expense to the 
State. If any abuse of power, neglect of duty or improper conduct in. 
the management of the Penitentiary is at any time discovered by the In- 
spectors or any one of them, they should make it known promptly, boldly — 
and firmly, but in a proper manner and spirit, to the lessees, and to require. 
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the evil complained of to be corrected; andit is: probable that such con- 
duct on the part of the Inspectors would always result ina proper remedy 
for the evil complained of. - : 

It is the duty of the lessees and officers, to comply with such rules, reg- - 
ulations and mode of discipline as shall be prescribed by the inspectors or 
by law, and also to adopt such mode of correction as shall be prescribed 
by the Inspectors; and if any specific rules be thus prescribed, the lessees 
are bound to obey, or subject themselves to a forfeiture of their lease. 
It is the interéstof both the lessees and the State, that there should be no 
collision between them and the officers of the State, and: the committee 
are disposed to believe, that if' rules adapted to the condition of the insti- 
tution be plainly prescribed, and firmly maintained in proper spirit, they 
will generally be obeyed. The Inspecfois should have authority to en- 
force the rules prescribed, for which purpose certain penalties are imposed 
in the accompanying bill 
. The committee herewith submit for the action of the General Assembly, 

a joint resolution and a bill relating to the officers of the Penitentiary. -

OF THE 


JOINT COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO VISIT THE UNIVERSITY 
E AT COLUMBIA. 


- Tur JOINT commirrre appointed by the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives, to visit the State University, and to examine into’ its condi- 
tion and prospects, respectfully submit the*following’ 


REPORT: 


In the discharge of the duty imposed upon them, they proceeded to Co- 
lumbia, and arrived in time to witness a part of the College exercise at the 
close of the fall session, which was just about to terminate;—and the com- 
mittee feel much pleasure, in expressing the gratification which they en- 
joyed, during their attendance upon those exercises, and in bearing their 
testimony to the evident advancement made by the young men of the 
University, in scholarship, as well as in moral and intellectual culture. 

They realized the just expectations with which they had been impressed 
previous to visiting the institution, that it was fully meeting the great ob- 
ject of its creation, and furnishing ample means for tne acquisition of a 
thorough and liberal education. They feel it due to say, that the Board of 
Instruction filling the various professorships, is composed of gentlemen 
well adapted to the stations which they hold; and that in the discharge of 
their laborious and important duties, in the government and management 
of the institation, they manifest much zeal and efliciency. The committee 
believe that, under the liberal patronage and fostering care of the State, 
the influence of the University upon the great cause of popular education, 
will be gradually extended, until its usefulness will be felt and acknowledged 
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throughout the entire State. Every inducement is held out to the citizens 
of Missouri, who desire and intend to educate their sons, to patronize the 
institution which they themselves have founded. In addition to the 
guarantee which able instructors, and a full course of study present, the 
committee would also state, that the location of the University is central, 
in an old aud populous county, bordering on the Missouri river, accessible 
at almost every season of the year, in the healthy, peaceful and quiet vil- 
lage of Columbia; affording every reasonable assurance, that whilst the 
young men of the State are cultivating their intellects and adding to their 
stock of knowledge, in attending upon, and completing the prescribed 
course of study, there are but few exposures to vice, and their morals guard- 

_ed and secured, by being in the midst of a steady, intelligent and moral po- 
pulation. 

The University is situated near the centre of a handsome lawn contain- 
ing some thirty-four acres of land, well set in blue-grass-and upon which 
the natural growth has been preserved, and capable of being much improved ~ 
and beautified at small expense; presenting. an appearance every way 
favorable to study, and calculated to stimulate and press forward the young 
mind in the pursuit of knowledge. l 

The building is a splendid and well finished edifice, containing a large 
and commodious chapel, and twelve lecture, society, and recitation rooms, 
sufficient for the accommodation of three hundred students or more, be- 
sides other apartments that may be devoted to other useful and practical 

urposes. This building was crected by the liberal contributions made 

y the citizens of Boone courty, at a cost of between 80 and $9).000, in 
consideration of ifslocation in their midst, and will remain a lasting monu- 
ment of the interest which they feel in the cause of education. | This fact 
of itself ought ever to secure from the Legislature, a liberal policy in sus- 
taining the institution and giving to it character at home and abroad. = _ 

The committee found the Ccllege buildiug generally in a good slate of 
preservation; inno wise mutilated or damaged. as public bnildings frequent- 
ly are; there are, however, some defects in the roof, which need attention 
to prevent the rain from penetrating. and thereby injuring the plastering 
and the interior of the house; they also observed that, in consequence of 
the ground ascending considerably on the east, bctween the University 
and the President's house, the water is thrown constantly against the 
building, and which fiuds its way into the cellar. creating strong appre- 
hension that unless this difficulty is remedied, it will ultimately, and at no 

-distant day, cause the foundation on that side to give way. . A. small ap- 
propriation would correct these evils now; and, as the Curators have no 
fund which can be spared, to be appropriated -to these objects, the com- 
mittee would recommend that, in responding to the memorial of the 
Board, heretofore presented, asking relief, that the Legislature would take 
irto consideration the suggestions above made, in reference to the preser- 
vation of the building. 

The committee dem it wholly unnecessary to go into a history of the 
origin of the fund constituti:.g its endowment, or a minute detail of the 
finances of the University, or the circumstances which have caused its 
-present embarrassment. ‘They believe that, so far as the Curators are 
concerned, its means have been well husbanded; ‘and the difficulties now 
surrounding i!, have originated in causes which they could not avoid or - 
control. Ifthe Bank of the State of Missouri had continued to declare a — 
dividend of six per centum per annum upon the capital stock belonging to 
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the Seminary Fund, amounting to the sum of $100,000, the University 
would now have been free of debt, and would have ample means, not on- 
ly to meet all its ordinary wants, but also a large fund to be annually 
applied to increasing the library, adding to the already valuable philo- 
sophical -and chemical apparatus, and in otherwise extending the use- 
fulness of the institution. Such, however, has not been the case, and 
the result is, that the University isat this time very considerably in debt, 
without the means to meet its liabilities. "The comniittee, however, are 
. gratified in being abie to state, that, in the last two years, this indebted- 
ness has been much reduced. By the report of the Curators, made to 
the last session of the General Assembly, it would appear that their 
debt amounted, on the first Monday in-October, 1844, to about the suni 
of $15,000; but that, by the aid of a small balance of the subscription 
fund, and by appropriating a portion of the income of the University 
derived from other sources, (but which should have been legitimately 
-applied to the payment of the salary of the Presidint aud Professors, and 
to the increase of the library, philosophical and chemical apparatus,) tlie 
Curators have greatly reduced the debt, as will appear by the following 
extract from their 16port made tothe Secretary of State, and dated Sept. 
2st, 1846: “The indebtedness of the University, at the date of this re- 
port, may be stated as follows, to wit:

As it is entirely doubtful when the last mentioned sum will be realized, 
the debt may be fairly set down, at this time, at the sum of $10,000, and 
the payment of which is now earnestly pressed upon the Board of Cura- 
tors. The question is then asked, how far the Legislature will feel author- 
ized to aid the Curators in the extinguishment of the debt? At the last 
session, the General Assembly empowered the Curators to borrow of the 


Banka sum considered sufficient to satisfy its creditors, but the negotia-- — 


tion failed, and no loan was effected; nor is it probable that the Board 
would meet with any better success now, on application to borrow money 
of the Bank. Assured, as the committee have been, that if the Bank 
continues to declare the same semi-annual dividend that has been declared 
for the last two years, (and which they have every reason to believe it 
will do,) that tue Curators will not only be able to couduet the affairs of 
the University successfully, by placing it upon afirmer ioundation, and 
increasing its prospects of usefulness, but thatthey can also pay the in- 
 terest on the debt, and appropriate annually, as a sinking fund, a sum 
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sufficient to extinguish the principal in ten years, and thereby leave the 
institution entirely tree of debt; and believing, as an act of justice, that | 
the debts which are now hanging heavily upon it, parsiizing its,energies . 
and lessening its means of usefulne SS, should be paid, the committee re- 
commend to the Legislature to loan to the Curators, out of the proceeds 
of the sales of the 5U0,U00 acres of land donated to this State by the act 
of Congress approved Septemoer 4th, 1541, the sum of ten thousand dol- 
Jars, at an interest of six per centum per annem, and herewith report a 
bill to that effect, and recommend its passage. ` 
_ The committee would also call the attention of the Legislature to an- 

other subject, although it does net so much affect the University as it does — 
the great interests connected with the cause of common school education. 
It is known to almost every one who has given any attention to the sub- 
ject, that one principal reason why oursysem of common schools has 
. not been more successful and more generally. adopted, and its advantages 
. more extensively felt and realized throughout the State, has been the dif-

State remun uptiught, and half educ ded theme cives, Just so long we need 
not expect any meat and lasting benefits to be derived from any system, 
however pu whieh may fom time to time be M To remedy 
this evil as far as dr abie now, itis proposed that the Legislature re- 
quire OF the Foard ef Curators to estab.ish an additional Professorship in 
conntction with the University, togbe davoted to the “Theory and Prac- 
tice of Teue ing” and tht there be made «n annual, a»propriation for 
the suppers oi this Professorship, eut of the income of the Common 
Schoo! i'und of the State now invested iu the Stock. of the Bank of the 
State of Miss uri, to continneat least until the. University is enabled to 
discharge its present pccuniary Habilities; arter which, it is believed that 
the Curators, out ef the income of tae Seminary Purd, and other resour- 
ces, will be fully able to carry on the Institution, and sustain the additional 
Professorship, without the further aid or assistance of th: eats By this 
means, there might be kept consiantly at the University, sixty-six young 
men, pursuing a course or study. which would eminently quality them for 
teaching. and jor active usefulness in after life. Thirty-three, equal to 
one irom each Senatorial District. might go out ot the Institution at the 
expiration of each year, alter having been admitted to all the departments 
of instruction, and enjoy ed all the advantages which the University offers, 
free of charge. And inving entered its halls after making a solemn pledge 
in writing, that they would devote a certain specified time to teaching, 
after Completing the prescribed course of study, they would return to the 
districts :totn w.ence they came, prepared to impart successfully to oth- 
ers, the training in the art of teaching, and the knowledge and learning 
which had been imparted to them. fu the selection of youths for this im- 
portant object, regard, of course would always be had to the character 
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and talents of the different applicants foradmission. By this means, it is 
confidently believed, that many promising boys in the country, who are 
without means, might acquire a liberal aud thorough education, and make 

- themselves afterwards usetul to the community as common school teach- 
ers. In comparison to the benefits to be derived from such a system, as 
here recommended, the appropriation necessary to establish the additional 
Professorship, should not for a momeut deter the Legislature from acting. 
The committee are not apprised that so much good can be effected for 
this noble object, by an expenditure so small, in any other way. The 
therefore recommend that an appropriation of one thousand dollars a year 
be made outof the income of the Coinmon Schoo! Fund of the State, for 
the support of said Professorship; and that a law be passed, authorizing 
and requiring the Curators of the University ;to establish the same as soon 
as practicabte.- By this means, it is believed, that the University and the 
common school, may be made to act reciprocally and beneficially on each 
other; their interests identified and blended inseparably; and cach so much 
strengthened and improved by the aid of the the other, that the sphere of 
their united influence will be widened, until favorably felt in every county 
and neighborhood throughout the State. 

For a more minute detail of the affairs of the University, embracing its 
expenditures and its debts, its edifice and its grounds, its library and its 
apparatus, its instruction and discipline, the committee would refer to the : 
Report of the Board of Curators, and of the President of the University, 
made to the Secretary of State, and heretofore submitted to the General 


Assembly, during its present session.

To the Honorable, the Senate: 


GENTLEMEN: , - 
By an act approved March 98, 1845, page 228, five hundred dollars 
were appropriated to defend Preston Mulnix, sheriff of Adair eounty, in- 
dicted in Davis county, Iowa, for exercising the duties of his office in the 
disputed territory. g5 

By another act of the last legislature, approved March 25, 1845, two 
thousand dollars were appropriated to pay the expenses of an agreed case 
authorised by thatact to be made up between this St:te and the State oc 
lowa, in regard to the northern boundary question., See page 16. 

No part of either of these appropriations has been expended. Mulnix 
was pardoned by the Governor of lowa before he went to trial, and lowa 
jailed to become a State at that time, aud, thcreforg, no agreed case was 
made up, the territory having no legal interest in the question of boundary. 

But other cases occurred in regard to the boundary question. Jonathan 
Riggs, the sheriff of Schuyler county, was indicted in Davis county, Iowa 
Territory, and the sheriff of Davis county, Iowa, was indicted in Nchuy- . 
ler county, Missouri, each for exercising the office of Sheriff in the dispu- 
ted territory. 

The Honorable Carty Wells, and the Honorable James S. Green were 

. employed to defend and to aid in prosecuting these and such other cases 
as might arise out of the same controversy. "The enclosed letters are res- 
pectfully refered to the Senate to show what efforts were made to settle- 
this disputed and d-flicult case. 

- The Executive does not fecl authorised te pay these gentlemen for the 
services which they rendered out of either of the appropriations above al- 
luded to, and yet their employment contemplated services similar to those 
required in both the cases provided for by the last legislature. As the 

. "Executive believes he has no power to pay for the services rendered by 
these gentlemen, he respectfully recommends the case to thé Legislature 
to be provided for by a special act. 

" While on this subject, the necessity of some provision on the boundary 
question is again very respectfully recommended. The admission of Iowa 
into the Union will render a speedy settlement of this question entirely 
practicable. As there will be much testimony to procure, and counsel to 
employ, it may be well to appropriate not less than three thousand dollars 
fer the purpose. "The case is important, and it is better to appropriate a 


— 
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ittle too much than not enough. The surplus, if any, will not be expen- 
ded. 2 i 
in connexion with this subject, the southern boundary of the State 
claim’ your attention also, That has been surveyed, ani the report of the 
commissioners is on file in the office of Secretary of State. It is respèct- 
— fully suggested that it may be well to pass an act declaring the line thus 
surveyed the State line. This was done in the case of the northern boun- 
dary after the survey of that line.- The Executive does not deem this in- 
dispensible, however. as the boundaries are fixed by the constitution, and 
the survevs are only intended to run and mark them out. See act of 
1838-9, page 14. | | 
The:e may be some small amounts due the hands or commissioners em- 
ployed in surveying the southern boundary. If so, provision should be 
made to pay them. The Auditor of Public Accounts can probably fur- 
nish the necessary information on this point.

To His Excellency Joan C. Epwarps: 


Srr:—The undersigned having been appointed by you in February last 
to confer and correspond with David Rorer, appointed by the Governor of 
Iowa Territory, with a view of settling the preliminaries of an agreed 
case, between the State of Missouri and said Territory, touching our dis- 
puted northern boundary; we beg leave to state, that upon a conference 
with Mr. Rorer, we concluded it best to delay any action until Congress 
should pass a bill, (then pending) enabling the Territory of Iowa to agree 
upon and submit a case to the Supreme Court of the United States. 

In the mean time the indictments in Davis county in lowa, and Schuy- 
ler county ia this State against the sheriffs of the other counties respect- 

. ively, were by consent continued. 

The act of Congress above alluded to has not been passed. Iowa has. 
however, adopted a constitution and will be able hereafter, to act as a 
State, and no legislation is required to enable the States to submit a case 
te the Supreme Court of the United States, which wili bring fairly before 
it the boundary question. If our Legislature will pass a law appropriat- 
ing a sufficient sum of money for the purpose, and authorize the appoiut- 
ment of counsel,the matter can be speedily settled by judicial investiga- 
tion. 

Herewith is submitted our correspondence with Mr. Rorer.

any new and valuable map of distributing it among the different States. 

. of the Union. ‘This is an act of courtesy which, it is believed has seldom 
been neglected wher: the new pablication was deemed correct and useful.. 
- At considerable expense to himself—in fact, it is said, at a sacrifice of all 
thathe was worth—Edward Hutawa, Esq.. prepared and published a map. 
of the State, which for accuracy and usefulness, has been found very su- 
perior. This is the only accurate and full map of the State which has. 
been published for many years; andin fact the only one of good size which 
has been published in the last twenty or twenty-five years. 

An effort was made during the session of the last legislature to pass a 
bili to provide for the purchase and distribution of a portion of these maps, 
but the effurt failed, probably because the character & value of the map had 
not then been properly testcd, the publication being entirely new, aud the 
merits and character of the author measurably unknown, and, therefore, 
not properly appreciated. l 

The purchase of a copy of this map for distribution among the different 
States: and. Territories of the Union is 1espectiully recommended. The 
same amount oí money could not be more profitably expended than in pur- 
chasing one copy of this map for distribution among each of the several 
counties of tue State, to be kept in the county court clerk’s office for the 
use of the citizens of the county. The nineteen new counties organized 
at the last session of the Legislature have been added to this map so as to 
make it full and complete up to this time. The purchase of one copy for 
each county in the State is respectfully recommended in addition to the 
copies for distribution among the several States aad Territories of the 
Union. 7 i 

Mr. Hutawa, himself: is no more. He died recently, perhaps from dis- 
ease engendered in the service of his country; and the State is tnus depriv- 
ed of one of her most promising and usefal sons. His family is entitled to 
the sympathy-of the Legislature. The effort to get up this map was prompt- 
ed as much by public spirit and patriotism as by the hope of pecuniary Te- 
ward. It has already been of signal service to the State in giving its ge- 
ography, especially to persons wishing to emigrate, in @ fuller and more 
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accurate manner than could be obtained from any other source. If time

The resolution asks the privilege of constructing dams across the Des 
Moines river to improve its navigation aud also the privilege of disposing 

of the water power thus created within the simits oi tuis Date. 

The resolution is referred Tor vour consideration, as requested by the 
Governor of the uate of Lowa; but as only a few days of your session re-

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REPORT of Szlect Committee on that part of the Message, relating to Se- | 
curilyship, &c. | 


Apa ý: 


The committee to which was referred the part of the Governor's Mes- 
sage relating to security deb's, and to the rights of married women in 
contracting the same, have had the subject under consideration, and have 
instructed me to report as follows: 

The committee fully coacurs with his Excellency in the opinion, that 
the practice «f endorsing. and becoming security in pr'vate transactions, 
is an evil of great magnitude, and that it involves the safest and most 
prudeat men in the country , and often brings ruin on the most meritorious 
families, and those least deserving such misfortunes. B 

But great as the evi! certainly is, your committee is unable, at present, 
to propose any safe and adequate remedy for it. To declare void all such 
contracts, it is apprehended, would be mischievous, in its consequences. 
Under existing circumstances, a large amount—of-praperty—must be sold 
upon acredit. ‘The sales of the property of deceased persons—the sales 
made by trustees, and of ‘property fer pirtition, as well as many other 
sales, must be made-upon a credit. or ruinous sacrifices would be the result,— 
to aboli-h the practice of taking personal security, would greatly interfere 
with the proceedings of our Banks, if it dil not entirety destroy the busi- 
ness of discounting. o g 

Nor. would it atford any, efficient protection to the rights of the wife, 
to require her to consent to the contract of securityship, in orter to render 
it valid. The kind an | affectionate wife, would too readily yield, to the 
wishes of her husband, while the imperious and harsh husband, would ex- 
act a reluctant consent from his unsuspecting wife. To afford efficient 
and adequate security to the rights of the wife, her property must be pa-—  — 
ced, not only beyond the reach of the security debts of her husband, but ^ - 
beyond the reach of all his debts and liabilities It must be secured in 
such a manner that he cannot waste it, either with or without her con- 
sent. if the wife's consent alone were wanting to bring ruin upon her- 
sell and children, in a greit majority of rases, it is feared, means would be 
tzo readily found to procure that consent. 

Deeply impressed with the importance of the subject. and the delicacy 
and magnitude of the interests involved, the co umittee has consented that 
I shall report the accompanying bill, and recommend itto the considera- - 
tion of the Senate. 

A majority of the committce has objections to some of the provisions 
of this bill, yet no other has been proposed, and the minority earnestly 
recommend its passage. . 

lts provisions are not new. They have been incorporated into the 
codes of several of ihe Statesof the Union; and some of them; have even 
inserted similar provisions in their constitutions, as: a part of their funda- 
mental law. : 

The effect of the measure will be to diminish the number of debts that 
will be contracted, by lessening the amount of property which the hus- 
band will kave, to give him credit. | | 

This will be an imporiant result, to the prosperity of the ‘country. 

The evils of the credit system have been every where felt, and depreca- 
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ted and the system itself is fast falling into disrepute. Any law, which 
will strike a decisive blow to that system, cannot fail to be well received, 
and to confer permanent benefits on society. But much the most import- 
ant advantages to be derived from the bill, will be the security which it 
will afford to women and children against unmerited poverty. 

It will secure to tae wife, and her children, under all circumstances, the 
enjoyment of the bounty of her parents and friends. The principles of 
the bill are sanctioned by the enlightened and liberal spirit of thé age, and 
it is- believed that the public mind is fully ripe for its adoption. 

The provisions of the common law, on the subject of dower, and the 
rights of married women to property, are not adapted toa country, with 
institutions such as ours. They grew up in times of feudal barbarism, 
when all were subjected to the dominionof physical force. There was no 


_law to protect the rights of the weak and helpless, against the encroach- 


ments of the strong and overbearing. Force usurped the place of justice 
and those who were not able to defend their own rights, were supposed to 


' have none. 


But a higher degree of civilization has given to the world a different 
code, and as civilization advances, that code becomes more liberal and en- 
lightened. ‘Lhe first object of our legislation, is to protect the helpless, 


"and to afford redress to the wronged and oppressed; and in the accom- 


plishment of thesehigh and laudoble objects, it is confidently believed that 
Missouri will not be found lagging behind her contemporaries.

i REPORT: 


That whilst at the city of St. Louis they availed themselves of every 
opportunity of conferring with intelligent and disinterested persons on the 
subject given them in charge; that they also propounded to others, inter- 
rogatories in writing; the answers to which are herewith submitted: - 

Your committee, in furtherance of the views expressed in your reso- 
lution, constituting this committee, caused advertisements to be published 
in two of the papers published in the city of St. Louis, inviting proposals 
for the purchase or lease of the State Tobacco Warehouse, but up to this 
day have received no proposition for a purchase, and, but two for the lease 
of said house, which said two proposals are herewith submitted. 

In view of the admitted importance of establishing a home market for 


- tobacco, one of the most important staples of this State; and the general- 


ly recognised fact, that the maintainance of the State Warehouse as an 
independent competition in the business is well calculated to promote the 
firm establishment of a tobacco market in this State; your committee can- 
not doubt the propriety of the States maintaining the warehouse, either 
on its own account or through the agency of a suitable lessee, under pro- 
per restrictions. 
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Your committee examined in person, into the condition of the building i 
in all its parts, and found that the guttering and down spouts want repair, — 
so as to protect the walls from injury by the weather, which, with the . 
supply- of about 100 lights of glass will place the building in as good con- 
dition as when completed. To do this would require the expenditure of 
neatly one hundred dollars.

REPORT of the Committee to which was referred the report of the 


Committee on the Tobacco Warehouse. 


Mr. President: 

The select committee to which was referred the reportand accompany- 
ing documents presented by Messrs. Luras and Long, appointed by the 
Senate to examine into the condition of the State Tobacco Warehouse, 
and the expediency of selling or leasing the same, have had the same un- 
der consideration, and ask leave to present the following 


REPORT. 


It appears from the report of said committee, that they caused advertise- 
ments to be published in several papers in the city of St. Louis, inviting 
proposals for the purchase and lease of the warehouse, and that they re- 
ceived no proposal to purchase it, from any one whatever, and but. from 
two to lease it. Üneof the proposals wastolease ir without any stipula- 
tion as to what kind of storage would be received, or whether the house 
would be kept open for the reception of tobacco at all. | 

By the other proposition the lessee binds himself to receive tobacco 
and also that he will not receive storage of a combustible nature under 
the same restrictions and regulations which the present Jaw prescribes. 

We have also examined the several communications in answer to sev- 
eral interrogatories propeunded by said committee to severa! gentlemen in 
St. Louis, as to the propriety of selling and of leasing, and what eflect eith- 
er would have on the tobacco market in Missouri. 

There appears to bea diversity of opinion as to the effect which would 
be most likely to result from the sale or leasing the house. But after a 
careful examination of the opinions of those most extensively engaged in 
the tobacco trade, and who, we presume, are the most conversant with 
the subject and from all the information which vour committee are able to 
procure upon the subject, they have arrived at the following conclusions: 

1. We believe it is the duty of the Legislature to promote and encour- 
age the growth of tobacco which is one of the staple productions of this 
State. a 

2. If the house should be leased, the lessee would, most hkely, convert 
the same into a house of general storage, (including tobacco) and would 
receive articles of a. combustible nature which would endanger the house 
and render it more likely to be destroved bv fire, thereby converting the 
same to a purpose, while belonging to the State, whieh was not'intended, 
for the reason thatit would be more profitable to the lessee to do so. 
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3. If the house was leased, the lessee perhaps would sell his interest, if 
e ond it advantageous to do so. whereby the tobacco would be placed 
under the control and management of one house. 

4. Other State l'obacco Warehouses have worked well alike both to 
the States, planters aad buyers by establishing a great tobacco market in 
those States. 

We find, that the committee report that it is inexpedient to sell the 
State Warehouse, believing as they do that the sale would injure, and 
perhaps destroy the tobacco market in this State. 

In'that opinion your committee most decidedly concur. And they 
would further state, that in part for similar reasons they believe that the 
leasing of it would be attended with results equally pernicious—for the 
lessee might well bind himselt to receive tobacco and keep the house open 
for its reception, yet at the same tims he would make but little exertion to 
induce the planter to patronize the warehouse, when he could fill it with 
other storage of a combustible nature, and which would be infinitely more 
profitable to the lessee. From the number af fires which are continually 
breaking out in St. Louis, originating in many instances irom large collec- 
tions of combustible substances, it would be bad poliey to lease the house 
to be thus appropriated aud especially to hold cut inducements to individ- 
uals thus to appropriate it. In addition to the fact that such a plan would 
inevitably tend to place the whole tobacco market under the control of a 
few individuals to the detriiaent of the planter, which the erection of the 
State warehouse was designed to obviate. Your committee therefore are 
of opinion that it would be equally as good policy to sell as it would be 
to lease, and of the two would be inclined to preter t the former to the lat- 
ter; though they are decidedly of the opinion that it would be bad poli- 

cy at this time to do either. ! 

Your committee will assign some reasons why they believe the ware- 
house should continue under the control of. the State- Dy our law, which 
we believe is the best in the Un.on, so lar as the planter is concerned and 
equally good to the buyer when tobacco is opened for sale, it is uncased 
and broke in three dilfarent places, a sample is taken from each break. 
The hogshead remains ancased until alter the sale for the buyer to inspect 
the outward appearance, 

Each hogshead is otlered separately on its” ‘own merit. After the sale, 
it is coopered and weighed, the notes dre. made out by the inspectors. — 
The keeper,as an accom: modation to the planter, pavs over the amount of 
the sales, which i is not done in any other market ia ths Unión, and which 
was not done in St. Louis until ater the erection of the State Tobacco 
Warehouse; by which it is discovered that great convenience is afforded 
to the planter, who, if a stranger in the city of St. Louis would be put to 
much trouble, and much time eoasumed in looking up the different pur- 
chasers of his tobacco and settleinz Tor the same. 

In Maryland, the State owns six large tobacco warehouses in the city 
of Baltimore, at à cost of three hundred thousand dollars, and thé State 
will not permit a private citizen to owa n tooaaco warehouse, And they 
go still farther, and pay to the owner of every hogshead, one dollar, as an 
inducement to foster aud encourage the tvvacco trade. 

By reason of such inducements Pand the liberal policy adopted by that 
State in encouraging the growth of. tobacco, and in securing and a market 
for the same. Baltimore has besome oue of the bəst markets in ihe 
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. Union. Last year there was upwards of one hundred thousand hogs- 


heads of tobacco sold in Baltimore. 

Before the erection of the State Tobacco Warehouse in that place most 
of the tobacco went to Virginia and was there sold. 

In Virginia the State owns warehouses in the principal markets to pre- 
vent monopolies, and to encourage the growth of t. bacco. In that State 
tobacco'is not permitted to be taken from the State without being inspected 
and branded, and it would be useless to speak of thé high repute in which 
Virginia tobacco is held all over the world. 


Virginia has at different times appropriated :«:y luge sums of money _ 


for building tobacco warehouses. —— 

The law respecting the storage and inspecting of tobacco in Virginia 
and Missouri corresponds more closely than any other States in. the 
Union. : 

In New Orleans, the State owns no tobacco warehouse, and there is no 
Statein the Union, where tobacco issold, where so much dissatisfaction 
exists, both among planters and buyers as in the State of Louisiana. And 
ellur.s are continually making to adopt some plan, by which a better reg- 


ulated market cat. be procured. We have already adverted to the conve- 


nience and facilities which are afforded to the farmer under our law regu- 
lating the storage and inspection of tobacco and its practical effects upon 


the agricultura! portion of the community. 


Missouri is destined to be one of the greatest tobacco growing States 
in the Union, and St. Louis the greatest market, if the Legislature will fos- 
ter and protect that interest even for a few years, until the maket becomes 
firmly established. l 


There are now from 1500 to 2000 hhds. shipped-annually from St. Lou- 


is, up the Ohio river for manufacturing purposes... Missouri tobacco is 
now mostly used in the States bordering on the Ohio superseding that of 
Virginia, in consequence of the peculiar adaptation of its soil to the 
growth of tobacco suitable for manufacturing purposes. 

Under the operation of the present law it was very late in the spring 
before the State Tobacco Warehouse was opened, in the year 1845. At 
that time the other warehouse owned bv Col. Brant, had the entire con- 
trol of the business, and was using great exertions to monopolize the en- 
tire business of storing tobacco. —— vm j 

There.was opened in the year 1845 upwards of 7000 hogsheads of to- 
bacco in St. Louis, and not more than 450 hogsheads were received at the 
State Warehouse. l 

In 1846, there was opened only about 3500 hogsheads. The crop that 
year being short, owing tosscar-t1\ of plants. The State warehouse re- 
ceived nearly one thousand of that number. If the crop had been large 
as previously, and the State succeeded in an increased proportion, the 
State would have made from 6 to 7 per cent. on the capital invested — 
From the best information the present crop in the hand will amount to 7 or 


. 8 thousand hhds. and we are of opinion that the State warehouse will re- 


ceive from 2,50 to 3000 hhds. of that crop, and that the State will receive 
from $1,500 to $2,000 from the same, and if the State should lease the 
warehouse it would not receive a greater sum for rent, and would then at 
the same.time be exposed to i. &c. B 

From the energy and zeal which has been used at the State Warehouse 
and the accommodations which have been extended, the popularity of the 
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house has been greatly increased, and very strong inducements have been 
held out to the farmer to patronize the State Warehouse, so much so that 
the State Warehouse is beginning to compete very successfully with the 
opposition which has been created by the establishment of the other 
warehouse. | 

In consideration of the premises and for other reasons which might be 
urged, your committee instruct me to report that it is inexpedient at this 
time to sell the State Warehouse, and equally so to lease it, and recom- 
mend that it be conducted under the law regulating the inspection of to- 
bacco, approved March 27th, 1845; and pray to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject.

REPORT of the minority of a select committee upon the subject of the 
^. State Tobacco Warehouse. . 


Mr. President: : 

: The undersigned members, a minority of the select committee to 
which was referred the subject of disposing of the State Tobaceo Ware- 
house, respectfully-report, that said warehouse does not yield a profit to 
the State, proportionate to its cost; that the State is paying twenty-five 
hundred dollars per year on the bonds that were issued for its censtruc- 
tion: that the net profits of the warehouse are less than one-third of that 
amount, and that it is not probable that it will be profitable to the State 
under the present system. It would probably be more advantageous to 
the State to sell the warehouse, or, if it cannot be sold, rent it out on such 
terms as will be most profitable. 

The committee, therefore, report the following resolution for the ac- 
tion of the Senate: 2 

Resolved, That a select committee be appointed to report a bill provid- 
ing for the sale of the State Tobacco Warehouse, to provide for leasing 
the same, if it cannot. be sold, and, also, to make provision for continuing 
it as a warehouse, with:a public keeper, in case it can neither be sold or 
leased. ` : ;

The Register requires no compensation for his outlays on former oc- 
casions, but thinks it not ‘unreasonable that he should be allowed the 
amount of expense incurred by him in employing Col. Baber.

The select committee to which was referred the petition of sundry cit- 

izens of Jackson county, praying that the suit now pending in the circuit 

court of Jackson ecunty, against | Abraham MeCleliand, and his securities, 
upon his bond to the State as Treasurer, may be dismissed, and that he 
be released frem -all claims which the State may have against him, have 
had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to make the - 
following 

EPORT: | 


Upon an investigation of the accounts of the late Treasurer, Abraham 
McClelland, upon “the books in the Auditor's office, we find a balance 
standing against him of three thousand one hundred and eighteen dollars. 
aud seventy- -eight cents, being the amount for which the suit referred to - 
by the petitioners was commenced. Your committee believe with the pe- 
titioners that Judge McCleiland never intentionally defrauded, or attempt- 
ed to defraud, the State out of a single dollar; but that the above balance 


` has been caused by errors that ca nnot now, except in part; be Pa piai iea. 


Yet your committee would consider it a dangerous precedent to release 
public officers from their liabilities and defalcations to the State, solely 
upon the ground that they had not become so by any dishonest act of 
their own, (as your committee fully believes is the case in the present in- 
stance.) notwithstanding it has been done by the General Assembly in the 
case of John Walker, deceased. 

Public officers are not only required to be honest men, but also to be 
capable of discharging the duties they undertake, and their bonds to the 
State for a. faithful discharge thereof, are taken with a view to both.— 
Whilst your committee deeply regret that itis not in Judge McClelland’s 
power to account for all the moneys that appear to have been received by 
him as Treasurer, vet they cannot, in justice to the State, recommend the 
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Senate to grant the prayer of the petitioners; butin the investigation of 
this subject, your committee are of the opinion that ia the settlement of 
the accounts of the late. Treasurer, with the Bank of Missouri, a charge of 
one thousand dollars is made by the Bank that has never been received by 
Judge McClelland. -How it occurred your committee will not undertake 
to decide; nothing relating to it appears upon the Treasurer’s books, nor 
can the check upon which it is said to have been paid, be found among. 
the cancelled checks now on file in the Treasurer’s office. Therefore, 
your committee being fully satisfied, from all the facts, that the sum allu- 
ded to was never drawn for or received by Judge McCleiland, unanimous- 
ly concur in the opinion that one thousand dollars cught to be deducted 
from the present balance of three -thousand one hundred and eighteen 
dollars and seventy-eight cents, leaving the balance due the State, by 
Judge McClelland, two thousand one hundred and eighteen dollars and 
seventy-eight cents. And your committee also recommend that, in con- 
sideration of the very advanced age of Judge McClelland, and of his many 
services to the State, and believing, also that he has never appropriated 
any part of.the money now due the State to his own use, he be permitted 
to pay the said balance of two thousand one hundred and eighteen dol- 
' Jars and seventy-eight cents, in five equal annual instalments, without in- 
terest; and for the purpose of carrrying into effect the recommendations 
of the committee, they respectfully recommend the passage of the accom-

imparted, and the most beneficial results anticipated. "l'hatthe work must 
necessarily be expensive, inasmuch as they have already sunk to the dis- 
tance of several hundred feet in most places, but al ways finding mineral

Mr. President: = 
The select committee to which was referred a bill entitled “An act 
for the relief of Jonathan Riggs, of Schuyler county,” respectfully report: 

That they have had the same under consideration, and find that said 
Riggs, while discharging the duties of sheriff—to which office he was ap- 
pointed by the Governor of this State—was arrested by the sheriff of Van 
Buren county, Iowa, and committed to prison and detained in confine- 
ment twenty-one days. - 

It further appears that said Riggs was selected by the Governor and 
prevailed upon to accept the office, beceuse he was thought to be a man 
of unusual firmness and perseverance, and because such a man was then 
absolutely necessary to execute the laws, in the then troubled and excited 
condition of the people residing upon the disputed territory. It also ap- 
pears that said Riggs accepted the appointmentin the spring of the year, - 
when his services were most needed upon his farm, and in consequence of 
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his detention in prison, the business of his farm was necessarily neglected. 

In viéw of these and other important facts connected with the case, the 
committee have instructed’ me to report the bill back to the Senate. 

Two of the members of the committee recommend its passage; the 

other two recommend that the bill be so amended as to allow said Riggs 

the sum of two hundred and ten dollars, which is ten dollars per day for 


the time he was confined.

REPORT of the Committee on Education. 


Mr. President: - 
The Committee on Education respectfully report, that they have 
investigated, with deep solicitude, the subject of Education, and the Com- | 
mon School Law of the State. They have procured all the light that - 


could be shed upon the subject from every source within their power, “`` 


and have regarded with caution and hesitation every innovation upon our 
present system. Loud complaints of its complicated nature have come 
up from every quarter of the State. Its amplitude, complex provisions, 
minute details, and the difficulty of reducing it to practice; the number of 
officers, and the frequent township and district elections, constitute the 
principal obstacles in the way of reducing the law to successful opera- 
tion. "Serious objections have been urged against the propriety of retain- 
ing the management of the School funds in the county courts. The with- 
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drawal of those funds, and placing them under the control of a different 
tribunal, or under the management of the township school directors, are 
changes almost universally desired. A paramount object among the great 
mass of the people, is, to simplify the law, in order to render its machin- 
ery less difficult of operation. The committee have been governed by a 
‘desire to accomplish this object, as far as practicable, without mutilating 
our present system of common school education, so far as to produce con- 
fusion. They thought it best to retain the general design and most of the 
details of that system, although the complaints against it are not without 
foundation. We see much in it to admire, and much to condemn. We 
admire its extended and explicit details, and condemn its complicated ma- 
chinery of officers and elections; the management of the School funds by 
the county courts; the unequal distribution of those funds, and its various 
inconsistancies and repugnant provisions. A reference to the law itself, 
and the decisions of the Superintendent of Common Schools, have exhib- 
ited to the committee several important defects which produce confusion 
and repugnancies which cannot be reconciled. The attention of the com- 
mittee has been turned to a remedy for these evils. But the cause of its 
unsuccessful operation is not so much in the defects of the system, as in 
the people themselves. We deeply regret that the masses have not been 
sufficiently aroused to the importancce of common school education. On 
this vital subject apathy seems to have stagnated public energy. | That en- 
thusiasm in favor of a general diffusion of knowledge, which must ever 
be the result of an enlightened public opinion, has not stimulated the State 
to engage fully in this philanthropic cause. In a new country, with a 
large portion of pioneer population, migratory, restless and unsettled ia 
its character, scattered over a wide extent of territory, it is difficult to re- 
duce the most perfect system of common school education to practice.— 
Public opinion must be prepared for it. When the school law of 1838-9 
was passed, public opinion was not ripe for it; and this is one of the prin- 
cipal reasons why it did not meet with that popular favor which would 
have secured its success. lt is impolitic legislation to pass laws in advance 
of publie opinion, and endeavor to force them on an unwilling people, 
although those laws may be of incalculable benefit to them. A law which 
harmonizes with public opinion always operates well; but a law not in 
accordance with it, is indeed difficult to carry out. Itis hard to bring 
publie opinion up to the standard of sucha law. Time, only, can accom- 
plish the object. Years of effort to enlighten and instruct the public mind, 
are requisite, before the people will enter with life and energy into a svs- 
tem which, to them, is novel and incomprehensive. Deep-rooted prejudi- 
cés inust be removed, and.new light shed upon the mind, before a zealous 
support could be anticipated, Laws, then, intended for the public good, 
should be as far as practicable an answer to the wants of the public, so 
that they could be appreciated, understood and carried out by the people. 

In most of the’ changes which have been made in the present school 
system, the committee have been governed by a desire io make it conform 
to and harmonize with public opininion expressed on the subject; and they 
feel that much is yet to do, to induce the great mass of the people of the 
State to embrace and carry out, with zeal and energy, any system of com- 
mon schools. ‘To obviate the the difficulties of the system, to remove the 
objections raised against it, to enlighten and encourage the public mind, 
to procure competent teachers, and to give a new impulse to‘the noble 
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cause of education, are among the most important duties of the Legis- 
lature. 

Education is an important agent in all governments, whether despotic 
or free. No government can be well conducted unless it is administered 
by intelligent rulers. Mental darkness and tyranny are inseparable com- 
panions. In those countries where the grossest ignorance prevails, there 
is the least freedom. When the mind of man is fettered by ignorance, he 
hears the chains of servitude clank without a murmur. Bot in the light 
of knowledge, the spirit of liberty lives. Universal education is the spirit 
of universal emancipation. A country is free in proportion to its intelli- 
gence, and the extension of the area of freedom is commensurate with the 
march of knowledge. A man, to be free, must know his rights and ap- 
preciate them. Education is essentially necessary to attain this object. 
Without it, vague and undefined notions of right and duty would frequent- 
ly lead to error. A faint idea of rectitude, like an ignas fatuus, would 
only lead him estray, and lose him in the gloom of ignorance. Education 
is necessary to the citizen in any government; it is necessary in every gov- 
ernment, in order to secure its enlightened administration. - 

If, then, education is necessary to every government, whether despotic 
or free, is it not more essential in a republic? In a republican government 
the people constitute the only secure pillars of society. "They are the 
rulers. In them rest the sovreignty and responsibility of government.— 
In the capacity of voters, they create officers and make Jaws. From 
among the mass all officers are selected, whether executive, legislative or 
judicial. In the capacity of jurors, they pass upon important rights. As 
witnesses, they produce the faets on which justice is administered. As 
voters, the destiny of a nation and its liberties are in their hands. The 
defence of our national rights and the perpetuity of our free institutions 
depend upon the people. They can exalt the country to the highest point 
of honor, prosperity and greatness, or they can dragit down to anarchy, 
infamy and desolation. It is with them to make the star of our glory 
shine in brilliance and beauty, or to shroud it in-darkness and blood. Our 
national government is an experiment—it isa departure from all the gov- 
ernments which have heretofore existed; a federative unity—it is complica- 
ted in its details and machinery, and its protection, purity and perman- 
ence must depend upon the intelligence of the people, who constitute the 
source and power of government itself. Then, should not every citizen 
be educated, in order to qualify him to discharge those important duties 
which devolve upon him asa component part of the government? An ig- 
norant sovereign is unfit to rule his people—he is incapable of ruling his 
own appetites and passions; and dark and despotic indeed would be his 
government. Each citizen is a sovereign; he is a ruler; and the same evil 
consequences would result from the general ignorance of the people, as 
would result{from the rule of an ignorant king. In the sovereign, there 
would be but one misguided, despotic and darkened will. In the people, 
there would be a hydra of discord and anarchy, which would drive the 
car of desolation over the last hope of liberty. The vote of one man 
may often nót only place a worthless aspirant in office, over ability and 
honor, but may change important laws, or the administration of a govern- 
ment. Suppose that this voter was wholly ignorant, and, as is too frequent- 
ly the case, was subject to the will of one man, who used him to aecom- 
plish some selfish design, some Cataline purpose! Would it not be said 
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that ignorance was the ruin of the country? And deplorable indeed» 
would be the reflecticn that it was attributable only to the want of educa- 
tion in one citizen of the community. But itis necessary to exhibit the 

consequences of ignorance ina more extended light. According to the 
census made by the General Government in the year 1840, there were in 
the United States, 550,000 persons, over the age of twenty-one years who 
could not read and write. Among this number, we may safely calculate 
there are 250,000 voters. This exhibits a startling fact as it regards the 
— state of knowledge among a large class of the free voters of the country. 
This number can wield the destinies of the republic. It can drag down 
one administration and place another in power. It can completely con- 
trol.the important measures of thecountry. And have we'any assurance 
that the moments of excitement—in those times of political revolution, 
when the fate of the nation is trembling in the balances, that this vast, 
uneducated mass, will judge coolly and wisely, and have in view the best 
"interests of the country? This might be the case did public virtue govern 
every political aspirant. But as long as the demagogue fawns, flatters and 
misleads, and the harlequin pleases, we may expect undue influences to op- 
erate on the uneducated mass. Questions‘of a vast and complicated na- 
ture fequently come before these voters for their decision; and can it be 
expected that they are ready to make up and form a correct opinion on 
every emergency! An example, for illustration, will not here be out of 
lace. Nearly 2,500,000 votes were given at the Presidential election in 
1840. Of this number 250,000 could not read and write. The majority 
fer the successful candidate, was 146,081—about 104,000 less than the 
estimated number of voters who canaot read and write. Does this not 
make evident the fact, that the voters who cannot read and write in the 
country, can control the most important elections? This was a large ma- 
jority; probably a half a century may roll round, before another majority 
at any similar election will be as.large. We are then necessarily forced 
to the conclüsion, that the uneducated voters of the country exceed the 
majorities of any political parties or aspirants. This is an alarming fact, 
and should arouse the friends of education to labor with all their energy 

. in the cause. 

In turning to our own State, we are forcibly struck with the want of 
education manifested by the returns on this subject as given in the census 
of 1840. It appears that out of a white population of about 325,000, we 

—  have-19,721, nearly 20,000 persons over the age of 21 years, who cannot 
read and write. We are below most of our sister States, in the scale of 
intelligence, and with this humiliating fact before us, it is astonishing what 
apathy prevails on the subject of education. [t is true, that Virginia, who 
boasts of her god-like minds, North Carolina, South Carolina, Kentucky, 
Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee, are not in advance of us in point of in- 
telligence; but this should not make us relax our exertions, but should 
stimulate us to press onward. They furnish the dark and melancholy 
shades of the picture; and while we deplore the reality, we should hope 
that ere long, through wise legislation and enlightened public opinion, 
intellectual light may yet banish the-shadows which darken our onward 
path. In our bright galaxy of States in the north and east, we find many 
who are moving on in the glorious work with zeal, and witha steady 
fixed purpose to render education universal. . Several States in the Mis- 

sissippi valley, with a noble spirit of emulation, are using their utmost ex- 
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ertions in favor of popular education. Ohio, like a young giant, has gird- 
ed on her armor, and is successfully battling for mental light against the 
reign of ignorance. But it isin New England, where the influence of pop- 
ular education is most felt. There its genial and salutary influence, in 
connection with the spirit of our free institutions, has elevated the moral 
and social condition of man. Like the pure, hallowed and ennobling in- 
fluence of the Christian religion, it has extended its priceless blessings far 
and wide. It has developed the resources of the country—it has made 
the desert smile—-it has peopled the granite hills, and made them blossom 
as the rose-—it has made streams of commerce gush from the sterile rock 
—it has made wealth and affluefice spring up in the most barren spots, as 
if by magic, and has caused our machinery and manufactures to be the 
successtul rivals of those of Europe. When we contrast our natural ad- 
vantages with those of Massachusetts—she, with her naturally barren : 
hills and northern climate—Missouri, with her fertile and productive soil 
—her genial climate—her inexhaustible mineral treasures, and her noble 
navigable rivers—we cannot but reflect that something is wanting; that 
something is necessary to enable us to develope our resources, and to 
place us on the road to wealth and prosperity. We feel that there is a 
spirit—a life and energy, which must be breathed into the masses, before 
a great and radical change is made in our condition as a State. That is 
intelligence! tis popular education by means ef Common Schools. We 
should push on without faltering—without hesitation, to the accomplish- 
ment of an object so great and desirable. 

We should keep the fact before us, that about 20,000 free white per- 
sons, over the age of 21 years, are in Missouri, who cannot read and 
write. That probably 10,000 of these are voters—-men, who wield, or 
can wield the destiny of the State—can control our elections—elect the 
various officers of the State—and~ by that means be the law-givers of the 
State. Honest they may be—honest, we have no doubt they are—-yet 
their liability to error and imposition in exercising the rights of freemen 
at the polls; the danger through their agency of unwise selections of offi- 
cers and bad legislation, should stimulate us to strain every nerve—to do 
our utmost to educate the people. When we reflect that the most ignor- 
ant and depraved, have equal power in the government, with the intelli- 
gent and upright, the necessity of education, as the only safeguard of our 
institutions, is apparent. The preservation of our liberties and the stabil- 
ity of our laws, depend upon it. 

Intelligence is the only sure foundation of a free government. It is 
the shield which protects the pillars of the Constitution. It is our “cheap- 
est police,” our safest defence. 1t closes the doors of the prison, peniten- 
tiary and work-house, and dispenses with most of the labors of criminal 
courts. It is the bulwark around the temple of liberty, and it is that only 
one which will perpetuate it. Universal suffrage, und universal education, 
should go hand in hand together. "The fate—the destiny of our country 
hangs upon it. Who, then, that feels ,the least throb of patriotism in his 
bosom, but is willing to engage heart and soul in the cause, and endeavor 
to.arouse the people to a sense of its great ànd vital importance. | 

Universal education will not only protect the people agaiust themselves, 
but against the encroachments of the few—the educated few, who endeav- 
or to keep office, wealth and power in their own hands, by making the 
uneducated mass the instruments of their ambition. Passively, and under 
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color of the publie good, they suffer their rights to be gradually stolen 
away, until liberty itself is. endangered, by the insidious march of: exclu- 
sive privileges, and the aristocracy of wealth and education. The found- 
ers of our National and State Governments well knew that intelligence 
could alone secure the rights and liberties of the people. "The principle 
of education is engrafted in the constitutions of all our sister republics. 
It is declared in the most solemn form—it is regarded as that which gives 
vitalitvand energy to our free institutions. Wherever the educated few 
wield the power of a government, and the great mass are in ignorance, 
power is continually stealing from the many to the few. They legislate 
for themselves, guided by selfishness, and disregarding the rights of the 
people. Thus, an. oligarchy of the educated is formed. A glance at 
France during the bloody scenes of her revolution, reveals the fact that 
the educated few governed, while the great mass were enchained in ignor- 
ance. What were the results? The murder, bloodshed and crime, which 
stalked abroad in the land, make the heart sicken at the contemplation. 
Look at Mexico and the South American Republics!—incapable of self- 
gover nment—with discord and anarchy prevailing every where—stained 
with the darkest crimes—the abode of tyranny and misery! What is the 
cause of all these evils? There the educated tew govern; there the great 
body of the people are in mental darkness; there religious bigotry and - 
intolerance, enslave and bind in fetters the minds and souls of the common 
people! Whatcan remedy these evils but universal education? Every 
citizen should think, reason, act and judge for himself, before he is qualified 
to discharge the important duties which devolve vpon him as a member of 
society—as a component part of thegovernment. Without this, govern- 
ment would posses no stability, and society no security. : 

Educate the people, and we will find better laws enacted, and more pu- 
rity in the administration of the government. The capacity of the peo- « 
ple to judge of the capability of candidates would be.enlarged. The can- 
didates themselves would be better qualified; for being of the people, and 
taken from among them, they would of necessity be compelled to have 
that education which would qualify them for the duties of lawgivers. No 
man would present himself before the people as a candidate, unless he pos- 
sessed some intelligence. 

The advantages of universal education, are not confined to the political 
part which we act on the world's great stage. They are feltin our com- 
merce, in our manufactures and agriculture. They are experienced in 
every department of social and domestic life. "They are the soul of the 
arts and sciences. They enter into every ramification of society, and 
give an impetus, a health and energy, to every business and occupation of 
life. l 

Education renders commerce certain and successful. Without an ac- 
quaintance with the laws of trade, the various internal commercial regu- 
lations, the mathematical branches connected with commerce, a knowledge 
of geography, history, &c., no person can succeed in commercial business. 
The improvements in commerce and navigation in the last few vears, un- 
der the light of the educated mind, have been extraordinary. From the 
nvention of the compass by Flavir Gioio, in the 14th century, the pro- 
gress of commerce was steady and gradual, until within the last quarter 
of acentury. Since that time, its progress has been marked by unparal- 
leled rapidity. The steamer is bearing the wealth of our country over 
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streams, where, but a half century ago, their surface was broken only by. 
the bark canoe. Our sails whiten every ocean. Far and wide our flag 
floats over the rich produce we bear to every clime, and wealth is pour- 
ing into the lap of the nation, as a commercial tribute from every land. 
. ls it not intelligence which has done thìs? Isit not in a great degree to 
-be attributed to the common school system of New England!— New Eng- 
land the nurse and home of commerce! 

The influence of education is felt in our manufactories. It has given 
the mind of the operative capacity, expansion, and invention. He is no 
longer a mere automaton, moving like a piece cf machinery to subserve 
its appointed purpose; but he is a man of intelligence, of an educated, 
thinking, active mind. Education has breathed into his soul the spirit of - 
design, and it is'manifest in allhe does. Hence originates the superiority 
of our laborers and their fabrics. This makes us able to compete with 
Great Dritain. An intelligent Englishmen, himself a manufacturer, was 
was traveling in America to examine the state of our manufactories, to 
gather statistics, and to ascertain why American manufactories succeed 
so well, and in some respects were superior to those of Great Pritain.— 
When he found that a periodical was ably conducted at Lowell by the fe- 
male operatives, and saw the universal education, morality, and intelli- 
gence which prevailed, he at once attributed our superiority to the intel- 
ligence and education of the operatives. This is a glowing commentary 
on Common School Education. 

Education—science, when applied to agriculture, enhances the prosper- 
ity of the farmer, and developes the full fertility and productiveness of 
the soil. Mere physical labor is subservient to science, and the educated 
mind triumphs over obstacles which to the ignorant would seem insur- 
mountable. The most barren and sterile soil is rendered productive. Im- 
passable bogs and marshes are reclaimed, and made to yield the choicest 
productions. The implements of husbandry, the construction of buildings, 
and every thing connected with agriculture, under hands of science, is 
made to contribute to the prosperity of the yeoman of the country. Ed- 
ucation makes the farmer acquainted with the different qualities of soil; 
ihe manures best suited to each; the productions best calculated to flourish 
in them; the nature and influence of climate; and, above all, it leads him 
to the best market, where he can reap a reward for his toils, and prevents 
him from becoming a dupe to sharpers and speculators., Look what edu- 
cation has done for the sterile hills of New England. Look at their sci- 
entific cultivation and theit Eden-like beauty and productiveness! If ed- 
ucation was universally diffused among the masses, and science was ap- 
plied to agriculture, Missouri, in a few years, would be one the most 
wealthy and prosperous States in the Mississippi valley. Should the 
citizen, then, hesitate to move forward with energy in the cause of ed- 
ucation? l 

Do you desire works of internal improvement? Do you desire the de- 
velopment of the vast mineral resources of the State? Educate the people! 
Education will qualify them to appreciateand engage in works of internal 
improvement. It will remove the prejudices that may exist. It will show 
them the vast importance of the agency of works of internal improve- 
ment, in contributing to their wealth and prosperity. Inthe enlarged 
enterprise and successful industry, which will flow to the State from" 
public education, the ability of the people to meet taxation will be in-

‘creased; and the wide avenues of wealth thus opemed by entefprise and 
industry, will enable the people to meet, without feeling the burden of the 
cost, the expenses attending the improvement of the navigation of our 
stieams, and the construction of roads, Gc. Education will enable the 
people to ascertain, to discover, and to work with profit our mines. . By 
ats light they will bring forth the inexhaustable mineral treasures of the 
State. It willenable them to construct machinery, and all that is neces 
sary to contribute to the great object. Educate the people, and we will 
not have to send beyond the limits of our State for some person to super: 


intend the working of our mines, or to explore the geolagical and miners 


alogical wealth ef our country. 
In every department of arts and mechanics, is education needed and felt: 
ds not the educated and intelligent machanic a better workman, andis he 
. not more prosperous than the ignorant one? Darkness and gloom would 


rest over the fine arts—a darkness as deep as that which shrouded the , 


-middle ages—if it was not for education. . The painter, the musician, the 
sculptor, the artist, what would they be, if destitute of intelligence? The 
sculptor o&Palenque—at Copan—the rude carvings of the red man, would 


equal their works in beauty and skill. Universal education will make the | 


sublime and beautiful works of art felt and áppreciated. Educate the 
masses, and it will give them a high toned feeling and refined taste, and 
they will be susceptible of lofty and sublime conceptions. 

But in the social walks of life, education furnishes new spriags of ens 
joyment. It reveals new sources of pleasure, which are unknown to the 
ignorant. Even the poorest and the humblest, aided by the light of edu- 

cation, in contemplating the sublime discoveries of sciente-—the deep 
truths of Christianity and philesophy, and the salutary lessons and exam- 
ples of history, which to the world constitute the lamp.of experience— 
feels more like he was endowed with reason, that he is an emanation from 
the God head, than if, like the savage, he was dosing away his time in su- 
perstition and ignorance. : Could there be a more sublime object for the 
contemplation ef the philanthropist, than a society where all the members 
were educated-and intelligent? É 

Jn a moral point of view, education is important. [ft ennobles and ele« 
vates the human mind. It expands the intellect and enlarges our concep- 
tions. In connection with the pure and holy religion of the gospel of 
peace, man would be made happier and better. Society would be regen- 
erated—redeemed. from the thraldom of ignorance and seperstitation, and. 
many of those dark evils and crimes which stain the human name. Edu- 
cation and moral and religious instruction, would tend to arrest the pro- 
gress of the demon of intemperance, and prevent that idleness and dissi- 
pation, which is ever the result of ignorance. The youths about our oi- 
ties and towns, who are now trained up in idleness, dissipation and crime, 
would be made useful and intelligent members of society. "Vice and 
crime would flee before the light of knowledge like the shadows of night 
before the light of the returning morn. Look at our sister States, where 
the system of common schools successfully prevails and where they have 
been properly encouraged! We find school houses on almost every: hill, 


and churches lifting their spires to Heaven; we find morality and virtue - 


smiling over a happy and prosperous country; and a free and intelligent 
people, grown nobler and better under the blessed influence of education, 


and that moral instruction which must necessarily result from a general 
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diffusion of knowledge. This is not an overwrought picture, and we 
~ might realize it in Missouri, did we enter with zeal and enthusiasm in the 
cause of education. : 

Then, if we adopt a system of universal education by means of com- 
mon schools, and persevere in it with zeal and energy, we will have bet- 
ter citizens, better laws, and more purity in the administration of our pub- 
lic affairs; our liberties would rest on a surer foundation, and commerce, 
manufactures, agriculture, arts, mechanics, and the resources of the coun- 
try, would be improved and placed in a more prosperous situation. Mor- 
ality and virtue would prevail in proportion as vice and crime diminished. 
Should it not be the duty of the Legislature and the people themselves 
to do every thing in their power to attain these great and desirable 
objects? 

Among the great masses—the bone and sinew of the country—the 
common people who always constitute the foundation of a nation’s great- 


ness—is where education is most needed, and there is where we wish the.. _ 


benefits of the common school system toextend. There is the rich and 
vigorous soil, which will produce an abundant intellectual hawest, if the 
seeds of knowledge are once sown, and it is ripened beneath the influence 
of universal education. The doctrines taught by the Lacedemonian law- 
giver, are true. The children of the State belong to the public, They 
constitute a portion of the State—a part of the government: they are the 
rising hope of the country; the whole, State is interested in their intelli- 
gence and capacity to govern; for when the present generation passes 
away, our laws and our institutions must be committed to their keeping. 
If they are educated, we may safely trust the sacred charge in their hands; 
but if they are ignorant, dark indeed would be our forebodings of its fate. 
As the whole State are interested in the education of the children, then, 
their education should be a State object; and if taxation was necessary, 
we should resort to it without hesitation, because nothing tends to con- 
tribute so much to the support of the government. This sentiment finds 


a ready and cordial response in the bosom of every patriot and phil- 
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anthropist. - 
It would not be out of place here, to draw a contrast between the state 
of education in Missouri, and in New England:

The facts are only presented; the conclusions can readily be drawn.-— 
Comment is useless. . Even several of the States recently admitted into 
the Union, have far exceeded Missouri in their zeal for education, and the 
commendable provisions they have made on the subject. The examples 
of Iowa and Texas, are worthy of imitation. Should Missouri lag behind’ 
in the cause of humanity? or should she not rather pursue a course which, 
would give her a proud and elevated position on the great subject of ed- 
ucation? | 

The committee will now proceed to point out the most important chan- 
ges which they have incorporated into the school system of the State. 

They have been governed by a desire to foster and increase the common 
school fund, in every way that it could laudably be done; and to attaim 
that object, they have embodied several new provisions, all tending to this 
object; among them are the following: All lands which may be hereafter 
granted or devised to this State, and not expressly granted or devised for 
any other purpose; all the net revenue derived from works of internal 
improvement; all the interest, at the rate of six per cent. per annum, on 
` the proceeds of the sales of the 500,000 acre Congressional grant of land; 
all escheated estates, and one-half of the net-proceeds of all strays which 
have not been proven within one year from the time of taking up. “They 
have also deemed it just and equitable, that the State should guaranty to 
the Common School Pund, and the Seminary Fund,interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, and that if the Bank does not declare a dividend 
equal to six per cent., the deficiency should be supplied out of tne State 
Treasury. The State, in acting as a trustee in the management of those 
funds, evidently made an unwise investment, when they were placed in 
the Bank of the State of Missouri. The Seminary Fund, and the Schoot 
Fund, have lost by the operation nearly $200,000, if we calculate the in- 
come weshould have received at six per centum. Sheer justice would 
require that this loss should be supplied by the State. But we will not go 
-so tar. The State should have made this guaranty when these funds were 
placed in the Bank; but as that was not done, and the educational inter- 
ests of the country demand it, now, the committee have engrafted the pro- 
vision in the bill which they have revised. They, also, further to increase 
the principal of the fund, have introduced a section providing that all the 
moneys belonging to the principal of the School Fund, whether derived 
from sales of Saline lands, or other sources, shall instead of being invested 
in Stock, &c., as required by the present: law, be loaned to the State at a 
rate of inferest at six per cent. per annum. ‘It is also provided, that if 
any balaneeshould be remaining after the apportionment, from any cause, 
it shall also be loaned to the State at the same rate of interest. It is a mat- 
ter of deep regret, that the School Fund is not withdrawn from the Bank, 
and loaned to the State for the purpose of paying a large debt upon which 
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she is now paying ten per cent. interest. If this fund was withdrawn 
from the Bank snd loaned to the State at six- per cent. interest, it would 
enable her to pay most of her debts. She could redeem her tén per cent. 
bonds, extinguish the debt to the Bank, and redeem most of her remaining: 
outstanding bonds. By this process, there would be an annual saving of 
four per cent. on the State debt. There would be a change of creditors, 
at a lower rate of interest, and tke children of the State would be the ered- 
iors. It would make the debt one of high and elevated character, which 
would ever insure its safety. The interest paid by the people, would be 
for the benefit of their children. It would aid in devoluping the talents: 
ef the country, and improve it morally and intellectually. 

The next important change made in relation to school moneys, is in the 
manner of its apportionment, and itsdistribution. Great inequality in the 
distribution has heretofore existed. The least“populous counties, which 
needed the money most have never derived any benefit from them. Owing - 
to their local position,and the sparsity of population, they have been uns 
able to organize sehool districts; consequently they have received no por- 
tion of the school moneys. That distribution of the income of the school 
fand, which in the course of time would have enabled them. to have organ- 
ized schools, under the existing laws, has been denied them. Fo most of 
the counties in this State, the door to any benefit derived:frony our present 
system, has been effectually barred. A reference to the report of the 
Superintendent of Common Schools, exhibits the fact, that, at the last ap- 
portionment and distribution, fifty-two counties in this State received all 
the money distributed. The majority of these counties. are old and pop- 
ulous; they stand less in need ef the funds than those counties Which re- 
ceived not a dime. Is this equal? Is it just? . Would-it nut be better te 
distribute the fund ‘among the several townships, whether organized or 
not, basing the ratio ef apportienment en the number of white children © 
in the State of the appropriate age? The townships, then, in our thinly 
populated counties, by fostering, inereasirg, and properly managing this- 
fund, would in the eouxse of a few years, have sufficient to organize 
good schools, netwithstanding all other disadvantages. To this conclu- 
sion your committee have come, and they recommend a change in the ap- 
portionment and distribution. The ratio of apportionment is to be ascer- 
tained by dividing the amount of income of the school moneys by the. 
whole number of white children in the State between the ages of six and 
eighteen years. The change from twenty years of age to eighteen years, 
as the maximum of age, was deemed: advisable by the committee. The 
children under eighteen years ef age stend most in need of the fund. Few 
scholars above the age of eighteen years ever attend school, and few 
have the inclination. But when they desire it, our. common schools still 
afford an opportunity, although they do not receive any distributive share 
of the sehool moneys. E 

After the next meeting of the General Assembly, a change is made inm 
the office of Superintendent of Common Schools. From that period the 
Normal professor of the State University is to be,'ex officio, the Superin- 
tendent. The importance of this change will be noticed hereafter. 

It was thought advisable, in order te facilitate business in the counties, 
and to have a competent officer to communicate directly with the Super- 
intendent of Common Schools, whose whole duty was connected with the 
subject o£ common schools, to create a new 'óflicer to be called the coun- 
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ty superintendent, This officer is to be first appointed in each county by 
the Superintendent, and subsequently elected at each general election by 
the people. He is to take an oath and give bond, and sutlicient guards are 
thrown around him to secure the performance of his duties. The commit: | 
tee feel convinced that a good county supetintendent will do more to ad- 
vance the cause of education than any. other officer in the county. 

The management and control of the school fund is withdrawn from the | 
county court, and placed under the ‘control of an educational court.—— 
This educational court is to be composed of thé chairman of the board of 
directors in each school township and school corporation in each county. . 
The county superintendent is, ex officio, president of said court. The | 
clerk of the county court is clerk, ex officio. The clerk of the county 
court also acts as treasurer. He is required to give an additional bond, 
and sufficient guards are thrown around him to secure the fund placed in 
his hands. The county superintendent, and the educational court act as- 
‘checks upon the clerk. The educatjonal courts possess the same powers 
as county courts over the school fund. The great object in creating the 


— educational court, is to keep the common schocl interest distinctive, and 


to have the attention of all the officers devoted exclusively to the great 
object of education. The chairman of the several boards of school di- 
rectors would be more lamiliarly acquainted with the subject than the 
justices of the county courts, und would feel a deeper interest in the man- 
agement of the school fünd. 

The only township otlicers consist of the direetors and the clerk. The 
chairman of the board'is ex officio commissioner of common schools in 
his towaship. The management of the township school fund may, upon 
a petition of a majority of the inhabitants in each township, be placed 
in the board of directors. The directors are required to take an oath 
and give bond, and all the necessary restrictions are thrown around. 
them. . 

The district trustees remain unchanged, save iu their mode of appoint- 
ment. This is left entirely to the township directors. "The officers of the 


, district consist of a clerk, who is one of the trustees, and some person às 


collector. Their duties, as well as that of the directors, differ but little 
from those prescribed in the present system. Only the alterations neces- 
sary to make the system harmonize are made. | 
It was thought best to preserve the article relative to schoo] corpora- 
tions, in towns and villages, without any radical alterations, and it is re- 
-ported with only the changes necessary to make it agree with the general 
system. l 
- But the change most important, and whose utility will be most felt, is - 
that in regard to a Normal department in the State University. One great 
difficulty in the way of reducing our common school system to successful 
operation, and experiencing the full benefits to be derived from it, is the 
want of competent teachers. This want is sensibly felt in our State, and 
the attention of the Legislature has been called to it, time after time, by 
the Superintendent of Common Schools and Executive; but nothing has 
yet been done on the subject. - The necessity of competent teachers be- 
comes more apparent every day. "The demand is increasing rapidly, and 
we have no means by which we can supply that demand, by those who are 
competent to discharge the duties of common school teachers. Hence 
originates the necessity of some public institution of instruction, by which 
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teachers can be educated for the State. To endow a professorship in the 


University of State, devoted to “the theory and practice of teaching," — 


would have a powerful and stimulating influence on the common school 


system. It would form a union of the educational interests of the State. ^ 


It would hnk together the interests of the University and Common 
Schools. It would breathe life and energy into our whole system of ed- 


ucation. It would make the University emphatically a State institution, _ 


where the intelligent youth of our country could be educated, and qualified 
to aid in the great system of commen school education in the State. It 
would make the University the alma mater—the nurse of our common 
schools. It would break down those, prejudices which have heretofore 
existed among the people against the higher institutions of learning. 


They have heretofore been regarded as institutions for the benefit of the - 


wealthy and aristocratic; but under the plan proposed by the committee, 


the poorest boy in the country, if he possess the requisite character and * 


intelligence, can enter the University Jree of charge, upon the same level. 
with the wealthy, and receive that education which will not only benefit 
him, but the whole State. Under this plan the University will possess 


the means of extending intellectual light and knowledge in every portion - 


of the State, by sending forth youug men, educated there by the State, 
and qualified to communicate knowledge to the great mass. By this 


means an immense amount of expense will be saved to the State. The 


cost of a Normal professorship, connected with the State University, will 
be but one thonsand dollars a year, and this, probably, only for a few years. 
The income of the University, and the dividends declared by the bank, 
cn the Seminary fund, will in a short time enable the University to sus- 
tain the professorship without the aid of the State. Any other system of 
a Normal school. would cost more than ten times the amount. The man- 
ual labor schools, wherever tested, have in the last few years been found 
impracticable. The experimentsin these schoels were mostly made in the 
Eastern States. If such institutions could not be sustained in the East, 


they evidently could not succeed here. The character of our population, - 


where slavery is tolerated, is totally different from that in those States 


where slavery does not exist. We could never induce the young men of - 


our country to enter with cheerfulness and confidence in a manual labor: 

school. The committee think that in the plan proposed we have accom- 
+ ^X * * . th 

plished all that the Executive recommended in his message. For $1,000 a 


. year, we can have for the first year thirty-three teachers educated, and 


sixty-six per annum every year thereafter. This is certainly a small ex- 
penditure, contrasted with benefits resulting from it to the cause of edu- 
cation. This would be buta little upwards of fifteen dollars per scholar 
perannum, for a university education. When we take into consideration 
the incalculable advantages which wil! result from the education of these 
teachers, the cost appears insignificant. B " 

The State candidate for admission into the University, is to give a writ- 
ten pledge that he will teach school for the period of at least five years, 
within the Senatorial district from which he is chosen. It is thought best 
that the candidates should be selected from the Senatorial districts, as these 
districts are nearly equal asit regards population, ‘The manner of these 
selections is probably the best that could be adopted; but for full details of 
the matter, the commitiee refer to the LV and V articles of the bill. 

The Normal professor being directly connected, by virtue of his office 
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with the common school system of the State, would be the most suitable 
- person for Superintendent of Common Schools. Ina few years, most of 
_the teachers in the State would be known to him. He would be familiar. 
_ with the whole common school system of the State, and, in the capacity 
of Superintendent, could communicate much valuable information to the 
students. It would also tend to make the educational interest distinctive 
and wholly unconnected with any other officers or departments of the 
government. l 

The committee do not submit the plan as perfect—it has yet many de- 
ficiencies, which time and experience must point out and remedy. The 
grand object was to make an improvement on the present system—such 
an improvement as was demanded by the people. This, the committee 
have endeavored to accomplish. How far they have succeeded, it will be 
for time to determine. The change is not so great as to create that con- 
fusion which would retard the progress of Education; but it will be easy, 

. practically to carry out, and no difficulty whatever is {apprehended. 
The report of the Superintendent of Common Schools, the report of 
the Curators of the State University, that part of the Governor's message 
relative to common schools, a bill entitled “An act to amend an act entitled 
‘an act to provide for the organization, support and government of com- 
mon ‘schools in the State of Missouri,” approved March 27, 1845, and an 
act entitled “An aci to provide for the ivestment of school funds," and a 
resolution requiring the committee to report a provision authorizing the 
trustees to levy a tax, are hereby reported to the Senate, and the com- 

mittee ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the same. 
The accompany ing bill, prepared with some care and attention, is res- 
pectfully submitted to the Senate, and the passage thereof recommended.

State—an anxious desire to keep her upon that elevated position of public 
faith and credit, which she has heretofore occupied, have guided the com- 
mittee in the investigation of the claim of Mr. Flagg. " 
. In the Journal of the Convention, page 361, the coinmittee find, that 
by a resolution adopted by a considerable majority, on the 13th of Janu- 
ary, 1846, Mr. Flagg was authorized to prepare for the press, a volume, 
containing tlie debates and proceedings of the said Convention, and that 
the Convention recommended to the General Assembiy, the appropriation 
of such a sum as might be deemed equitable and just, as a compensation 
for his services in the preparation of the volume aforesaid. Mr. Flagg 
stimulated by the inducement held out in the said resolution, engaged in 
the prosecution of his labors with industry and energy. At considerable - 
expense, helabored during the spring and summer succeeding the session 
of the Convention, and has prepared a manuscript volume, filling the des- 
cription indicated in the resolution aforesaid. The manusctipt is now 
ready for publication or deposite among the archives of the State, 

Although the Constitution, which was the result of the labors of the 
Convention, has been rejected by the people, still the committee regard 
the debates and proceedings of that body, as valuable and important,— 
valuable, as being a portion of the political history of the State, —impor- 
tant, as they contain a full commentary on the constitution of the State, 

~ and an investigation of its defects, and the many changes contemplated in. 
thatinstrumeat. Their value now, is not so great as it will be in after 
years, when the statesman or historian, may. turn to the record of the 
past, in order to gather light upon our constitutional law, to write a histo- 
ry of the State, or to trace the rise and progress of our political institu- 
tions. It is the duty of every country to preserve the record of its early: 
history, particuiarly that portion which relates to its political institutions 
and social organization. This should be strictly observed.by every re- 
public. It wouid prevent the gathering of that cloud of uncertainty, 
which too often wraps in obscurity the early history of a nation. It 
would throw open to posterity that political light, which is the surest and 
best guide of a statesman, on one of the chief preservatives of our free 
institutions. There is less danger of misconstruction, innovation and vi- 
olations of constitutional law, when history comes into its aid, and when 
without its light, darkness and doubt would prevail. A desire then, to 
preserve the history of the State, has induced the committee to recom- 
mend that the manuscript of Mr. Flagg, be deposited in the office of the 
Secretary of State, among the archieves of the Republic. 

The committee have instructed ,me to report the accompanying bill, 
Jeaving the amount of compensation blank, with the recommendation that 
it be filled, with whatever sum the Senate may deem a fair and adequate 
compensation to Mr. Flagg for his services; the committee also pray to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

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REPORT ef the Committee on Federal Relations relative to the Des 
Moines river. 


The Committee-on Federal Relations to which was referred the Yesolt- 
tions of the legislature of the State of lowa, asking for the passage of a 
{aw, authorizing that State to build dams across the Des Moines river for 
the purpose of improving the navigation thereof, and also to sell watet 
privileges for mills and machinery on the south-western bank thereof, res- 
pectfully make the following _ 


REPORT. 

Towa and Missouri are neighboring States, and have a common interest 
in the navigation of the Des Moines rtver, and they should harmoniously 
co-operate in every enterprize that tends to promote their mutual pros- 
perity. The Des Moines river is a beautiful stream, passing through a 
" country of unsurpassed fertility, and susceptible of being rendered navi- 

gable for steamboats two hundred miles above its mouth; the greater por- 
tion of its valley is in Iowa, but from its mouth to the rapids where the 
northern boundary line of this State, as surveyed by Joseph C. Browne, 
and recognized by this State strikes the same, it forms the boundary be- 
tween the two States. A liberal grant of land has been made by the gen- 
eral government to the State of Iowa for the purpose of improving the 
navigation of the Des Moines, and a fair and liberal policy should be 
adopted by Missouri to enablethat State to appropriate the proceeds there- 
‘of to the best advantage, and to improve the navigation of that river in 
the best-practicable manner. In addition to a laudable desire to promote 
the welfare of a neighboring State, between which and the State of Mis- 
souri, the most friendly feelings and relations ought to be cultivated and 
maintained, a-strong reason in favor of such a course of policy arises from 
Xhe fact that a considerable scope of country of great fertility in the north- 
eastern part of Missouri is deeply interested in the proper improvement 
of the navigation of the Des Moines river, and would be much benefitted 
by the immense water privileges that would be thus created for propelling 
mills, machinery and useful manufactures. The committee believe that it 
is just and proper to grant the request of the State of Iowa on süch terms 
as will secure to the citizens of both States the benefits that must result 
. from the improvement of this noble river, and herewith report à bill for 
that purpose. A condition is inserted that private property injured by 
that improvement shall be paid for, which is strictly just, for even if the 


improvement were made by the State of Missouri, she would be bound to - 


pay for all damages to individual rights. But from the nature of the riv- 
er, it is believed that very little private property will be overflowed or jn- 
jured by its proper improvement. It isalso just that the State of Iowa 
having the control of the improvement, should be required to keep the 
locks and dams in proper repair, for otherwise they would be an obstruc- 
tion and not an improvement of navigation. The right to sell water pri- 
_vileges is ‘properly incidental to the authority to construct the dams, and 
it will be very beneficial to the citizens of several fine counties in Missou- 
ri to have, on the Des Moines such facilities for the establishment of val» 
uable manufactures and machinery. The bill provides that such privileges 
shall be sold on fair and reasonable terms on the soutb4western side of the 
river and Ene proceeds of allisuch sales shall be-appropriated -to the 
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' improvement of that part of the river which forms the boundary between 
the two States. The ccmmittee believe that such grants should not be 
perpetual, and they have fixed on twenty years as a reasonable limit. The 
improvemets now to be constructed by lowa, will not probably remain in 
good repair more than twenty yeais, and by that time they will require 
to be renewed, and Missouri and [owa will then have increased in wealth, 
population and business to such an extent as to induce them to unite in 
the construction of other improvements better adapted to the condition - 
of the countrv; and it is probable that then, as now, their mutual and 
common interests will prempt both States to adopt a just and liberal poli- 


cy towards each other.

The Committee on the Judiciary to which was referred a resolution 
instructing said committee to inquire into the expediency and propriety of 
abolishing the office of Circuit Attorney ia this State, have had the same 
under consideration, and are of opinion that the office of Circuit Attor- 
ney is a very responsible office, and one that should be filled by an indi- 
vidual of high legal attainments, of strict honesty and integrity, as well 
as of high order of talents. | 

That but few individuals possessing the necessary qualifications would — 
accept the cffice of County Attorney, for the emoluments to be derived 
from the same. fn addition, it might be said that there are many counties 
in the State which have no Attorney residing within their limits, and in 
such cases it might be difficult for them to be supplied with competent At- 
torneys for that office. That although some inconveniences result from 
the present plan of Circuit Attorneys, vet perhaps they. are fewer and 
more inconsiderable than could be reasonably expected from a change, or 
from the adoption of the county attorney system. The cemmittee are 
not sensible, that there isa serious call for a changein the existing law up- ^ 
on that subject; and that there is now afforded to the people of the res- 
pective circuits, a reasonable opportunity, at least, of selecting those, who 

“are qualified to discharge the duties of that office. 

: The committee, therefore, instruct me to report that it is inexpedient 
to abolish the office of circuit attorney, and pray to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject. |

The Spanish laws and yenulatibns are to be gleaned from arina works, 
which are extremely scarce and costly; indeed they can scarcely be pur- 
chased at all; and they are indispensible to a just and enlightened admin- 
istration of cur laws. 

If such a work as the one presented, is not published in a few years, the 
early laws of the country wiil have become almost inaccessable. 

Mr. Castleberry informs the committee that the cost of 1he work will 
be sa great and the prospect of sales so limited, that unless assisted, by the 
State, he will be unable to publish it. y 

The committee is of opinion that the British Statutes proposed to be. 
published will add greatly tothe value of the publication. 

These statutes, althou: gh a part of the law of the land have never been 
published in this countr y. They are to be found only, in old English works 
fast going cul of print. 

Inasmuch, then, as it is not likely that the publie will be furnished with

a special act of the Legislature be passed, to pay him for clothing, feed- 
ing, and keeping in jail, two runaway slaves, who were committed to 
- said jail, as. runaways, in the year 1813, have had that subject under 
consideration, and, after a careful examination of the whole matter, 
they find, from the records, duly made out and certified from the county 
court of the county of St. Louis, that in the year 1843, two negro men, 
by the name of Edward Elsey and William Anderson, were arrested 
and committed to said jail as runaway slaves, and were kept in said 
jail one year, without being claimed and were then advertised and sold, 
— in conformity to law, by the sheriff of of St. Louis coanty, but did not 
- bring an amount of money sufficient to pay the costs of arrest, impris- 
onment, clothing, feeding, and safe-keeping of said slaves, by an 
amount of $155 92, as will more fully appear by reference to the re- 
cords of said court, accompanying and made a part of this report; and 
that the above sum was audited and found to.be due and owing to the 
said G. H. C. Melody, by said court, (the law making it obligatory on 
the jailor to keep, board, and clothe all such runaway slaves, but does 
. not niake any provision to pay him for the expenses, woere the slaves 
so sold do not bring a sufficient sum to pay the same, but that the ex- 
cess, if any, shall be paid into the State Treasury.) In the tevised 
statute of 1834-0; 20th section of an act respecting runaway slaves, 
the law provides, that when a runaway. slave shall die in jail, or be dis- 
charged from custody, by the order of any court, or judge, ora writ of 
habeas corpus, the expenses and fees shall be paid by the State. The 
committee are of opinion that the law never contemplated to require 
services to be rendered by any person or officer, without paying him a 
fall compensation for the same. The presumption is, that in almost 
every case, like this, the slavessosold would bring largely over a sum 
sufficient to pay all expenses. For the above reasons, the commmittee . .

"The committee on the Judiciary to which was referred a resolution 
instructing said committee to inquire into the expediency of establish- 
ing a probate court in each county in this State, have had the same un- 
der consideration, and have instructed me to report, that perhaps in 
very populous counties where there is much probate business to be 
transacted, a court of that description might be advantageous; but that 
in small counties it would be difficult to establish and sustain a probate 
court without imposing additional expense upon the counties, or indi- 
viduals who may have probate business to transact. "That a probate 
Judgein every way competent to dothe business pertaining to that of- 
fice, could not be obtained without a salary considerably increased be- 
yond whatthe county courts now obtain, which must either be a fixed 
salary, to be paid by the county, or his compensation must be obtained 
by fees, to be derived from the party litigant, which in small counties 
might prove oppressive. 

It is, however, thought highly probable, that in large counties, the 
present mode of transacting probate business might be considerably im- 
proved by the-adoption of probate courts. _ |

The Select Committee on Public Printing, to whom was referred so 

much of the Governor’s message as relates to public printing, have had 
the subject under consideration, and have directed me to report that in 
the opinion of said committee it would be bad policy to let out the pub- 
lie printing to the lowest bidder. Experience has shown in this as well 
as in-other States, that such a system, not unfrequently, secures the 
services of the incompetent or inferior workmen, who, though required 
to give bond for their performance, may, and frequently would (your 
committee doubts not) fail to meet engagements, and: the usual course 
in such instances, is, to extend time, and, this is not unfrequently fol- 
lowed by applications for additional allowances, which are generally 

. favorably regarded if the contractor seems to have lost money in the 
job. And, in this way, your committee believe, that such a system 
might be found more expensive to the State, than to fix a fair compen- 

-sation for such an officer, and under the present system select good and 
faithful public printers. 
. Your committee, however, are of opinion that experience -has shewn 
that the present law in relation to the public printer is defective. No 
member of your committee being practically acquaited with the print- 
ing business, however, is an evidence of the inability of your commit- 
tee to point out all the imperfections of the system. The committee, 
however, feel called upon to recommend that some amendment be made 
to the twentieth section of the law providingfor the.election of public 
printer, in relation to which the present session of the General Assem- 
bly has witnessed some difficulty and difference of opinion at consider- 
able expense to the State.
